MESSAGE 
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New  President's  Message 


TO   MEMBERS   AND   FRIENDS   OF   THE   SAN   FRANCISCO   CHAMBER   OF   COMMERCE 


You  and  I  are  slated  to  spend  the  next  year  together. 
Not  personally,  perhaps,  hut  certainly  in  spirit  and  in 
unanimity  of  purpose  —  as  memhers  of  one  of  the 
greatest  civic  bodies  ever  devised. 

We  have  at  our  disposal,  you  and  I,  all  of  the  diverse 
services  of  this  hody,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce;  we  have,  at  our  discretion,  the  formulation 
of  pursuits,  both  individual  and  collective,  that  may 
well  spell  the  difference  between  our  country's  growth 
or  fall. 

We,  like  all  Americans  today,  have  in  the  palms  of 
our  hands  the  very  future  of  this  land  we  love. 

The  turn  has  been  made  and  the  road  is  clear:  it's 
American  initiative  and  spirit  against  the  insidious 
forces  of  Communism.  It's  our  voices  and  those  of  all 
the  world's  freedom-loving  peoples,  against  those  that 
seek  to  undermine.

Therefore,  the  Chamber  will 
continue  to  work  with  manufacturers  in  solving  their 
plant  location  problems,  and  in  securing  new  basic 
industries  as  well  as  sub-contractors  who  are  willing 
and  able  to  supply  what  is  needed. 

There  are  these  things,  and  many  others,  to  be  done 
this  year — and  to  do  them  effectively  we  will  need 
the  help  and  cooperation  of  all  of  you.  For  this  reason, 
I  earnestly  hope  you  will  take  an  active  interest  in 
Chamber  affairs.  Not  only  is  your  help  greatly  needed, 
but  by  working  with  us,  you  will  gain  the  only  real 
insight  possible  into  the  operation  and  the  principles 
of  this  organization;  you  will  learn  of  its  importance 
in  the  growth  and  development  of  our  City  and  State 
in  the  American  tradition  of  freedom  and  success  for 
those  deserving.

Cooperating  with  the  Chamber  in  a  special  test  period  of  traffic  control 
in  the  metropolitan  traffic  district  with  Sutter  Street  as  a  "model  transit 
thoroughfare,"  will  be  the  Traffic  Division  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment, under  supervision  of  Director  of  Traffic  Jack  A.  Eker;  the  Public 

Utilities  Commission  and  the 
Municipal  Railway  coordinat- 
ed by  Col.  Marmion  D.  Mills; 
and  the  San  Francisco  office 
of  the  National  Safety  Coun- 
cil, managed  by  Ivor  Larsen. 
"San  Francisco,  a  world 
metropolis,  is  plodding:  along 
like  a  small  city  in  regard  to 
traffic  control,"  D.  P.  Street, 
Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Civic  Development  Depart- 
ment, said  this  week.  It  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  Police  Depart-

Business  prosperity  will  mark  the  year 
ahead,  but  it  will  also  be  fraught  with 
many  problems  inherent  in  the  transition 
from  peace  to  a  war  economy,  according  to 
Chamber  President  Alan  J.  Lowrey. 

Activity  of  the  past  year,  he  said,  shows 
two  outstanding  facts  that  point  to  pros- 
perity: (1)  Our  high  level  of  employment 
has  given  the  public  tremendous  purchasing 
power;  and  (2)  There  is  still  a  great  un- 
.satiated  demand  for  homes  and  automo- 
biles and  all  of  the  other  items  that  make 
up  a  vital  part  of  the  American  economy. 

"But,"  he  continued,  "we  are  now  faced 
by  one  of  the  most  dire  periods  in  history. 
Already,    the   San    Francisco   Chamber   of 
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Commerce  is  assisting  businessmen  and  the 
government  in  mobilizing  productive  capac- 
ity for  war  purposes — with  a  minimum  of 
maladjustments  due  to  material  shortages, 
new  manpower  demands,  the  need  for  hous- 
ing for  essential  workers  and  members  of 
the  armed  forces  and  all  the  other  things 
that  may  be  on  the  third  or  fourth  line  of 
defense  but  are  still  essential." 

Lowrey  said  that  operations  of  the 
Chamber  have  been  geared  for  it  to  become 
a  clearing  house  for  problems  arising  from 
mobilization  as  well  as  maintenance  of 
essential  civilian  activities.

Speaking  of  the  part  local  industry  will 
play  in  the  war  effort,  Lowrey  said:  "Al- 
ready, the  Bay  Area's  food "  plants  and 
petroleum  refineries  are  important  sup- 
pliers to  our  armed  forces.  Negotiations 
are  now  under  way  for  utilization  of  our 
diversified  factory  facilities  for  production 
of  war  materiel,  particularly  for  the  Navy 
and  in  the  machinery  field." 

Commenting  on  local  needs,  Lowrey  said 
that  while  many  of  San  Francisco's  prob- 
lems have  a  peace-time  aspect  not  appar- 
ently compatible  with  the  current  war  situ- 
ation, they  still  require  solution — in  the 
fields  of  transit  facilities,  traffic  congestion, 
housing,  port  facility  improvement,  indus- 
trial development,  and  production  and  dis- 
tribution of  essential  commodities. 

"The  year  ahead."  Lowrey  said,  "is  not 
as  black  as  it  might  be  without  the  indus- 
trial might  of  America  as  exemplified  by 
the  potentialities  right  here  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. With  everyone  pulling  and  working 
together,  we  will  one  day  be  through  with 
emergencies  that  temporarily  divert  our 
natural  social  and  economic  progress. 

"But,  in  the  year  and  years  ahead,  San 
Francisco  will  certainly  become  stronger — 
industrially  and  business-wise,  individually 
and  collectively — through  the  demands 
which  are  now  forced  upon  us."

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Rheem  Plans  $1,000,000 
Expansion  In  Richmond 

In  a  move  to  accommodate  war-produc- 
tion needs,  the  Rheem  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany of  Richmond  has  let  a  contract  for  a 
new  200,000  square-foot  building  in  San 
Pablo,  it  was  announced  last  week  by  Pere 
Woodcock,  general  manager  of  the  Rich- 
mond Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  Rheem  Company  is  an  important 
manufacturer  of  steel  drums  and  household 
water  and  space  heaters.  During  the  last 
war  the  company  made  depth  charges  and 
steel  drums  for  the  military  in  its  Rich- 
mond plant. 

The  current  plant  expansion  will  cost 
approximately  $1,000,000  and  will  mean  the 
initial    employment    of   500   or   more   men. 

According  to  G.  M.  Greenwood,  the  firm's 
vice  president  and  treasurer,  Rheem  at 
present  does  not  have  any  specific  defense 
contracts.  However,  it  is  bidding,  and 
Greenwood  believes  that  in  the  months 
ahead  his  company  will  be  asked  to  1311 
sizable  defense  orders. 

The  new  structure's  contract  was  award- 
ed to  Christensen  and  Lyons,  Emeryville 
builders.  The  plant  site  is  on  a  52-acre 
tract,  recently  acquired  by  the  Rheem 
Company,  west  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
railroad  tracks  and  the  Niagara  Chemical 
Division.  Food  Machinery  and  Chemical 
Corporation.

In  its  report  to  the  Board,  the  Commit- 
tee, of  which  W.  P.  Fuller  III  is  chairman, 
said: 

"Unless  the  problems  of  preserving  the 
free  enterprise  system  are  given  attention, 
consideration  and  study,  and  unless  con- 
structive legislation  is  enacted  to  permit 
its  survival,  there  is  grave  and  acute  dan- 
ger that  legislation,  court  decrees  and 
administrative  rulings  may  ultimately  re- 
sult in  nationalization  of  industry,  a  social- 
istic state  in  the  United  States  and  failure 
to  protect  the  interests  of  the  American 
people   domestically   and   internationally. 

"The  Sherman  and  Clayton  Acts  were 
sound  pieces  of  legislation  when  originally 
enacted  and  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  created,  but  changes  in  eco- 
nomic conditions  and  interpretations  by 
federal  agencies  and  the  courts  have  re- 
sulted in  the  use  of  the  Sherman  and  Clay- 
ton Acts  as  an  instrument  to  weaken  or 
even  destroy  our  system  of  private  enter- 
prise." 

As  examples  of  court  decisions  that  have 
"handicapped  our  system,"  Fuller  cited  (1) 
Basing  Point;  (2)  Functional  Discount;  (3) 
Meeting  Competition;  (4)  Implied  Con- 
spiracy:  (5)  Conscious  Parallelism."

Moro  than  1500  firms  demonstrated  their 
confidence  in  the  Bay  Area's  potential  by 
investing  over  104  million  dollars  in  expan- 
sion programs  last  year,  making  1950  the 
greatest  \ear  in  point  of  capital  investment 
in  plants  and  equipment   since  1947. 

These  facts  were  highlighted  today  in  a 
year-end  summary  of  industrial  activity 
compiled  by  J.  E.  Slatky,  Assistant  Man- 
ager of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, who  attributed  the  startling  growth 
to  "increased  recognition  by  industry  of  the 
tremendous  market  potential  of  the  West." 

In  November,  1950,  $4,610,750  in  capital 
was  invested  in  13  new  plants  and  31 
expansions  in  the  12-county  Bay  Region. 
Northern  California  investment  was 
$7,630,750  for  the  48-county  area  so  desig- 
nated. 

In  December,  new  plants  and  expansions 
in  the  Bay  Region  accounted  for  a  total  of 
$12,380,326  invested.

Chamber's  Query  Answered

While  organizations  "qualified  in  ship- 
building" may  be  permitted  to  bid  for  ship 
construction  contracts  under  the  Federal 
Government's  50-ship  program,  general  re- 
activation and  operation  of  reserve  ship- 
yards such  as  those  located  in  the  Bay  Area 
probably  will  not  be  justified  at  present.

In  behalf  of  shipbuilding  contracts  for 
the  Bay  Area,  communications  are  being 
exchanged  between  the  Chamber  and  Sen- 
ators William  F.  Knowland  and  Richard  M. 
Nixon  and  Representatives  Franck  R.  Hav- 
enner  and  John  F.  Shelley.

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Chamber  Fights  CAB  Case 
For  S.  F.  Air  Rates 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  "gone  to 
bat"  for  San  Francisco  in  a  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  case  which  would  put  th? 
Bay  Area  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  matter 
of  air  rates,  and  has  petitioned  the  Board 
to  dismiss  the  proceeding. 

According  to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  Transpor- 
tation Department,  the  case,  known  as 
Docket  No.  4586— The  West  Coast  Common 
Fares  Case — is  a  "very  complicated  mat- 
ter," hearings  on  which  have  been  post- 
poned twice. 

Involved  in  the  proceeding  are  proposals 
of  Public  Counsel  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  and  at  least  one  of  the  air  lines.  The 
proposals  would  put  the  fares  between  Pa- 
cific Coast  cities  and  Chicago,  and  points 
east  of  Chicago,  on  a  mileage  basis.  The 
Chamber  pointed  out  that  this  would  dis- 
rupt the  present  fare  structure  under  which 
all  fares  between  the  eastern  points  and 
major  Pacific  Coast  points  are  the  same, 
and  would  result  in  higher  fares  to  and 
from  San  Francisco  than  to  and  from  Los 
Angeles. 

G.  L.  Fox,  general  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber, said  on  the  matter,  "In  view  of  the 
national  emergency  declared  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  critical  state  of  national  af- 
fairs, the  affected  air  lines  and  municipali- 
ties are  confronted  with  unusual  burdens. 

"Therefore,"  he  continued,  "this  is  no 
time  to  continue  with  a  proceeding  which 
would  make  heavy  demands  on  the  man- 
power and  resources  of  all  concerned."

West  Coast  Shipyards  probably  will  be 
allocated  "from  eight  to  twelve  ships"  in 
the  Government's  new  $350,000,000  cargo 
shipbuilding  program,  according  to  a  letter 
received  last  week  by  Alan  J.  Lowrey, 
Chamber  President,  from  Representative 
Jolm  F.  Shelley.

The  $18,150  requested  would  be  used  by 
the  Department  of  Electricity  to  improve 
San  Francisco's  Fire  Alarm  System. 


America's  industrial  might  as  a  weapon  for  peace  will  be  discussed  by 
Benson  Ford  when  he  addresses  a  luncheon  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Commercial  Club,  Thursday,  February  8. 
"Production  is  the  Payoff"  will  be  the  title  of  young  Ford's  remarks. 
G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General  Managar,  in  commenting  on  Ford's  selection 
of  subject  material  said,  "I  doubt  if  Mr.  Ford  could  have  chosen  a  more 
timely  subject.  The  eyes  of  the  world,  especially  Asia,  are  on  our  production 

capacity,  for  it  will  indeed  be  the  'Payoff' 
if  we  should  find  ourselves  in  a  total  war 
with  Communism." 

Ford  at  32  years  of  age  is  considered  by 
many  to  bo  a  production  genius.  He  is  a 
grandson  of  Henry  Ford,  and  as  vice  presi- 
dent and  general  manager  of  the  Lincoln- 
Mercury  Division  of  Ford  Motor  Company, 
and  a  company  director,  he  heads  one  of 
the  nation's  largest  production  enterprises. 
The  Chamber's  guest  speaker  learned  the 
fundamentals  of  automobile  engine  con- 
struction at  the  Ford  Engineering  Labora- 
tories in  Dearborn.  Later,  with  his  brother, 
Henry  Ford,  II,  he  built  one  of  the  first 
experimental  jeeps  turned  out  by  Ford  for 
use  by  the  United  States  Army  during 
World  War  II. 

Ford  voluntarily  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Army  on  October  1,  1942,  after  ob- 
taining special  permission  from  the  War 
Department  to  enlist  as  a  private.  He  was 
separated  from  the  service  in  February  of 
1946  with  the  rank  of  captain  and  imme- 
diately rejoined  his  company  in  an  execu- 
tive capacity. 

Alan  J.  Lowrey,  Chamber  President,  will 
preside  at  the  luncheon  when  San  Fran- 
cisco business  executives  gather  to  hear 
this  member  of  one  of  the  country's  most 
distinguished  industrial  families.

San  Francisco  Port  Activities  Expanding, 
National  Export  Figures  For  1950  Show 

Export  figures  recently  published  by  the  Association  of  American  Railroads 
show  that  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  is  moving  once  again  toward  top  position 
among  major  ports  of  the  nation. 

Of  all  the  ports  of  the  country,  San  Francisco  ranked  third  in  July,  August, 
September  and  October  of  1950  in  total  export  and  coastal  shipments.  Accord- 
ing to  Walter  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation  Department, 
figures  for  the  last  two  months  of  1950  have  not  yet  been  received,  but  from 

July  through  October,  27,042  carloads  of 
commodities  were  exported  and  868  car- 
loads were  sent  to  other  coastal  ports 
through  San  Francisco,  making  a  total  of 
27,910  carloads  for  the  four  months.  New 
York  was  first  with  59,904;  Galveston,  sec- 
ond with  35,862. 

In  exports  other  than  grain,  San  Fran- 
cisco surpassed  Galveston  by  more  than 
18,000  carloads  for  the  same  period. 

For  the  entire  first  ten  months  of  1950, 
San  Francisco  placed  fifth  in  the  nation  for 
total  export  and  coastal  shipments,  with 
39,799  carloads.  New  York  was  first,  Gal- 
veston second.  New  Orleans  third,  and 
Baltimore  fourth. 

Rohde  explained  that  the  difference  be- 
tween San  Francisco's  fifth  place  in  the 
ten-month  period  and  its  third  place  in  the 
later  four  month  period  is  an  indication  of 
a  definite  trend  which  began  in  the  closing 
half  of  1950  toward  expansion  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's port  activity — a  result  of  the  com- 
bined effects  of  the  Korean  war  and  of 
normal  business  increase. 

"This  trend,"  Rohde  said,  "has  probably 
continued  in  the  months  since  October  for 
which  we  have  no  reports  as  yet. 

"San  Francisco,"  he  added,  "is  indeed 
coming  into  her  own  once  again  as  one  of 
the  most  active  ports  in  the  nation."

The  success  story  of  a  San  Francisco 
firm  which  has  its  manufacturing  plant  in 
the  Mother  Lode  and  its  principal  market- 
ing area  in  the  Central  Valley  is  told  in 
"Twenty-Five  Years  of  Building  the  West,' 
a  history  of  Calaveras  Cement  Company.'

United   Air   Lines   Passes 
Transpacific  Milestone 

San  Francisco's  Municipal  Airport  was 
the  scene  of  an  historic  flight  yesterday. 
United  Air  Lines'  Mainliner  Stratocruiser, 
Flight  749,  took  off  with  the  company's 
number  one  senior  pilot.  Captain  Harry 
Huding,  at  the  controls  —  marking  the 
10,000th  time  that  United  has  flown  the 
Pacific  between  California  and  Hawaii. 

United,  which  is  celebrating  its  25th 
anniversary  this  year,  began  trans-Pacific 
flights  for  the  Military  Air  Transport  Com- 
mand in  September,  1942.  Commercial  op- 
erations between  San  Francisco  and  Hono- 
lulu began  on  May  1,  1947.  The  company 
has  logged  approximately  25,000,000  plane 
miles  on  the  Honolulu  run,  carrying  260,000 
passengers. 

Other  United  Air  news  earlier  this  month 
was  the  announcement  by  Warren  Burke, 
district  sales  manager  here  and  a  Chamber 
Director,  that  the  company  had  inaugu- 
rated 15-day  excursion  fares  on  28-passen- 
gcr  DC-3  flights  between  Reno  and  San 
Francisco  at  a  new  low  fare. 


Bay  Area  Homebuilding 
Sets  New  Record  in  1950 

Homcbuilders  in  the  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land Metropolitan  area  set  a  new  all-time 
record  by  starting  more  than  30,000  new 
permanent  nonfarm  dwelling  units  during 
1950,  Max  D.  Kossoris,  Director  of  the 
Western  Region  of  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Labor's  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  re- 
ported this  week.  The  total  of  30,760  units 
started  exceeded  the  previous  year  by  more 
than  10,000  units  and  was  at  least  2,000 
units  above  the  previous  all-time  peak  year 
of  1925,  he  said. 

The  new  record  was  set  despite  a  sub- 
stantial drop  in  building  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  As  a  result  of  continu- 
ing shortages  of  labor  and  materials,  more 
stringent  credit  controls,  and  unfavorable 
weather  conditions,  starts  dropped  to  1960 
units  in  November  and  to  about  1500  units 
in  December,  the  report  said. 

One-family  homes  continued  to  dominate 
the  local  residential  construction  picture, 
accounting  for  about  85  per  cent  of  all 
homes  started  —  a  considerable  increase 
over  the  previous  year  when  units  of  this 
type  made  up  only  about  75  per  cent  of 
the  total  units.

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Winter  Market  Week  Brings 
Record  Attendance  At  Mart 

Smashed  attendance  records  of  the  Win- 
ter Market  Week,  which  closes  tomorrow 
at  the  Western  Merchandise  Mart,  are 
striking  evidence  that  San  Francisco  is  an 
ever-growing  home  goods  market,  accord- 
ing to  Carroll  A.  Snyker,  the  Chamber's 
Domestic  Trade  Department  Manager. 

Total  attendance  was  over  15,000,  he  said. 
Visitors  were  attracted  by  lines  displayed 
in  the  Mart,  of  more  than  2500  manufac- 
lurei's  of  furniture,  floor  coverings,  radios, 
television  sets,  appliances,  housewares,  dec- 
orative fabrics,  toys,  etc. 

In  addition,  2500  other  lines  were  exhib- 
ited at  Civic  Auditorium  and  three  hotels 
for  the  22nd  Western  Gift,  China,  Glass, 
Lamp,  Stationery,  Jewelry,  Toy  and  House- 
wares Shows. 

Snyker  attributes  some  of  the  attendance 
rise  to  the  desire  on  the  part  of  buyers  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  full  picture 
in  the  home  goods  field  because  of  forth- 
coming production  curtailment.  However, 
he  feels  that  a  good  part  of  the  increase  is 
a  "natural  trend  in  this  continually  grow- 
ing market." 

Sutter  Trial'  Ends 


(Continued  from  Page  1) 
was   that    the   Sutter  Street   program   had 
improved   traffic  flow   "tremendously"  and 
that  means  will  now  have  to  be  found  for 
increasing  enforcement. 

Cooperation  among  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, the  municipal  courts,  the  police  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
other  groups,  was  pledged  toward  finding 
the  best  solution  to  San  Francisco's  traffic 
problem  which,  in  spite  of  the  Sutter  Street 
program,  persists  generally  throughout  the 
downtown  area. 

Colonel  Mills  reported  the  Municipal 
Railway  buses  arc  now  transporting  ap- 
proximately 58,000  persons  a  day  on  Sutter. 
He  also  said  the  buses  represent  1.5  per 
cent  of  all  the  vehicles  on  Sutter,  occupy 
five  per  cent  of  all  the  curb  space,  yet 
carry  from  35  to  40  per  cent  of  all  the 
people  using  the  street. 

Supervisor  Lewis  said  that  if  increased 
fines  are  approved  either  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  or  by  vote  of  the  people,  the 
new  fines  would  be  "penalty  fines"  to  dis- 
courage violations,  rather  than  "revenue 
fines." 

Captain  Eker  reported  checks  by  his 
men  at  Sutter  and  Powell  Streets  last 
week  revealed  that  from  7:30  a.m.  to  9  a.m., 
492  automobiles  carry  832  persons  drove 
inbound  (east)  on  Sutter.  In  the  peak 
hours  at  night  (4-6  p.m.)  584  cars  carrying 
906  persons  drove  outbound  (west).  He 
pointed  out  that  the  average  number  of 
persons  carried  by  each  private  automobile 
was  approximately  1.5  —  a  lower  average 
passenger-per-car  figure  than  in  most  cities.

No  single  event  more  realistically 
pictured  the  natural  bond  that  exists 
between  business  and  agriculture  of 
this  area  than  the  Third  Annual  Agri- 
cultural-Business Conference  held  in 
March  of  1950  under  direction  of  the 
Chamber's  Agricultural  Department. 
The  inter-dependence  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  surrounding  rural  areas,  the 
importance  of  this  city  as  the  center 
of  a  vast  distribution  network  for 
farm  products,  the  absolute  relation 
between  prosperity  of  the  farm  and 
prosperity  of  the  city — all  showed  up 
in  sharp  focus  when  more  than  100 
businessmen  and  farmers  gathered 
around  a  conference  table  here  for  a 
full  day's  discussion  of  mutual  prob- 
lems and  difficulties. 

This  was  probably  the  highlight  of 
the  Chamber's  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment activities  last  year — and  it  is 
representative  of  the  Chamber's  con- 
stant work  to  enhance  urban-rural 
relationships.

at  the  Cow  Palace — including  the 
choosing  and  honoring,  by  a  Cham- 
ber-staffed committee,  of  the  Cali- 
fornia man  adjudged  to  have  contrib- 
uted most  to  the  livestock  industry 
during  the  previous  year.  >■ 

And,  in  addition  to  sponsoring  the 
opening  night  at  this  western  extrava- 
ganza which  brought  ranchers  by  the 
thousands  to  this  city,  the  Agricul- 
tural Department  actively  partici- 
pated in  the  Junior  Livestock  Exposi- 
tion held  earlier  in  1950 — adding  its 
encouragement  to  the  efforts  of  young 
farmers  from  Northern  and  Central 
California. 

This  Department  also  cooperated 
with  the  CaUfornia  Redwood  Associa- 
tion in  support  of  a  voluntary  pro- 
gram for  tree  farms  in  the  State  to 
insure  a  continuing  supply  of  timber 
for  future  needs.

Members  additionally  supported 
the  disposal  of  surplus  crops  through 
private  enterprise,  reactivated  the 
Produce  Market  Study  Group  to  in- 
vestigate proposals  for  a  new  Produce 
Market  site  here,  and  worked  with 
the  Adult  Authority  in  reviewing 
methods  whereby  men  on  parole  may 
go  to  work  on  agricultural  jobs.

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In  November,  1950,  word  came  from 
the  United  States  Air  Corps  that  the 
proposed  $300,000,000  Air  Force  Acad- 
emy was  again  a  subject  of  immediate 
consideration.  The  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  advised 
that  the  Air  Forces'  Sites  Selection 
Board  would  visit  California  during 
the  month  of  December  to  consider 
three  Northern  California  sites. 

Immediately,  the  Northern  Cali- 
fornia Air  Force  Academy  Interim 
Committee  of  the  Chamber's  Aviation 
Department,  envisioning  the  boon  to 
this  region  both  industrially  and  avia- 


COALINGA'S  Mayor  C  L  Koiser 
Gilchrist,  who  helped  dedicote  the 
$20,000  airport  run«oy  last  Septembi 
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tion-wise  by  such  an  enterprise,  put 
all  of  its  energy  into  organizing 
Northern  Cahfornia  into  a  "united 
front";  purpose — to  promote  the  area 
as  a  whole  for  consideration  by  the 
Air  Corps  over  all  other  areas  in  the 
West. 

This  is  an  example  of  the  breadth 
of  vision — seeing  beyond  the  confines 
of  San  Francisco  proper — and  the 
area-wide  cooperation  exercised  con- 
sistently through  Aviation  Depart- 
ment activities  —  directed  not  only 
toward  promoting  San  Francisco  as 
the  "air  terminal  of  the  Pacific"  but 
also  toward  strengthening  the  entire 
area  as  a  center  of  air  travel,  both 
commercial  and  military. 

Efforts  toward  securing  this  Air 
Corps  installation  comprised  one  of 
this  Department's  major  activities  of 
1950.  After  gathering  together  repre- 
sentatives of  all  interested  commu- 
nities of  the  area,  the  Department 
directed  the  compiling  of  a  50-page 
brochure — a  sound  presentation  of 
reasons  why  one  of  several  locations 
in  Northern  California  should  be 
chosen  as  the  site  of  the  new  academy. 

The  brochure  was  presented  to  the 
Site    Selection    Board   in    December, 


and  although  action  has  since  been 
deferred  because  of  the  war  situation, 
it  is  strongly  believed  that  it  will 
have  considerable  influence  "when 
the  time  comes." 

Other  accomplishments  of  this  De- 
partment's Committees  last  year  in- 
cluded studying  and  supporting  a 
new  plan  for  development  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Terminal  Building;  securing  increased 
parking  facilities  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Municipal  Airport;  obtaining 
the  word  of  the  California  State 
Highway  Commission  to  erect  high- 
way signs  directing  traffic  to  the  Air- 
port; and  providing  information  serv- 
ices for  the  Air  Traffic  Conference  of 
America  and  for  the  International  Air 
Transport  Association  conventions  in 
San  Francisco  during  October. 

The  Department  was  host  to  26 
Royal  Canadian  Air  Cadets  who  were 
in  the  city  on  an  "exchange  tour"  of 
the  United  States;  cooperated  with 
United  Helicopters,  Inc.,  in  dedicating 
the  San  Francisco  Heliport  at  the 
Ferry  Building;  and,  through  its 
Manager,  represented  the  Chamber  at 
the  California  Air  Clinic  and  Fair  in 
Berkeley  and  Oakland  and  at  the  ded- 
ication of  a  new  airport  in  Coalinga 
(see  picture,  column  1).

San  Franciscans  are  finding  their 
city  a  better  place  in  which  to  live, 
because  of  positive  action  taken  by 
the  Civic  Development  Department 
in  1950. 

Through  its  several  action  commit- 
tees, this  Department  held  numerous 
meetings  with  the  Police  Department, 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  Na-

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tional  Safety  Council,  the  Municipal 
Railway,  the  Department  of  City 
Plann-ing  and  many  other  civic  bodies 
— to  speed  improvement  of  numerous 
internal  conditions  needing  attention. 
The  Department,  through  its  Traf- 
fic and  Highway  Committee,  created 
a  new  idea  in  solution  of  traffic  prob- 
lems— the  formation  of  a  special  com- 
mittee to  study  one  speci- 
fic area's  traffic  movement 
and  then  apply  the  find- 
ings to  the  city  as  a  whole. 
Sutter  Street  was  chosen 
as  the  first  study  area  and 
results  are  now  being  tab- 
ulated by  San  Francisco's 
traffic  agencies. 

In  line  with  improve- 
ment of  both  internal  and 
commute  traffic,  this  De- 
partment was  instrumen- 
tal in  the  formation  of  a 
Tri-County  Bayshore 
Freeway  Committee  with 
a  worthwhile  goal:   early 
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completion  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway. 
Representatives  of  chambers  of  com- 
merce from  Santa  Clara,  San  Mateo 
and  San  Francisco  Counties  are  still 
meeting  regularly,  to  assure  that  a 
smooth,  fast  flow  of  traffic  on  the 
Peninsula  will  one  day  be  an  accom- 
plished fact. 

To  guarantee  sound  home  construc- 
tion, the  Department  opposed  action 
of  the  City  Planning  Commission  in 
approving  subdivision  of  Twin  Peaks 
property  into  25-foot  lots  instead  of 
33-foot  lots. 

Throughout  last  year  the  Depart- 
ment's Fire  Safety  Committee  studied 
recommendations  of  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  relating 
to  reduction  of  the  city's  fire  defi- 
ciency points.  Findings  were  reported 
to  appropriate  San  Francisco  depart- 
ments so  that  citizens  and  business 
firms  would  be  shown  the  way  to  a 
decrease  in  insurance  rates. 

More  than  4,000  telephone  inquiries 
were  answered  and  275  meetings  were 
held  in  the  regular  course  of  business.

Encourage  businessmen  from  other 
communities  to  buy  goods  and  serv- 
ices in  San  Francisco  and  you've 
improved  the  prosperity  of  your 
community. 

This  was  the  premise  that  moti- 
vated the  Domestic  Trade  Depart- 
ment to  invite  150  San  Joaquin  Valley 
civic  and  business  leaders  to  San 
Francisco  last  year  so  they  could  see 
for  themselves  the  excellent  facilities 
ready  and  willing  to  be  put  at  the 
service  of  neighboring  communities. 
During  their  two-day  stay,  these  busi- 
ness and  civic  visitors  were  given  on- 
the-spot  proof  of  this  area's  industrial 
might  and  military  potentials. 

Another  facet  of  this  Department's 
activities  was  a  series  of  six  goodwill 
trade-development  trips  which  car- 
ried a  total  of  142  Chamber  members 
to  Fresno,  Ukiah,  Eureka,  Chico  and 
Reno.  (See  picture  at  right.) 

In  line  with  exploiting  San  Fran- 
cisco's facilities  for  serving  its  custo- 
mers, this  Department  serviced  14,540 
inquiries  from  throughout  the  coun- 
try concerning  the  development  of 
contacts    with    San    Francisco    firms 


and  their  products  at  the  wholesale 
level.  Further,  22,000  directories  list- 
ing local  manufacturers  and  their 
products  were  distributed  to  all  parts 
of  the  world;  and  163  opportunities 
for  local  firms  to  acquire  representa- 
tion on  a  manufacturers-representa- 
tive basis  were  publicized  through 
"Domestic  Trade  Tips,"  regularly 
listed  in  the  Chamber's  bulletin,  BAY 
REGION  BUSINESS. 


The  Domestic  Trade  Department 
was  instrumental  in  securing  for  San 
Francisco  the  National  Marketing 
Conference.  It  also  advised  local  busi- 
nessmen of  the  availability  of  $300.- 
000,000  in  Alaskan  contracts. 

Serving  as  joint  hosts  at  the  Cotton 
Cotillion  in  Bakersfield,  members  of 
this  Department  helped  entertain  400 
leading  citizens  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley.

Swinging  quickly  into  step  with  the  turn  of  the 
nation's  affairs  as  a  result  of  the  Korean  conflict,  the 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department  channeled  its  spe- 
cialized facilities  and  services,  continually  devoted  to 
expansion  of  the  area's  industrial  activity,  directly 
into  the  war  mobilization  effort.  The  last  half  of  1950 
saw  this  Department  working  closely  with  manufac- 
turers and  sub-contractors,  helping  in  the  unified 
effort  to  change  from  a  peace  to  a  war  economy. 

A  concrete  instance  of  this  help  on  a  mass  basis  was 
the  Department's  exhaustive  organization  and  direc- 
tion of  the  first  Defense  Mobilization  Business  Confer- 
ence for  Northern  California  and  Nevada.  Staged  in 
San  Francisco  under  sponsorship  of 
the  Chamber,  this  conference  was 
attended  by  one  thousand  business 
people  who  wanted  to  learn  how  their 
businesses  could  contribute  to  the 
war  effort.  They  learned — through  a 
government  team  of  mobilization 
and  finance  specialists,  invited  by 
this  Department  through  Chamber 
Administration.  (See  pictures  above.) 

In  the  meantime,  industrial  expan- 
sion in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
Area  reached  new  heights  for  the 
year  1950 — due,  in  part,  to  the  con- 
tinual efforts  of  the  Industrial  De- 
partment. In  the  12-county  Bay  Area, 


moi'e  than  500  firms  invested  over 
104  million  dollars  in  new  plants  and 
expansions;  in  San  Francisco  130 
new  industrial  projects  representing 
$11,572,000  created  930  new  jobs. 

Services  by  this  Department  to  Cliamber 
members  included  furnishing  regular  in- 
formation on  contract  awards  and  procure- 
ment, allocation  of  materials,  zoning  prob- 
lems, building  permits,  warehouse  space, 
financing,  new  products,  and  a  great  vari- 
ety of  other  subjects.  Staff  members  inter- 
viewed 1,175  persons,  made  nearly  4,000 
telephone  calls,  wrote  1,475  letters  and  at- 
tended 107  meetings.  They  and  Committee 
members  worked  with  250  industrial  pros- 
pects, giving  advice  and  encouragement  on 
locating  new  industry  in  this  area. 


A  few  of  many  Committee  accomplish- 
ments were:  striving  for  reactivation  of 
strategic  metal  mining  in  the  West — Min- 
ing Committee;  urging  revision  of  the  Anti- 
Trust  laws  —  Manufacturers  Committee; 
helping  San  Francisco's  Style  Centennial — 
Apparel  and  Textiles  Section;  bringing  into 
favorable  consideration  the  financing  of  a 
$4,500,000  industrial  project  —  Industrial 
Finance  Section.  The  Chemical  Industries, 
Electronics,  Sites  and  Buildings  and  Spe- 
cial Projects  Sections  also  contributed 
heavily  to  a  year  of  accomplishment. 

A  highlight  of  stafT  activity  during  1950 
was  a  three-week  industrial  development 
tour  of  prospects  in  Washington,  D.C.,  New 
York,  Cleveland,  Detroit  and  Chicago — 
made  by  the  Department  Manager.

A  Chamber  of  Commerce  with  a 
substantial,  active  membership  is  like 
a  well-equipped  army — it  can  move 
forward  with  assurance.  Maintaining 
and  increasing  this  "lifeblood"  of  the 
organization  to  provide  the  necessary 
strength  and  financial  income  are  in- 
dispensable to  the  Chamber's  pro- 
gram and  are  functions  of  the  Mem- 
bership Relations  Department. 

Two  hundred  fifty-nine  new  mem- 
bers were  enrolled  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  during 
1950.  In  addition,  45  regular  members 
increased  the  financial  support  they 
were  already  giving,  and  33  former 
niomber.s  rejoiiu-d  Ihe  Chamber.  This 


increased  membership  and  support 
was  achieved  through  a  conscientious, 
year-long  program  of  education,  sup- 
plemented by  a  special  two-day  mem- 
bership drive  by  70  volunteer  workers. 
Under  leadership  of  the  Depart- 
ment's new  Manager,  this  three-way 
program  has  been  in  force:  (1)  secur- 
ing a  large  number  of  new  members, 
(2)  achieving  increased  participation 
in  activities  and  greater  support  of 
the  Chamber's  program  by  current 
members,  and  (3)  supplying  more 
thorough  information  to  members 
and  the  public  about  the  Chamber's 
action  program  and  its  vital  signifi- 


cance to  the  prosperity  and  civic  prog- 
ress of  everyone  in  the  community. 
The  last  of  these  objectives  has 
been  sought  by  the  inauguration  and 
implementation  of  a  special  program 
under  a  new  Chamber  organization — 
the  Second  Century  Club.  Formed 
early  in  1950  with  a  working  mem- 
bership of  50  young  business  execu- 
tives, the  Club's  specific  goals  have 
been  the  securing  of  new  members, 
assimilating  and  integrating  them, 
and  through  a  Speakers'  Committee, 
publicizing  and  explaining  the  Cham- 
ber's contribution  to  the  economy  and 
welfare  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
Area.   (Members  pictured  below.) 
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leaves  of  absence  to  those  employees 
actively  engaged  in  reserve  activities, 
and  studied  ways  of  procuring  addi- 
tional blood  for  the  Red  Cross  and 
Irwin  Memorial  Blood  Bank. 


When  a  nation  is  forced  into  a  war 
during  the  20th  Century,  there  is  im- 
mediate need  for  military  prepared- 
ness and  manpower,  civilian  defense 
measures  and  blood  for  the  wounded. 

The  Public  Health  and  Armed 
Forces  Committees  of  the  Public  Af- 
fairs Department  geared  themselves 
for  action  when  the  seriousness  of  the 
Korean  war  first  became  apparent. 

The  Armed  Forces  Committee  in 
1950  urged  immediate  Civilian  De- 
fense action  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Public  Health  Committee  met  with 
Director  A.  G.  Cook,  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Disaster  Council  and  Corps,  to 
find  means  of  aiding  the  populace  of 
the  city,  should  the  need  arise. 

The  Armed  Forces  Committee  rec- 
ommended that  Congress  be  urged  to 
improve  the  defenses  of  Alaska  and 
the  Pacific  Coast  as  well  as  any  other 
area  especially  vulnerable  to  attack. 

This  Committee  also  encouraged  en- 
listment in  the  reserve  forces,  urged 
local  business  firms  to  grant  military 


A  necessary  service  to  the  members 
of  the  Chamber  in  peace  or  war  is  the 
legislative  activity  of  the  Public  Af- 
fairs Department.  During  1950,  three 
sessions  of  the  California  State  Legis- 
lature were  held;  the  Manager  of  this 
Department   attended    all    three   and 
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reported  on  important  matters. 

One  of  the  salient  features  to  come 
before  the  1951  State  Legislature  will 
be  California  reapportionment.  Dur- 
ing 1950,  this  Department  made  a 
study  of  the  subject  and  submitted  it 
to  all  interested  parties. 

Relations  were  strengthened  with 
city  government  by  attending  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
special  committee  hearings,  and  by 
personal   contact   with   city  officials.

Because  of  the  varied  scope  and 
interest  of  its  work,  the  Chamber  is 
quite  consistently  a  news-maker. 
Indicative  of  this  fact,  and  represen- 
tative of  the  excellent  cooperation 
by  all  media,  is  that  a  total  of  3,600 
published  stories  about  Chamber 
activities,  with  facts  provided  by  the 
Publicity  Department,  reached  San 
Francisco's  thousands  of  newspaper 
and  magazine  readers  last  year. 

Additionally,  local  radio  and  tele- 
vision stations  gave  an  aggregate  of 
many  hours  to  Chamber  news;  daily 
and  weekly  newspapers  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  Bay  Area,  throughout 
Northern  California  and  even  in  other 
Pacific  Coast  States  contributed  much 
to  this  Department's  accomplish- 
ments; local  and  regional  magazines 


and  many  special  publications  spread 
knowledge  of  the  Chamber  and  its 
projects  even  farther. 

This  publicity  coverage  was  effec- 
tuated by  a  staff  whose  job,  broadly 
speaking,  is  two-fold:  (1)  to  gather, 
evaluate  and  release  information  on 
Chamber  activities  to  the  public  and 
to  Chamber  members;  (2)  to  publi- 
cize and  promote  the  city. 

Ways  in  which  the  Publicity  De- 
partment accomplished  this   were: 

1.  Writing  and  releasing  377  sep- 
arate news  stories — an  average  of 
more  than  one  a  day — to  the  media 
mentioned  above. 

2.  Writing  and  publishing  the 
Chamber's  weekly  bulletin,  BAY  RE- 
GION   BUSINESS    (including    com- 


pilation and  production  of  the  Annual 
Report)  with  52  issues  carrying  more 
than  750  separate  accounts  of  Cham- 
ber activity  to  an  average  readership 
of  8,500.  Use  of  color  in  "BRB"  was 
begun  for  the  first  time  last  year. 

3.  Writing  and  placing  in  special- 
ized publications  a  score  of  special 
stories,  "color"  and  technical,  about 
San  Francisco. 

4.  Arranging  complete  publicity — 
advance  stories,  hosting  of  press 
representatives,  and  "follow-up"  cov- 
erage— for  50  different  occasions  in- 
cluding 27  luncheons,  eight  dinners 
and  seven  press  conferences. 

5.  Supplying  out-of-city  publica- 
tions with  662  photographs  and  16 
engravings  of  San  Francisco. 

6.  Handling  all  publicity  for  special 
events  sponsored  or  cooperated  in  by 
the  Chamber — such  as  World  Trade 
Week,  the  1950  Decennial  Census, 
"Valley  Days  In  San  Francisco,"  the 
Chamber's  100th  Anniversary,  "Busi- 
ness-Education Day"  and  others. 

6.  Copywriting,  layout  and  produc- 
tion of  16  pieces  of  special  Chamber 
literature  including  an  eight-page 
folder  on  Chamber  goals,  "Program 
For  a  Second  Century  of  Progress." 

The  Department  gave  publicity 
counsel  or  active  aid  to  588  different 
persons  and  organizations  in  1950.

Figures  can  be  impressive — espe- 
cially when  they  tell  you  that  the 
Chamber's  Research  Department 
serviced  22,080  written  requests  and 
33,720  counter  and  telephone  inquiries 
during  1950— a  total  of  55,800  indi- 
vidual service  assignments  fulfilled 
which  represented  an  increase  of 
12.3^  over  1949. 

In  addition  to  the  servicing  of  thou- 
sands of  inquiries,  this  Department 
constantly  disperses  vital  factual  in- 
formation and  counseling  services  to 
the  businessmen  of  the  area  for  more 
successful  prosecution  of  their  daily

It 
developed  12  organization  directories 
of  major  value  to  business  and  indus- 
try, in  the  fields  of  agriculture,  live- 
stock raising,  civic  life,  foreign  trade, 
government,  military,  professional 
life,  social  life,  transportation  and 
federal  agencies.  A  tax  calendar  for 
1950  for  City,  State  and  Federal  Tax 
payments  in  San  Francisco  was  also 
prepared. 

"San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area — 
An  Economic  Survey  and  Yearly  Re- 
view, 1950,"  a  35-page  fact-packed 
booklet,  was  another  example  of  the 
variety  of  service  performed  by  this 
Department.  (See  picture,  column  1.) 

Aid  in  forming  a  Citizens  Commit- 
tee for  Census  Cooperation  in  San 
Francisco  for  the  1950  Decennial  Cen- 
sus was  given  by  the  Department, 
whose  Manager,  together  with  the 
Manager  of  the  Publicity  Depart- 
ment, served  as  a  technical  committee 
during  the  census-taking  period.  Fur- 
ther, the  Department  helped  organize 
the  San  Francisco  Census  Tract  Com- 
mittee and  staff  the  studies  leading 


to  the  establishment  of  Census  Retail 
Trade  areas  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Department  cooperated  in  de- 
veloping a  50-page  report  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Air  Force  Academy  Site 
Presentation,  and  three  encyclopedias 
were  serviced  with  data  concerning 
San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Region. 

In  line  with  the  Chamber's  effective 
aid  to  defense  groups  and  agencies, 
the  Research  Department  prepared  a 
study  of  the  daytime  population  of 
strategic  areas  in  San  Francisco  for 
the  Red  Cross.

Here  is  an  effectively  organized 
body  of  400  top-notch  retailers  of  San 
Francisco — created  and  staffed  by  the 
Chamber  for  the  purposes  of  promot- 
ing the  welfare  of  this  important  eco- 
nomic group,  giving  them  a  unified 
voice  in  the  city's  affairs,  and  ena- 
bling them  to  contribute  their  best  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  San  Francisco. 

Culminating  a  year  of  activity  that 
brought  the  city's  retail  merchants 
even  closer  together  in  thought  and 
action  was  the  Fourth  Annual  Dis- 
trict Christmas  Decorations  Contest. 
Twenty-one  business  districts  vied  to 
produce  the  most  attractive  street 
decorations;  they  ended  by  furnish- 
ing, jointly,  one  of  San  Francisco's 
most  spectacular  over-all  city  dis- 
plays, and  were  rewarded  by  special 
prizes  at  an  Awards  Dinner  shortly 
after  the  turn  of  the  year.  ^^V 

Further  activities  of  1950  were 
highlighted  by  this  Department's  aug- 
menting of  the  distributive  education 
program  which,  under  direction  of  R. 
Earl   Thompson,   Retail   Coordinator, 


Board  of  Education,  was  important  in 
training  store  management  and  per- 
sonnel at  all  levels  of  retail  operation. 
Additionally,  the  Department  rep- 
resented retailers  on  The  San  Fran- 
cisco Municipal  Conference  and  aided 
many  districts  in  problems  concern- 
ing traffic,  parking,  lighting,  and 
organization  matters — often  appear- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Supervisors

BAY  REGION  DEVELOPMENTS 

Population 

Bay  Rpgion  (12  county)  population  of 
3,168.981  in  1950,  preliminary  U.  S.  Census, 
represents  an  increase  of  1,102,891  persons 
or  53.4  >:•;  in  10  years.  This  growth  e.xceeded 
the  growth  of  all  but  four  states,  California, 
New  York.  Texas  and  Michigan,  and  the 
total  population  exceeded  that  of  32  states. 
The  Bay  Area  (9  county)  population 
amounted  to  2.652,334  or  918.026  above 
1940.  or  52.9rr.  The  growth  in  this  area 
exceeded  the  growth  of  all  but  five  states, 
California,  New  York,  Texas,  Michigan  and 
Ohio. 

Brnploymenf 

Estimated  employment  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Metropolitan  Area  (6 
counties)  in  December  1950,  amounted  to 
964,200.  Unemplojment  was  estimated  at 
35,500.  bringing  the  total  labor  force  for 
this  area  to  999,700  or  about  59.000  higher 
than  a  year  ago.  The  employment  was  dis- 
tributed as  follows:  Agriculture  14.300; 
Forestry  and  Fishing  1.200;  Construction 
62.000;  Finance  62,700;  Government  not 
elsewhere  classified  94,500;  Manufacturing 
including  shipyards  194,300;  Mining  1,000; 
Retail  Trade  179,800;  Wholesale  Trade 
58,400;  Service  198,200;  and  Transportation 
and  Utihties  97,800.  Total  emplo.\-ment  in 
the  manufacturing  industries  exclusive  of 
shipyards  averaged  164,000  during  1950 
compared  to  158,000  in  1949. 

Industrial  Development 

During  1950  in  the  Bay  Region  (12  coun- 
ties) 509  industrial  projects  with  outlays  of 
$104,118,877  were  reported  compared  to  458 
projects  with  outlays  of  $66,312,170  in  1949. 
Of  tUe  total  in  1950,  372  were  exTiansions 
with  outlays  of  $88,644,027  and  137  were 
new  plants  with  outlays  of  $15,473,850.  In 
Northern  California  there  were  50  addi- 
tional industrial  projects  with  outlays  of 
$13,735,000  bringing  the  total  for  the  entire 
area  to  559  projects  with  outlays  of 
$117,852,877. 

Finance 

1950  Bay  Area  (five  cities)  bank  debits 
of  $39.3  billion  gained  10.9%  over  1949  and 
accounted  for  30.39^  of  the  Twelfth  District 
transactions. 

Trade 

Retail  department  store  sales  during 
1950  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Metro- 
politan Area  were  T^c  above  1949  compared 
to  T^c  in  Northern  California,  S'^'r  in  South- 
ern California  and  6%  in  the  Twelfth  Dis- 
trict. Wholesale  sales,  based  on  Pacific 
Coast  reports,  during  the  first  11  months 
were  up  17%  compared  to  13%  in  the 
nation,  and  November  inventories  were  up 
12%  compared  to  18%  for  the  nation. 

Construction  and  Real  Estate 

Total  construction  value  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Alameda  Counties  during  1950 
was  up  23.1%.  New  single-family  dwelling 
units  connected  with  utilities  during  1950 
in  the  Bay  Area  (9  counties)  amounted  to 
33.429  or  27.3%  above  1949.  Multi-family 
dwelling  units  completed  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco. East  Bay,  North  Bay  and  San  Jose 
Divisions  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 


Co.  totaled  2,429  in  1950  compared  to  1,947 
in  1949;  and  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula 
Division  accounted  for  87%  of  the  multi- 
family  units.  New  single-family  dwelling 
units  in  Northern  California  territory  of 
the  PG&E  Co.  were  reported  at  64,448  or 
20.5%   above  the  same  period  last  year. 

Real  Estate  deeds  recorded  in  1950  in  the 
Bay  Area  (8  counties)  amounted  to  126.634 
and  were  27.1%  above  1949.  There  were 
124,814  deeds  of  trust  amounting  to  $881,- 
658,435  or  an  increase  of  40.4%  in  number 
and  50.5%  in  amount. 

Inter-City  Traffic  Movements 

Vehicular  traffic  over  the  world's  two 
largest  bridges  established  new  annual 
highs  with  Bay  Bridge  crossings  totaling 
28.912.579  or  5.8%  above  1949,  and  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  crossings  of  9,558.983 — 6% 
above  1949. 

Average  daily  two-way  passenger  trips 
by  all  means  of  transportation  to  and  from 
San  Francisco  through  East  Baj-,  the  Pen- 
insula and  North  Bay  gateways  amounted 
to  192,000,  according  to  the  1950  survey. 
The  East  Bay  accounted  for  54%,  the 
Peninsula  for  31%,  and  the  North  Bay  for 
15%. 

Interstate  Traffic 

During  1950,  587,043  out-of-state  auto- 
mobiles with  1,467,803  passengers  entered 
through  Northern  California  border  check- 
ing stations,  accounting  for  51.7%  and 
48.5%  respectively  of  the  State's  volume. 
Gains  over  1949  amounted  to  15.2%  in 
autos  and  12.8%i  in  passengers.  Northern 
California  gateways  also  accounted  for  53% 
of  the  1,230,202  California  autos  and  52% 
of  the  3,245,155  passengers  re-entering  the 
State  during  1950. 

SAN   FRANCISCO  DEVELOPMENTS 
Trend 

General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1950,  sparked  by  new  highs  in 
financial  transactions,  construction,  produc- 
tion, employment,  shipping  and  airport 
traffic,  attained  the  highest  level  on  record 
— 8.3%  above  1949,  and  December  activity 
soared  18.4%  over  a  year  ago. 

fin  once 

Bank  debits  of  $30,906,042,000  estab- 
lished a  new  high — 10.3%  above  1949.  San 
Francisco  Stock  Exchange  transactions  of 
14.4  million  shares  with  market  value  of 
$57.9  million  rose  39.3%  in  number  and 
77.1%  in  market  value.  Postal  receipts  of 
$24.2  miUion  were  up  14%.  Commercial 
failures  numbered  125  compared  to  112  in 
1949. 
Construction  and  Real  Estate 

Construction  permits  value  established  a 
new  high  of  $78,608,385 — 9.2%  above  last 
.vear;  new  residential  permits  accounted  for 
$31.5  million  and  provided  for  3,322  dwell- 
ing units;  non-residential  permits  value 
amounted  to  $32.7  million;  and  additions, 
alterations  and  repairs  to  $14.3  million. 
There  were  21,705  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded or  an  increase  of  16.8%.  The  num- 
ber of  deeds  of  trust  were  up  15.1%  and 
the  amount  31.8%. 

Retail  Trade 

Retail  department  store  doUar  sales 
established  a  new  high — 7.2%  above  1949. 


Independent  retail  store  dollar  sales  in  San 
Francisco  for  the  first  11  months  rose  10%. 

Utilities 

Electrical  energy  kilowatt  hour  sales 
established  a  new  all-time  high — 3.8% 
above  1949.  Industrial  and  commercial  gas 
sales  were  0.8%  above.  Commercial  and 
industrial  water  consumption  was  up  1.3% 
but  residential  water  consumption  was  ofT 
0.5";;   compared  to  1949. 

Employment 

San  Francisco  employment  at  the  end  of 
the  year  shared  in  the  upward  trend  re- 
ported for  the  Metropolitan  Area.  Manu- 
facturing industries  supported  by  hiring  in 
local  shipyards  and  the  active  apparel  in- 
dustry and  printing  trades  brought  unusual 
seasonal  gains  in  these  fields,  and  some 
seasonal  industries  were  reported  retaining 
a  large  part  of  their  force  due  to  the  man- 
power stringency. 

Unemplo^■ment  in  San  Francisco  in  De- 
cember was  reported  at  16,200  or  less  than 
half  that  a  year  ago;  and  in  terms  of  the 
total  labor  force  amounted  to  about  3% 
compared  to  unemployment  of  5%  in  the 
nation  as  a  whole.  Some  1,885  job  openings 
remained  unfilled  in  December  because  of 
lack  of  qualified  technical  and  skilled 
workers  in  this  area. 

Industrial  Relations 

Industrial  relations  continued  to  make 
good  progress  in  San  Francisco  during  1950 
as  they  have  for  the  past  decade  since  a 
sound  foundation  was  established  locally 
for  continuing  stable  relations  between 
unions  and  employers.  During  the  year  139 
collective  labor  agreements  involving  937 
industrial  and  business  firms  were  negoti- 
ated. Only  18  strikes  were  called  and  only 
4  resulted  from  breakdown  in  negotiations. 
Of  the  18  strikes.  9  were  local  involving  less 
than  2.000  employees  and  5  of  them  lasted 
only  one  day.  The  other  half  were  common 
to  the  Bay  Area,  the  Region  and  the  Nation, 
according  to  the  report  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Employers'  Council. 

Traffic 

San  Francisco  Airport  1950  traffic  rose 
to  new  highs  with  plane  traffic  of  82,151  or 
4.9%  above  1949;  passengers  on  and  off 
amounted  to  1,197,694  or  15.3%  above  1949; 
air  freight  loaded  and  unloaded  of  32,- 
419.405  pounds  soared  24.8%;  and  air  mail 
poundage  of  17,500.347  rose  17.0%.  Freight 
car  movements  increased  5.1%;  number  of 
express  shipments  by  rail  5.5%.  and  by  air 
7.3%  ;  vegetable  receipts  in  carlots  or  equiv- 
alents were  up  2.8% ;  but  livestock  slaugh- 
tered was  off  6.1%. 

Living  Cosfs 

Cost  of  goods  purchased  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  1950  was  1.7%  above  1949, 
based  on  quarterly  averages  but  the  De- 
cember 1950  costs  were  at  a  new  all-time 
high,  3.9%  above  September  1950,  and 
6.6%  above  December  a  year  ago.  The  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor  index  for  cost  of 
goods  in  San  Francisco  on  December  15, 
1950.  was  182.8  compared  to  the  previous 
all-time  high  of  177.1  in  September  1948. 
Food  costs  were  up  10.7%;  apparel  5.7%; 
house  furnishings  12.5%;  rent  2.6%;  fuel, 
electricity  and  ice  2.7% ;  and  miscellaneous 
1.7%  in  December  1950  over  December  1949.

Bradford,  U.S.  Chamber  Executive,

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1950  CENSUS  TRACT  STUDY  SHOWS  SAN   FRANCISCO'S  GROWTH  BY  AREAS 


Chamber  Study  Points  Up 
Gains   In  Most  Districts 


San  Francisco's  greatest  growth  is 
taking  place  in  the  section  of  the  city 
lying  west  of  Twin  Peaks  and  south 
of  Golden  Gate  Park,  according  to  a 
study  just  completed  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  analysis  of  postwar  population  trends 
reveals  that  the  section  of  San  Francisco 
lying  west  of  Twin  Peaks  and  south  of 
Golden  Gate  Park  to  the  county  line,  in- 
•  eluding  the  outer  Mission,  accounted  for 
36,656  new  residents  since  1945  out  of  a 
total  of  37,995  for  those  districts  showing 
gains  based  on  the  1950  United  States  Pre- 
liminary Census  of  Population  by  census 
tracts. 

(A  census  tract  is  a  sub-division  of  a  city 
used  to  measure  trends  in  a  given  area 
which  are  not  available  in  city  totals,  ac- 
cording to  Ralph  Koeber,  manager  of  the 
Chamber's  Research  Department.) 

Koeber  reports  that  all  districts  of  San 
Francisco  in  1950  showed  some  gains  over 
1940  with  the  exception  of  certain  sections 
of  the  Richmond  district  and  the  Presidio. 
However,  he  said,  the  city's  most  heavily 
populated  district — north  of  Market  and 
east  of  Van  Noss  Avenue,  comprising  the 
downtown  and  apartment  house  areas  and 
containing  106,070  residents — came  through 
with  a  numerical  increase  of  only  417  per- 
sons in  the  10-year  period. 

"The  outer  Sunset  district,"  Koeber  said.

"made  the  greatest  percentage  gain  in  10 
years — amounting  to  304.4  per  cent.  The 
central  Sunset  district  ranked  second  with 
a  gain  of  76.5  per  cent;  the  Bayview  dis- 
trict in  the  vicinity  of  Hunters  Point  was 
third  with  an  increase  of  74.8  per  cent." 

Koeber  continued  by  pointing  out  that 
between  1940  and  1950,  San  Francisco's  net 
gain  in  resident  population  amounted  to 
126,217  persons. 

The  study,  believed  by  Chamber  officials 
to  be  the  first  of  its  kind  based  on  the  1950 
census,  shows  that  in  comparison  with  the 
war-swollen  population  of  1945,  San  Fran- 
cisco's 1950  population  dropped  66,647. 
Eleven   districts   of   the  18  lost   population 


since  1945.  The  greatest  numerical  shrink- 
age occurred  in  the  area  which  sheltered 
the  war  workers,  resident  military  and  a 
large  number  of  people  who  were  credited 
as  residents  in  1945  but  under  the  1950 
census  regulations  were  classified  as  tran- 
sients. (In  1945,  if  a  person  expected  to  be 
in  San  Francisco  over  60  days,  he  was  a 
resident;  in  1950  he  was  a  resident  only  if 
it  was  his  usual  place  of  residence.) 

Despite  large  shrinkages  pointed  up  by 
the  study,  almost  27,000  residents  have  set- 
tled in  new  homes  in  the  area  west  of  Twin 
Peaks  and  south  of  Golden  Gate  Park;  and 
another  10,000  in  the  outer  Mission  district 
in  the  last  five  years.

NPA  Order  M-34,  Sole  Leather,  dated  Febru- 
ary 5,  1951. 

This  applies  to  tanners  and  cutters  of  sole  leather  of 
military  weight  and  quality  and  prescribes  how  sole 
leather  must  be  processed  and  cut.  It  further  places 
I'estrictions  on  the  sale  of  such  soles  and  provides  for 
equitable  dstribution   of   rated   orders    among   all   sole 

NPA   Order    M-35,   Cattlehides,   Calfskins    and 
Kips,  dated  February  5,  1951. 

This  order  prohibits  the  sale  or  delivery  prior  to 
March  15,  1951,  of  cattlehides,  calfskins  or  kips  to  a 
tanner  or  converter  by  a  producer  or  collector  who  ac- 
quires ownership  or  possession  of  such  hides  or  skins 
on  or  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordei-. 
NPA  Order  M-3&,  Government  Orders  for 
Paper,  doted  Februory  8,  1951. 

This  Older  applies  to  paper  manufacturers  and  pro- 
vides rules  for  placing,  accepting,  and  scheduling  Gov- 
ernment orders  for  paper.

General  Business  Activity 


Report  by  the  BeBearch  Pepartmemt 


TREND 

January  general  business  activity  in  San 
Francisco  reversed  the  normal  seasonal 
trend  and  soared  to  unprecedented  heights, 
reflecting  the  national  trend.  Supported  by 
one  of  the  greatest  months  of  financial 
transactions  in  the  city's  history  and  the 
largest  volume  of  retail  department  store 
sales  for  January,  our  general  business 
activity  index  rose  to  295.0  (1935-39  =  100), 
or  25.6';r  above  January  last  year. 
CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

January'  new  building  permits  value  con- 
fronted with  additional  restrictions  on  com- 
mercial building,  sagged  almost  one-third 
below  a  year  ago  but  the  total  number  of 
permits  was  up  23'~r.  There  were  728  per- 
mits valued  at  $3,582,701  and  included  150 
new  residential  permits  valued  at  $1,614,827 
providing  for  179  dwelling  units,  of  which 
137  were  single-family:  12  two-family;  and 
28  multi-family  units.  There  were  16  non- 
residential permits  amounting  to  $545,250. 
Additions,  alterations  and  repairs  accounted 
for  562  permits  valued  at  $1,422,624;  of 
this.  $332,000  was  for  housekeeping  dwell- 
ing units,  $55,300  for  non-housekeeping  and 
$1,035,223  for  non-residential  units. 

San  Francisco  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
amounted  to  1,730  and  were  4.2'y'c  above 
last  January.  Mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust 
numbered  1,360  and  amounted  to  $12,467,- 
717,  and  were  up  3.3%  in  number  and 
25A';'r  in  amount  over  last  January. 
TRADE 

Retail  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  in  January  soared  26.5%  above  a 
year  ago  and  were  172%  above  the  1935-39 
ba.se.  Final  reports  on  independent  retail 
store  sales  for  1950  reveal  total  sales  up 
10%,  with  the  food  group  up  5%;  furniture- 
household  up  14%;  lumber-building-hard- 
ware 35%;  automotive  group  27%;  and 
drug  sales  off  1%  and  apparel  group  sales 
off  2%. 

Final  reports  on  the  Pacific  Coast  Whole- 
sale sales  for  the  year  1950  reveal  they 
were  18%  above  a  year  ago.  The  Pacific 
Division  sales  trend  were  only  equaled  by 
New  England  and  the  East  North  Central 
Division.  The  average  for  the  nation  was 
up  15%.  Pacific  Coast  automotive  supply 
sales  were  up  14%;  electrical  group  28%; 
furniture-house  furnishings  30%;  hardware 
8%;  lumber  and  building  materials  43%; 
machinery  equipment  and  supplies  37%; 
plumbing  and  heating  supplies  25%;  drugs 
and  sundries  8% ;  dry  goods  22% ;  groceries 
(full  line)  2%;  leather  and  shoe  findings 
11%;  meat  products  11%;  and  wine  and 
spirits  16%.  Sales  of  paper  products  were 


off  8%  and  tobacco  products  3%,  according 
to  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  report. 
Wholesale  commodity  prices  continued 
the  upward  trend  in  the  nation,  according 
to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  February 
10th  index  for  all  commodities  which  was 
19.8%  above  same  week  a  year  ago;  farm 
products  prices  were  up  27.2%;  food  prices 
21.5%;  and  prices  of  all  items  16.7%. 

EMPLOYMENT 

In  January  the  impact  of  defense  work 
became  apparent  on  the  San  Francisco 
labor  market  which  has  enjoyed  unprece- 
dented level  of  activity  for  several  months, 
according  to  the  California  State  Depart- 
ment of  Employment.  There  were  only 
17,500  estimated  unemployed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  January  as  against  44,000  a  year 
ago.  The  C.S.E.S.  offices  reported  3,699  San 
Francisco  placements  in  January;  non- 
manufacturing  placements  accounted  for 
59% ;  contract  construction  for  nearly  5% ; 
all  manufacturing  for  27%;  and  govern- 
ment n.e.c.  for  9%.  Sales  and  clerical  group 
— largest  number  of  placements — accounted 
for  1,433.  The  C.S.D.E.  also  reported  over 
124,000  persons  contacted  the  San  Fran- 
cisco offices  during  the  month  and  that 
2,300  cards  were  sent  out  to  applicants  who 
v\-ere  already  registered,  asking  them  to 
appear  for  an  interview  to  uncover  and 
record  work  experience  during  World  War 
II,  with  the  result  that  some  hard-to-fill 
jobs  were  filled. 

In  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  (6  Coun- 
ties) an  estimated  968,100  persons  were 
employed,  with  unemployed  at  38,700  com- 
pared to  95,700  a  year  ago.  Reports  from 
representative  establishments  in  the  Bay 
Area  reveal  emplojment  gains  of  5,000  may 
be  expected  by  mid-March  with  more  than 
one-half  of  this  in  the  manufacturing  in- 
dustries. 

FINANCE 

Financial  transactions  in  January  in  San 
Francisco  based  on  bank  debits  amounted 
to  $2,979,523,000  and  were  the  highest  in 
history  with  the  exception  of  the  previous 
month,  and  31%  above  January  last  year. 
Oakland  and  Los  Angeles  also  reported 
proportional  gains.  Fresno  led  the  Califor- 
nia field  with  a  gain  of  45%.

Hundreds  of  Northern  California  businessmen  and  press  representatives 
converged  on  San  Francisco's  Fairmont  Hotel  yesterday  and  Tuesday  to  hear 
15  outstanding  leaders  of  the  nation's  business  expound  on  modern-day  sell- 
ing processes. 

They  came  to  ask  questions,  to  present  problems  of  their  individual  busi- 
nesses, and  to  learn  how  they  might  streamline  their  selling  operations 
toward  more  efficient  prosecution  of  the  nation's  defense  efforts.

Bradford   Outlines   Plan 
For  Preserving  Freedom 

If  America  is  to  protect  freedom  abroad, 
she  must  preserve  it  at  home. 

Ralph  Bradford,  International  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States,  offered  this  "watchword"  for 
all  Americans  as  he  spoke  last  Thursday 
before  a  luncheon  meeting  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Commercial  Club  jointly  sponsored  b.v 
the  Chamber,  the  Club  and  the  Central  and 
Northern  Chamber  of  Commerce  Executives. 

As  a  direct  means  of  protecting  Amer- 
ica's freedom,  Bradford  outlined  a  five  point 
program  of  a  "return  to:  1  —  Intellectual 
honesty  and  a  sense  of  citizenship  respon- 
sibility; 2  —  A  belief  in  solvency,  rather 
than  bankruptcy,  as  a  national  policy:  3  — 
The  sound  principle  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  people  to  support  the  government,  not 
the  duty  of  government  to  support  the  peo- 
ple; 4  —  An  international  policy  that  the 
American  people  understand  and  approve: 
5  —  Old-fashioned  patriotism  and  pride  of 
country." 

Bradford  is  engaged  in  policy-level  work 
in  the  international  interests  of  the  Na- 
tional Chamber. 


European  Group  To  Study 
City's  Foreign  Trade  Zone 

San  Francisco's  Foreign  Trade  Zone  will 
be  the  object  of  a  study  by  a  16-man  team 
of  European  importers  and  trade  specialists 
from  nine  Marshall  Plan  countries  sched- 
uled to  be  here  from  March  19  to  21,  ac- 
cording to  Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  Manager  of 
the   Chamber's   World  Trade   Department.

By  the  March  date,  sellers  must  have 
"Base  Period"  and  "Current"  records.  The 
base  period  includes  December  19,  1950,  to 
January  25,  1951,  inclusive,  and  the  current 
period  began  on  Januar.v  26,  1951.

Business  through  Pacific  ports  will  be 
pictured  in  a  unique  statistical  program 
being  developed  by  the  Western  Trans- 
portation Council,  according  to  Louis  S. 
Kraemer,  secretary  of  the  Council. 

The  standardized  statistical  program 
calls  for  tabulation  — by  commodity  and 
foreign  country  in  terms  of  weight  and 
dollar  value  — of  all  movements  through 
each  individual  Pacific  Coast  port,  and 
comparison  of  total  movements  with  those 
of  the  Gulf  and  Atlantic. 

In  announcing  the  new  program,  Kraemer 
said,  "Numerous  times  in  the  past  promo- 
tional efforts  have  been  stymied  by  lack  of 
concrete  factual  data  upon  which  to  base  a 
constructivp  program."

proving  the  extension  legislation  minus  the 
amendments,  Franck  continued: 

"Abandonment  of  the  trade  agreements 
program  would  create  the  impression  with 
people  of  the  free  nations  of  the  world  that 
we  were  repudiating  our  existing  economic 
policy  b.\-  turning  back  to  commercial  iso- 
lationism. This  would  destroy  the  confi- 
dence of  the  free  nations  as  to  our  interna- 
tional economic  intentions. 

"There  can  be  no  turning  back  from  our 
policy  of  international  cooperation  to  attain 
a  peaceful  world." 

"The  Chamber  beheves  the  threat  of 
military  aggression,  subversion,  stirring  up 
of  class  strife  and  exploiting  of  discontent 
and  poverty,  can  be  met  only  by  continua- 
tion of  this  country's  policy  of  a  greater 
exchange  of  goods  between  countries  with 
the  full  benefit  of  economic  development 
and  greater  production,"  said  Frank  T.

As  United  Nations  forces  in  Korea  were 
winning  new  gains  this  week,  the  American 
Red  Cross — "our  servicemen's  comrade  in 
arms" — was  swinging  into  the  second  week 
of  an  all-out  campaign  to  insure  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  effective  service  rendered 
by  the  organization  in  both  peace  and  war. 

Even  in  peacetime,  the  Red  Cross  pro- 
gram of  Ser\ices  to  the  Armed  Forces  is 
regarded  by  the  military  as  a  vital  adjunct 
in  maintaining  morale.  And  it  is  to  this 
program  that  a  great  part  of  the  §85,000,000 
which  the  Red  Cross  needs  this  year  to 
carrj'  on  its  work  will  be  budgeted,  accord- 
ing to  the  Pacific  Area  Office  located  in 
San  Francisco. 

With  the  country  in  a  state  of  national 
emergency  and  the  size  of  its  armed  forces 
approaching  the  three  million  mark,  the 
demand  and  need  for  these  Red  Cross  serv- 
ices is  nearing  wartime  magnitude.  They 
include  counselling  and  emergency  com- 
munications ser\ices,  emergencj-  financial 
assistance  and  verification  of  home  emer- 
gencies on  which  military  authorities  base 
decision  regarding  granting  of  emergency 
leaves. 

Veterans  and  their  families  are  given 
similar  counselling,  help  with  claims  for 
government  benefits  and  emergency  finan- 
cial assistance  pending  receipt  of  service 
connected  disability  benefits.  And  in  mili- 
tary- hospitals,  personal  services  like  writ- 
ing letters  for  the  immobihzed,  shopping 
and  distributing  comfort  items  become 
mighty  important  to  the  wounded,  bedrid- 
den soldier. 

Civil  Defense  is  still  another  story,  ac- 
cording to  the  local  Red  Cross  office.  At 
the  request  of  the  government,  the  Red 
Cross  has  already  embarked  on  the  tre 
mendous  task  of  training  20,000,000  Amer- 
icans in  First  Aid,  training  another  million 
in  Home  Nursing  and  recruiting  and  train- 
ing a  quarter  of  a  million  Nurses  Aides, 
The  Armed  Forces  has  asked  the  Red 
Cross  to  use  its  resources  to  collect  blood 
to  sa\e  the  lives  of  battle-wounded  service 
men.  This  assignment  is  in  addition  to  its 
normal  program  of  providing  the  life-giving 
fluid  to  hospitals  and  clinics  in  areas  ser\ed 
b.\'  its  regional  centers  here  at  home.  Added 
to  this  is  the  staggering  problem  of  plan- 
ning for  reserves  of  blood  plasma  for  ci\il- 
ian  defense — also  a  Red  Cross  job. 


New  Authority  For  Dept.  of  Commerce  Office 


Delegated  authority  to  amend  export 
licenses  will  be  granted  the  San  Francisco 
Regional  Office  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce as  a  result  of  informal  requests 
made  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  Export  Managers 
Association,  according  to  John  C.  Borton. 
assistant  director  for  E.xport  Supply,  Office 
of  International  Trade  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Borton.  in  a  speech  before  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Association  March  7  at  the 
Fairmont  Hotel,  revealed  the  new  program 
is  "now  ready  to  go." 

"Although  it  will  not  be  a  complete  dele- 
gation of  authority  for  the  regional  offices 
for    all    types   of   amendments,"    he    said. 


"there  is  no  reason  why  the  initial  limita- 
tions of  authority  cannot  be  eliminated, 
once  the  program  gets  going." 

Under  the  new  ruling,  the  San  Francisco 
Regional  Office  will  be  able  to  grant  90-day 
extensions  on  licenses,  correct  obvious  er- 
rors, and,  under  certain  circumstances, 
amend  licenses  with  respect  to  prices  and 
quantities.

Borton's  attention  by  Alvin  C.  Eichholz, 
Manager  of  the  Chamber's  World  Trade 
Department,  and  Gordon  Graham,  presi 
dent.

Chamber  Opposes  Wine  Tax 
"Inequitable  Increases" 

Opposition  to  a  proposal  by  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  John  W.  Snyder  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  excise  taxes  on  wines  deemed 
inequitable,  was  voiced  last  week  by  the 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors. 

Reason  for  the  action  was  expressed  in 
a  statement  by  the  Chamber's  Tax  Com- 
mittee headed  by  L.  S.  Hamm,  which  in- 
cluded : 

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  of  the  opinion  that  the  increases 
are  greater  than  equitable  when  compared 
with  the  increases  proposed  for  other  alco- 
holic beverages." 

The  Board  did  agree  some  tax  increase 
may  be  necessary,  but  in  considering  the 
extent,  called  attention  to  these  additional 
factors: 

1.  'Wine  grapes  as  a  crop  need  increased 
consumption  to  obviate  continual  overpro- 
duction and  Federal  financial  aid. 

2.  Since  90  per  cent  of  the  wine  comes 
from  one  state,  the  effects  of  a  restrictive 
tax  fall  heavily  on  a  limited  area.

Freeze  Order  Softened  On 
Communist  Importations 

Paul  R.  Leake,  San  Francisco  collector 
of  customs,  told  the  Chamber's  World 
Trade  department  last  week  that  he  has 
been  authorized  to  waive  the  "freeze  order" 
prohibiting  importation  of  Chinese  and 
North  Korean  goods  in  cases  where  perish- 
able merchandise,  shipped  from  abroad  be- 
fore March  8,  is  involved. 

Furthermore,  he  said,  the  Treasury  de- 
partment has  agreed  to  "consider"  applica- 
tions of  importers  to  receive  Chinese  and 
North  Korean  non-perishable  merchandise 
shipped  from  a  foreign  country  prior  to 
March  7.  Applications  must  be  filed  directly 
with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  New 
York  and  must  include  all  details  of  the 
transactions  contemplated.

ACTION 

By  The  Board 


The  Board  ol  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  last  week  took 
the  following  actions: 

SXPPORTED  THE  PRINCIPLES  in- 
volved in  State  Senate  Bills  1193  and  1194 
creatins  a  California  Farm  Production 
Council  composed  of  members  of  the  .State 
Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  purpose  of  the  California  Farm  Pro- 
duction Council  would  be  to  provide  the 
maximum  production  of  food  and  fiber 
through  the  recruitment,  placement,  trans- 
portation, housing  and  sustenance  of  farm 
labor  and  other  effective  measures. 

OPPOSED  STATE  ASSEMBLY  Consti- 
tutional Amendments  15  and  21  which  pro- 
pose that  members  of  the  Public  ITtilities 
Commission  of  California  be  selected  by 
popular  vote  rather  than  by  gubernatorial 
appointment  subject  to  State  Senate  con- 
firmation. 

The  Chamber's  governing  body  feels  that 
the  popular  election  would  not  result  in 
selection  of  the  best  qualified  persons  for 
membership  on  the  Commission.  This  opin- 
ion is  based  on  a  review  of  states  wherein 
Commission  members  are  elected. 

OPPOSED  ASSEMBLY  BILL  2737 
which  would  amend  the  labor  code  and  pro- 
vide for  certain  safety  standards  to  be  ob- 
served in  dock,  warehouse  and  other  opera- 
tions. 

California's  modern  safety  system,  at 
present,  is  administered  by  the  Division  of 
Industrial  Safety,  which  issues  safety  or- 
ders for  all  industry  on  a  cooperative  basis 
after  public  hearings  with  both  manage- 
ment and  labor  present.  The  Assembly  bill 
would  substitute  wholly,  or  in  part,  a  set 
of  102  rules  enacted  into  "rigid  state  law."

TREND 

t'obruarj-  business  acti\itj  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, influenced  by  strong  undercurrents  of 
the  National  Defense  program,  climbed  to 
a  new  all-time  February  high  as  our  Index 
rose  to  262.4  or  14.27c  above  last  February. 

Important  gains  over  last  February 
showed  up  in  non-residential  construction 
and  additions  and  alterations  divisions;  re- 
tail department  store  sales;  bank  debits; 
Stock  Exchange  transactions;  freight  car 
mo\ements;  San  Francisco  Port  revenue 
tons;  sales  of  electrical  energy;  industrial 
and  commercial  gas  and  water;  and  inter- 
city \ehicular  crossings. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Reversing  the  usual  seasonal  trend,  em- 
ployment gains  were  reported  in  both  San 
Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  between  Janu- 
ary and  February,  and  the  number  of  un- 
emplo>ed  was  &)','c  below  Februar.\-  a  year 
ago  in  San  Francisco.  The  California  State 
Employment  Service  at  mid-February  esti- 
mated 971,.500  persons  were  employed  in 
the  San  Francisco  Labor  Market. 

Production  for  civilian  use  was  reported 
holding  up,  according  to  the  C.S.E.S.,  which 
anticipated  the  real  impact  of  defense 
spending  would  not  affect  the  local  labor 
market  until  mid-year.  The  C.S.E.S.  offices 
made  3,095  placements  in  San  Francisco  in 
February  compared  to  1,456  a  year  ago. 
Stenographers  and  good  t>pists  lead  the 
list  of  "increasingly  difficult  to  find,"  also 
skilled  operators  of  calculating  and  busi- 
ness machines. 

In  the  manufacturing  industries  sizeable 
February  gains  over  a  year  ago  were  re- 
ported in  the  shipbuilding  and  repairs 
group;  primary  and  fabricated  metals;  food 
products;  textiles;  chemicals;  while  trans- 
portation, communications  and  utilities 
fields  reported  gains  and  expect  additional 
increases  due  to  scheduled  national  defense 
activities.  Increases  are  also  anticipated  in 
the  finance  and  insurance  employment  by 
mid-year.  The  construction  industry  re- 
flected full  employment  and  apparently  was 
little  affected  as  yet  by  credit  restrictions. 

CONSTRUCTION 

Despite  credit  restrictions  and  other  reg- 
ulations affecting  the  construction  field, 
there  were  644  building  permits  amounting 
to  $5,494,327  issued  in  February.  The  num- 
ber was  below  last  February  but  the 
amount  was  up  A.W'r.  New  residential  con- 
struction accounted  for  159  permits  valued 
at  $1,956,046  and  provided  for  227  dwelling 
units;  142  were  single-family,  14  two-family 
and  73  multi-family.  Value  of  residential 
construction  was  off  nearly  42', f.  The  new 
non-residential  construction  amounting  to 
19  permits  with  value  of  $2,402,700  was  up 
more  than  one-third  in  number  and  137''r 
in  amount  over  last  .\'ear.  There  were  466 
permits  for  additions,  alterations  and  re- 
pairs amounting  to  $1,135,581;  the  number 
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was  less   but  the  amount  was  up   nearly 
one-third  compared  with  last  Februarj-. 

Final  reports  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Labor  reveal  total  1950  dwelling  unit 
starts  in  the  nine-County  Bay  Area 
amounted  to  40,678,  of  v\hich  34,558  were 
single-family  compared  to  total  dwelling 
starts  of  25,527  and  19,890  single-family 
units  in  1949. 

Reports  from  the  Multiple  Listing  Ser\- 
ice  reveal  this  group  made  161  sales 
amounting  to  $2,161,465  in  February  with 
122  homes;  35  income  propert.v';  and  four 
vacant  lots.  Seventy-seven  of  the  sales 
ranged  between  $11,000-$16,000;  29  ranged 
from  $16,000  and  above;  50  were  between 
$5,000-$ll,000;  and  only  five  under  $5,000. 

San  Francisco  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
during  February  amounted  to  1,627  com- 
pared to  1,736  last  Februar.N'.  There  were 
1,320  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  amount- 
ing to  $12,376,458. 
TRADE 

Retail  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  in  February  were  up  14%  over 
last  February  with  the  two  months  cumu- 
lative up  23';< ;  San  Francisco-Oakland  area 
sales  were  up  14%  and  22%  respectively; 
sales  in  Northern  California  were  identical 
to  sales  in  San  Francisco;  California  sales 
were  up  15' ;  and  24':f ;  while  Twelfth  Dis- 
trict sales  were  up  16%  and  28%. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  for  Janu- 
ar.w  compared  to  a  .\ear  ago  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  up  26%,  with  the  food  group 
sales  up  7% :  eating  and  drinking  places 
15'r;  department  store  sales  31  ("'r;  apparel 
group  31%;  furniture  38%;  lumber-build- 
ing-hardware 71'f ;  automotive  27%;  drug 
stores  14''r;   and  jewelry  stores  347c. 

Pacific  Coast  Wholesalers  sales  during 
January  compared  to  last  January  were  up 
66%,  leading  all  nine  Regions  of  the  nation 
and  also  the  national  average  which 
amounted  to  53%.  Strong  gains  were  re- 
ported in  practically  all  fields;  automotive 
supply  sales  up  67%;  electrical  group  93%; 
furniture  76'^r;  hardware  128%;  refrigera- 
tors 123'7;  lumber-building  materials  777r; 
drugs  29%;  dry  goods  43%:  groceries  (full 
line)  287r ;  meat  and  meat  products  48%; 
paper  and  its  produsts  37%;  tobacco  22%; 
anil  wines  and  spirits  up  99%. 
MANUFACTURING 

The  manufacturing  industries  of  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area  were 
employing  171,100  wage  and  .salary  workers 
in  January  ( latest  available )  compared  to 
148,200  a  .Near  ago.  A\erage  weekly  earn- 
ings amounted  to  $70.08  compared  to  $63.99 
last  year.  Average  hourly  earnings 
amounted  to  $1.79  compared  to  $1.68  a 
>ear  ago.  Average  hours  worked  per  week 
were  39.1  compared  to  38.2  last   year. 

In  the  non-manufacturing  industries  the 
wholesale  trade  field  a\era.gc  weeklj'  earn- 
in.gs  were  $72.82  and  $67.20  last  year;  retail 
trade  $57.02  compared  to  $52.66;  hotels 
$43.11  compared  to  $41.21;  and  laundry, 
cleaning  and  dyeing  group  $47.72  compared 
to  $47.34  last  year. 
FINANCE 

February  bank  debits  in  San  Francisco 
amounted    to    $2,569,143,000,    the    highest 


February  on  record  and  16%  above  last 
February.  Bank  clearings  amounted  to 
$2,033,163,000~likewise  the  highest  of  any 
Februar.\-  and  32"^^  above  a  >ear  ago.  Postal 
receipts  amounted  to  $2,041,343,  up  30% 
above  last  year.  Stock  Exchange  transac- 
tions amounted  to  1,505,556  shares  with 
market  value  of  $22,588,936,  exceeding  last 
year  by  73.5';c  in  number  and  32.5%  in 
market  \alue. 

There  were  eight  commercial  failures 
with  liabilities  of  $128,562  and  assets  of 
$53,802  compared  to  14  last  February  with 
liabilities  of  $316,519  and  assets  of  $165,549. 
About  two-thirds  of  the  liabilities  and  four- 
fifths  of  the  assets  of  February  failures 
were  accounted  for  by  failure  of  a  single 
diamond  broker. 

TRANSPORTATION 

San  Francisco  freight  car  movements  in 
February  numbered  13,915  cars  and  were 
10.9%  above  last  February.  The  two  months 
cumulative  of  30,775  cars  was  24.5%  above 
a  jear  ago.  The  San  Francisco  Port  han- 
dled 521,453  revenue  tons  during  February 
or  18.2';f  above  last  February.  The  two 
months  cumulative  of  108,416  revenue  tons 
were  up  6.6"^^  above  last  year.  Ship  arrivals 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  during  February 
amounted  to  342  or  23%  above  last  year; 
and  registered  tonnage  of  1,626,737  in  Feb- 
ruary was  18.4 ''f  abo\e  last  Februar.\-. 

San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  for  January 
(latest  available)  reveal  planes  in  an  out 
increased  7.1 ''r  o\er  last  January;  passen 
gers  off  43''r  and  passengers  on  447-.  Air 
mail  loaded  and  unloaded  rose  66% ;  air 
express  16'7;  and  air  freight  39%. 

Inter-City  vehicular  traffic  in  February

Chamber  States  Case  of  Small  Manufacturers 
And  Defense  Orders;  Sets  Up  Electronics  'Pool' 

The  small  manufacturer  of  the  Bay  Area  is  coming  out  on  the  short  end  of 
government  (defense  contracts,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  told 
a  Congressional  Small  Business  Committee  hearing  Monday. 

He  is  being  discriminated  against  by  the  present  system  of  priorities  and 
allocations  within  the  framework  of  the  National  Production  Authority — 
causing  liim  to  be  faced  with  unjustifiable  material  shortages,  inability  to  do 
future  planning,  difficulty  in  holding  skilled  labor  and  insufficient  time  to 

prepare   bids,   according   to   the   Chamber. 

In  a  prepared  statement  presented  at 
the  first  session  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives Small  Business  subcommittee  which 
met  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  San  Francisco, 
Donald  V.  Doub,  chief  industrial  power  en- 
gineer for  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  and 
a  member  of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Ad- 
visory committee,  cited  the  current  prob- 
lems of  small  manufacturers  and  in  the 
same  statement  announced  formation  by 
the  Chamber  of  a  new  group  in  the  elec- 
tronics field  which  would  seek  to  pool  ef- 
forts  in   promoting  defense  contracts. 

Described  as  "an  outgrowth  of  Chamber 
efforts  to  assist  in  promoting  defense  busi- 
ness for  local  firms,"  the  nevj  group  is 
called  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Elec- 
tronics Pool  and  will  have  two  major  goals: 

1.  Acceptance  of  larger  contracts  jointly, 
than  would  be  possible  by  the  individual 
firms; 

2.  Aiding  materially  in  creating  an 
awareness  by  procurement  oflBcers  of  the

skills  and  production  facilities  available  in 
small  electronics  firms  of  the  area. 

Doub  said  the  group's  immediate  program 
is  to  exchange  information  among  member 
firms;  publish  and  circulate  a  "composite 
facility  report"  among  government  pur- 
chasing oflScers,  prime  contractors  and 
others;  and  to  have  Washington  representa- 
tion for  the  pool. 

John  M.  Kaar  of  Kaar  Engineering  Com- 
pany, following  Doub  at  the  congressional 
hearing  Monday,  to  further  describe  the 
electronics  group,  is  Chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee working  under  the  Chamber's 
Electronics  Section  to  accomplish  the  pool 
program,  according  to  Doub. 

Other  members  of  the  sub-committee  are 
Sidney  S.  Konigsberg,  Clayton  Bane,  Claude 
Davies,  Roger  Bunce  and  E.  R.  Vinson. 

Kaar  announced  the  following  firms  have 
indicated  their  intention  of  joining  the  pool 
and  said  that  other  electronic  manufac. 
turers  who  wish  to  participate  should  con- 
tact the  Chamber's  Industrial  Department:

He  said  that  large  manufacturers  appear 
to  be  in  a  generally  more  favorable  position 
with  respect  to  materials,  first  because 
they  are  larger  and  therefore  preferred 
customers  of  basic  suppliers;  .secondly  be- 
cause they  are  usually  in  a  better  position 
financially  to  absorb  the  losses  caused  by 
material  shortages;  and  thirdly  because 
they  are  better  able  to  withstand  the  shock 
of  certain  critical  shortages  because  of  their 
ability  to  concentrate  on  items  which  do 
not  require  critical  materials. 

The  small  manufacturer,  however,  is  in 
a  difficult  position  as  a  result  of  shortages 
caused  by  diversion  of  materials  into  de- 
fense needs  "far  in  advance  of  the  actual 
need  for  them."  They,  Doub  said,  find 
themselves  "just  out  of  luck"  for  produc- 
tion materials. 

Because  of  this  situation,  Doub  added, 
plus  lack  of  information  as  to  what  is  ex- 
pected of  this  area,  the  small  manufac- 
turers have  the  additional  problem  of  losing 
skilled  employees  to  larger  manufacturers 
offering  more  security.

France  To  Exhibit  Variety 
Of  Products  At  Trade  Fair 

Exotic  and  rare  works  of  art,  \aried 
handicrafts  and  strategic  raw  materials 
will  be  incorporated  in  an  unusual  exhibit 
to  be  sponsored  by  the  French  Commercial 
Counselor,  Henri  Beaujard,  at  the  fourth 
annual  San  Francisco  World  Trade  Fair 
in  May. 

The  Fair  will  be  held  in  the  Palace  Hotel, 
San  Francisco  from  May  23  to  27,  under 
the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  its  World  Trade 
Association. 

The  French  will  deviate  from  their  usual 
custom  of  displaying  purely  continental 
French  products  at  the  Fair  this  year.  In- 
stead, they  will  show  products  from  some 
of  their  overseas  territories  —  Morocco, 
Africa,  Indo-China.

A.  Under  Ni'A's  basic  priorities  system,  certain 
essential  production  is  given  preference.  "DO-97"  is 
the  preference  symbol  assigned  by  NPA  for  use  on 
orders  for  maintenance,  repair  and  operating  supplies. 
This  preference  rating  may  be  extended  by  the  person 
receiving  the  rated  order  in  the  same  way  as  any  other 
DO  rating  may  be  extended. 

Q.  What  about  other  organizations,  such  as  schools, 
hospitals,  churches  and  government  agencies? 

A.  Regulation  4  includes  them,  too.  Federal,  State, 
municipal,  and  other  governmental  units  may  use  the 
DO-U7  ratine,  and  so  may  schools,  libraries,  churches, 
hospitals  and  similar  institutions. 

Q,  Does  the  regulation  exclude  any  type  or  types 
of  institutions? 

A.  No.  All  institutions  In  the  I'nited  States  and  its 
possessions  and  territories  when  necessary  may  use 
IK>-y7  ratings  to  get  the  maintenance,  repair  and 
operating  supplies  they  require. 

^^  Is  any  special  authorization  required  from  NPA 
fnr  the  use  of  the  rating? 

A.  No.  The  regulation  is  self-explanatory  and  the 
rating  may  he  used  by  any  concern  In  accordance  with 
Regulations  4  and  2. 

Q.  Is  there  any  limitation  on  the  amount  of  these 
supplies  a  business  or  institution  may  obtain? 

A.  Yes.  In  general  MRO  supplies  may  be  oblaineil 
only  in  the  same  dollar  amount  spent  for  such  supplies 
during  1900.

Varney  Compan>',  one  of  the  early  air- 
lines that  joined  a  merger  resulting  in  the 
present  United  Air  Lines,  started  opera- 
tions with  10  people  on  the  payroll  and 
460  air-mail  route  miles.  Today,  United 
employs  9,500  people,  2,000  of  them  at  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Western  grew  from  a  small,  one-route 
airline  to  a  sky  network  covering  5,014 
route  miles  and  serving  625,000  passengers 
a  year,  according  to  Bernard.  Last  year  it 
boarded  more  than  585,000  passengers  here 
and  offered  34  daily  flights.

Fire  Insurance  Executive  Cites  City's  Progress 
\n  Address  On  45tii  Anniversary  Of  Disaster 

Insui'ance  dollars,  coupled  with  the  courage  and  faith  of  the  people  of  San 

:  Francisco,  created  out  of  the  ashes  and  ruins  of  April,   1906,  a  greater  and 

■  more  beautiful  city — one  of  the  world's  centers  of  culture  and  commerce — 

accuruing  to  Lewis  A.  Vincent,  general  manager  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 

I  Underwriters,  who  spoke  here  yesterday,   on  the  45th  anniversary  of  San 

I Francisco's  fire. 

Addressing  business  and  civic  leaders  at 
the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club,  Vin- 
cent said  that  San  Francisco  and  the  fire 
insurance  business  are  "forever  linked  to- 
gether in  a  common  heritage  of  trial  and 
tragedy"  which,  however,  resulted  in  a 
better  San  Francisco. 

Total  property  loss  in  the  great  fire  was 
approximately  $3.50,000,000  on  which  there 
was  about  $225,000,000  of  insurance,  ac- 
cording to  Vincent.  But  the  insurance  com- 
panies paid  losses  to  the  limit  of  their 
ability,  he  said,  waiving  technicalities  and 
interpreting  contracts  liberally. 

Citing  comparative  figures  of  "then  and 
now,"  Vincent  said  the  as.sets  of  all  capital 
stock  fire  insurance  companies  in  1906  were 
not  quite  one-half  billion  dollars.  By  1949 
these  assets  had  grown  to  about  five  and  a 
half  billion  dollars,  an  eleven-fold  increase. 
The  luncheon  was  jointly  sponsored  b.\' 
the  Commercial  Club,  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers of  the  Pacific,  and  the  Chamber.

Acting 
President  W.  P.  Fuller,  III  represented  the 
Chamber  on  the  group  which  extended  "the 
heartfelt  thanks  of  the  city  and  the  nation."

Mining   Chief  Explains   Aid 
To  'Strategic'    Prospectors 

Mining  aid  by  the  Federal  government 
under  the  Defense  Act  was  explained  to  a 
group  of  Northern  California  mining  people 
by  Dr.  James  Boyd,  director  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Mines,  at  a  luncheon 
Tuesday  in  the  Palace  Hotel. 

Boyd  discussed  the  Exploration  Act,  ap- 
proved last  Frida.\',  which  provides  for 
matching  of  funds,  by  the  government,  with 
prospectors  of  strategic  metals. 

Speaking  of  controls,  Boyd  said  their 
necessity  lies  in  material  shortage.  But, 
"We  hope  to  gel  controls  removed  by  build. 
ing  up  greater  supplies,"  he  said. 

Phil  R.  Bradle.N-,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Mining  Committee,  presided  at 
the  meeting  which  was  co-sponsored  by  the 
Chamber,  the  California  Chapter  of  the 
American  Mining  Congress  and  the  State 
Mining  Board. 
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10-Point  Traffic 
Plan  Recommended 

In  a  united  action  this  week,  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Cen- 
tral Council  of  Ci\ic  Clubs  and  the  Down- 
town Association  urged  city  officials  to 
adopt  a  ten-point  program  which,  they 
hoped,  would  avoid  "hopeless  traffic  stag- 
nation of  San  Francisco." 

Belford  Brown,  Director  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  chairman  of 
its  Traffic  and  Highway  committee  and 
Assistant  vice  president  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bank,  declared  that  the  traffic  pro- 
gram would  act  as  a  "stop-gap"  until  the 
freewa>'  s.\stem.  Bay  Area  rapid  transit, 
major  olT-street  parking  facilities  and  fur- 
ther Bay  crossings  can  be  effected. 

"We  believe,"  Brown  said,  "that  the  pro- 
posed program  svorked  out  b>'  our  three 
organizations  can  be  effectuated,  at  mini- 
mum cost,  to  provide  cheaper  and  easier 
motoring  for  the  public." 

The  report  asks  for: 

1.  Strict  city-wide  enforcement  of  all 
traffic  ordinances;  2.  Rapid  expansion  of 
both  public  and  private  off-street  parking 
facilities;  3.  Immediate  increase  in  fines  for 
double  parking,  illegal  loading-zone  parking 
and  bus-zone  parking  to  a  minimum  of  five 
dollars:  4.  Continued  strict  enforcement  of 
the  present  "tow-away"  plan  and  a  survey 
to  determine  if  it  should  be  put  into  effect 
on  more  streets;  5.  Prohibition  of  truck 
loading  and  unloading  on  certain  major 
streets  during  peak  traffic  hours;  6.  Karl\ 
adoption  of  a  well-planned,  city-wide  one- 
way street  system,  together  with  extension 
of  a  modern  and  more  effective  traffic  sig- 
nalization;  7.  Investigation  into  the  desir- 
ability of  prohibiting  left-hand  turns  in  a 
w-ide  downtown  area  and  the  prohibition  of 
vehicles  "cutting  across"  major  thorough- 
fares; 8.  Continued  education  of  Municipal 
Railway  operators  to  prevent  congestion  on 
major  thoroughfares;  9.  Maintenance  of 
"No  Parking"  streets  in  the  downtown  area, 
with  strict  enforcement;  and  10.  Complete 
review  of  private  cars  operating  under  com- 
mercial licenses,  and  elimination  of  present 
abuses  of  such  licenses  (Ordinance  107).

Legislature  (AB  264.5)  which  would  allow 
personal  property  stored  in  warehouses  to 
be  exempted  from  taxation  providing  the 
owners  can  show  that  the  property  was 
sold  or  shipped  outside  the  state  by  a  cer- 
tain time  limit.  One  of  the  points  leading 
to  opposition  of  the  bill  was  that  the  prop- 
erty tax  rate  would  have  to  go  up  to  com- 
pensate for  the  stated  exemption.

It  will  distribute  roughly  three-quarters 
of  a  million  dollars  of  government  com- 
modities monthly  to  321  different  ordering 
offices  of  Federal  agencies  in  California, 
Nevada,  Arizona,  Hawaii,  Guam  and  Samoa. 

To  be  leased  to  the  General  Services  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Federal  government, 
the  construction,  according  to  Robert  B. 
Bradford,  San  Francisco  GSA  Regional 
Director,  "signalizes  an  expansion  of  the 
agency's  activities  in  line  with  the  defense 
effort,  ushering  in  a  period  of  greater  pur- 
chases from  small  business  of  the  area." 

More  than  6,000  separate  commonly-used 
items  including  clothing,  furniture,  food, 
hardware  and  fire  equipment  will  be  routed 
through  the  now  warehouse,  according  to 
A.  A.  Moran,  secretary  of  General  Ware- 
house Company.  Occupying  almost  20  acres 
on  a  site  acquired  by  the  Parr  Company 
from  the  South  San  Francisco  Land  and 
Improvement  Company  through  the  Harri- 
gan  Weidenmuller  Co.,  the  warehouse  will 
have  an  area  of  570.000  square  feet.  Archi- 
tects are  Ward  &  Holies  of  San  Francisco. 

Harold  K.  Cottrill  and  George  A.  Wilson 
of  the  Federal  Public  Buildings  Service, 
negotiated  the  lease  in  behalf  of  the  United 
States  government.  H.  C.  Maaske,  deputy 
regional  director.  Federal  Supply  Service, 
will  supervise  the  South  San  Francisco 
center. 

Financing  has  been  arranged  with  Equit- 
able Life  Assurance  Society  of  the  United 
States,  through  W.  M.  Holtum,  manager, 
mortgage  loan  department. 

Fred  Parr  is  active  in  San  Francisco 
civic  affairs,  operates  the  Port  of  Richmond 
and  has  pioneered  much  of  the  industrial 
development  of  the  East  Bay,  according  to 
G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General  Manager.

Dear  Bob: 

I  have  head  with  considerable  interest — 
and  amusement — j'our  article  in  the  Mid- 
winter Number  of  the  Los  Angeles  Times. 

When  >'ou  were  with  us  on  our  visit  to 
Los  Angeles,  I  did  not  get  the  impression 
that  \'ou  had  a  sense  of  humor,  such  as  is 
indicated  in  your  story.  I  thought  you  were 
like  all  financial  editors — factual  and  to  the 
point. 

The  title  of  your  article,  "Financial  Capi- 
tal of  the  West,"  resembles  more  the  cap- 
tion of  a  Hollywood  publicity  agent  than 


that  of  a  financial  editor.  BUT  it  does  make 
a  good  story  I 

You  of  course  know  that  San  Francisco 
is  the  financial  center  of  the  West.  That  it 
is  the  home  oHice  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  for  the  Twelfth  District.  That  it  is 
the  home  otJice  of  the  largest  bank  in  the 
world,  The  Bank  of  America.  That  the 
Stock  Exchange  in  San  Francisco  ranks 
second  only  to  the  consolidated  Midwest 
Stock  Exchange  among  the  regional  ex- 
changes of  the  country.  You  also  probably 
know  that  the  San  Francisco  Stock  Ex- 
change owns  its  own  two-and-three-quarter 
million  dollar  building,  IN  FEE,  and  in 
addition  has  capital  of  about  five  thousand 
dollars  per  member.  These  are  only  a  few 
of  the  many  FIRSTS.  Not  included  is  one 
of  the  finest  harbors  in  the  world,  with  the 
latest  facilities  for  loading  at  Mission  Rock, 
as  well  as  the  current  conversion  program 
on  other  docks  for  modern  loading  and  un- 
loading facilities  that  will  be  unexcelled  by 
any  other  port  in  the  world. 


If  you  had  said  that  Los  Angeles  was  first 
in  population,  I  would  not  have  felt  that 
you  were  kidding,  because  as  you  know  San 
Francisco  is  limited  in  this  respect  by  its 
fifty  square  mile  area.  You  doubtless  know 
that  one  can  drive  from  the  Civic  Center 
to  the  county  line,  south,  east,  north  or 
west,  within  a  period  of  ten  or  fifteen  min- 
utes. But  were  it  not  for  this  fact  and  we 
had  a  larger  area  in  which  to  house  our 
people,  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
half  the  population  in  Los  Angeles  would 
move  to  San  Francisco,  where  we  have 
exhilarating  sea  breezes,  some  tog,  but  no 
SMOG. 

Maybe  you  did  not  know  all  these  things. 
And  possibly  you  have  never  been  in  San 
Francisco.  If  such  be  the  case,  please  do 
come  up  and  let  us  show  you  around.

XPA  Order  M-50,  ELECTRIC  I'TILITIES, 
(lateil  April  9.  1951. 

This  order  provides  rules  of  special  ap- 
plication to  the  procurement  and  use  of 
materials  by  electric  utilities. 
NPA  Order  M-.il,  GLASS  CONTAINERS; 
SIMPLIFICATION  AND  USE,  dated 
March  31.  1951. 

The  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  increase 
I  he  supply  of  glass  containers  for  packag- 
ing by  limiting  the  manufacture  and  use 
of  glass  containers  to  designs  in  existence 
or  to  simplified  designs  of  glass  containers 
which  are  from  time  to  time  included  in  a 
.schedule  to  be  issued  under  this  order. 
NPA  Order  M-.52,  MOLYBDENUM-BEAR- 
ING STEELS;  PRODITCTION,  dated 
March  31.  1951. 

The  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  conserve 
mol.\bdenum.  which  is  in  short  supply,  by 
reducing  and  limiting  the  molybdenum  con- 
tent of  stainless  steels  to  2.5  per  cent  maxi- 
mum b.v  weight. 

NPA  Or<ler  M-53,  COTTON  DUCK,  dated 
March  31,  1951. 

This  order  applies  particularly  to  pro- 
ilucers  of  cotton  duck  and  provides  rules 
for  placing,  accepting,  and  scheduling  rated 
orders  for  cotton  duck.  It  also  places  re- 
strictions upon  the  operation  of  looms.  This 
order  supplements  NPA  Reg.  2,  as  amended. 
NPA  Order  M-54,  PLATINUM,  dated 
March  31,  1951. 

This  order  restricts  platinum  deliveries 
to  dealers,  refiners,  distributors,  processors 
and  consumers,  prohibits  the  use  of  plat- 
inum and  platinum  alloys  in  jewelry  and 
other  items,  places  restrictions  on  the  sale 
and  deliver.v  of  scrap,  prohibits  delivery  of 
platinum  to  processors  having  more  than 
a  specified  amount  of  scrap,  and  limits 
processors"  and  consumers'  inventories  of 
platinum. 

NPA    Order    M-55,    FARM    EQUIPMENT, 
dated  March  31,  1951. 

This  order  authorizes  producers  of  farm 
equipment  to  apply  a  rating  to  obtain  de- 
livery of  materials  for  June  19.51  from  their 
regular  suppliers.

Chamber  Seeks  Restoration 
Of  Customs  Budget  Cut 

The  Chamber  this  week  sought  restora- 
tion of  $1,47.5,000  cut  from  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  Ireasury  Department's  Bureau 
of  Customs. 

Pointing  out  that  the  budget  drop  would 
impair  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Cus- 
toms Service,  the  Chamber  held  up  for 
rc\ievv  recent  sur\eys  showing  substantial 
increases  in  the  volume  of  the  work  per- 
formed hy  the  governmental  agency. 

The  budget  as  it  now  stands  at  .$36,8.50,000 
is  only  equal  to  the  amount  which  had  been 
appropriated    for    the   current    fiscal    year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Customs 
Bureau  must  provide  mandator.s-  pay  in- 
creases to  its  personnel,  the  Chamber  de- 
clared that  the  amount  was  an  actual  re- 
duction in  the  Bureau's  budget  for  the  1952 
fiscal  period. 

Victor  B.  Smith,  World  Trade  Association 
President,  in  asking  the  Chamber's  Board 
for  aid  in  the  situation,  said,  ""With  regard 
to  its  general  customs  activities  as  they 
affect  foreign  trade,  the  increase  in  activi- 
ties during  the  past  jear  have  been  tre- 
mendous and  the  Service  should  not  be 
hampered  by  insufficient  personnel."

Merchant  seamen  are  looking  to  San 
Francisco  citizens  for  help  in  vvhiling  away 
their  leisure  hours  at  sea,  according  to 
Mary  Brown  Hunter,  manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  branch  of  the  American  Mer- 
chant Marine  Library  Association. 

Last  year  close  to  185,000  books  and 
magazines  were  delivered  to  merchant  sea- 
men aboard  878  ships  making  port  calls 
here.  Miss  Hunter  revealed. 

"Books,  and  more  books,"  she  said,  "are 
what  seamen  need.  Within  the  city  limits 
of  San  Francisco,  the  library's  truck  will 
make  pick-ups,  if  called  at  GArfield  1-8695." 

"If  only  10  per  cent  of  the  unused  books 
and  magazines  on  Bay  Area  shelves  were 
delivered  to  the  library,"  Miss  Hunter  con- 
tinued, "many  other  ships  and  men  could 
be  serviced." 

Servicemen  in  Korea  and  Japan,  Coast 
Guard  cutter  crews,  lighthouse  keepers  and 
lightship  crews  are  also  serviced  by  the 
library  association,  which  has  its  local  office 
at  105  The  Embarcadero,  San  Francisco. 

—  Second  Century  of  Progress  — 

Building  Up,  Costs  Down, 
Labor  Department  Reports 

Encouraging  news  reached  the  Chamber 
this  week  from  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Labor. 

Building  material  prices  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Metropolitan  area  were  vir- 
tually unchanged  between  February  15  and 
March  15,  according  to  Max  D.  Kossoris, 
Director  of  the  Western  Region  of  the  De- 
partment's Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

Prices  of  some  items,  notably  those  in 
the  mason's  supplies  group,  have  shown  no 
change  since  last  November,  although  in 
the  Department's  opinion,  the  price  freeze 
was  the  major  factor  in  the  stabilization 
of  prices. 

Kossoris  also  reported  that  homebuilders 
in  the  area  set  a  new  record  for  February 
b^'  starting  2330  new  permanent  non-farm 
dwelling  units. 

This  is  in  contrast  to  the  national  home- 
building  picture,  where  a  significant  dip  in 
building  occurred  during  the  same  month. 

Februarj'  figures  were  more  than  20  per 
cent  above  those  for  the  same  period  last 
year  and  about  18  per  cent  higher  than 
the  total  for  January. 


Zone  Ranks  High  With  European  Experts 


Local  world  traders  have  been  equipped 
with  a  positive  evaluation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's Foreign  Trade  Zone  as  the  result  of 
a  visit  here  by  a  group  of  European  trade 
exports  from  seven  Marshall  Plan  countries. 

After  tours  of  five  of  this  country's  six 
trade  zones,  the  trade  authorities  concluded 
that  San  Francisco's  was  "most  useful," 
and  in  terms  of  its  goods-turnover,  handles 
an  impressive  volume  and  variety. 

They  also  volunteered  the  information 
that  San  Francisco's  "free  port"  is  the 
most  serviceable  for  use  by  foreign  shippers 
due  to  its  convenience  and  proximity  to 
the  Customhouse  and  to  the  area's  financial 
and  industrial  centers. 

The  touring  traders  who  have  since  re- 
turned to  their  home  countries,  also  noted 
that  the  local  Zone  has  a  greater  variety 
of  goods  being  stored,  awaiting  trans- 
shipment or  processing,  free  of  the  usual 
custom  duties  and  regulations. 

I  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1950,  the  local  trade  site  handled  186  dif- 
ferent commodities  from  46  countries.) 

Before  giving  their  evaluation  of  the 
Zone,  the  foreign  visitors  studied  many  of 
the  processing  and  manipulations  of  im- 
ported merchandise,  including:  cutting  of 
silk  goods;  sorting  and  preparing  for  entry, 
chinaware  and  figurines  from  Europe;  un- 
packing    and     segregating     flatware     and 


dishes  from  Scandinavia;  inspecting  im- 
ported glassware  and  the  first  shipment  of 
Dutch  antiques;  inspecting  tartaric  acid. 
The  trade  experts  formed  a  team  whicii 
visited  the  United  States  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Economic  Cooperation  Ad- 
ministration with  the  cooperation  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce- 
San  Francisco's  key  role  as  shipping, 
communication  and  financial  center  of  the 
West,  as  well  as  the  area's  phenomenal 
growth,  was  "clearly  seen"  by  the  team. 
Their  chairman,  Jean  Seydoux,  French 
wine  exporter,  stated  that  there  could  be 
no  doubt  of  the  need  by  European  shippers 
of  a  separate  marketing  organization  hero 
in  place  of  the  traditional  emphasis  on  a 
single  New  York  distributor  to  handle  this 
market. 

During  their  local  stay,  they  were  hosted 
by  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commission- 
ers, which  is  responsible  for  the  Zone's 
operation,  and  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

They  also  took  part  in  a  round  table  dis- 
cussion at  the  International  Banking  De- 
partment of  the  Bank  of  America,  and  were 
guests  at  a  luncheon  given  by  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Association. 

Countries  represented  on  the  team  in- 
cluded: Denmark,  France.  Germany,  Greece. 
Italv,  Netherlands  and  Sweden.

AN    IMPORTANT   STATEMENT   FROM   J.    EDGAR   HOOVER, 
DIRECTOR,    FEDERAL   BUREAU   OF   INVESTIGATION

with  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  in  furtherance  of  a  nation- 
wide citizens'  drive  against  subversive  elements  instigated  by  the 
"Seven-Point  Committee"  of  Buffalo,  New  York.) 


The  President  of  the  United  States  in  restating  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
has  called  upon  all  law  enforcement  officers,  patriotic 
organizations  and  individuals  to  report  information  per- 
taining to  espionage,  sabotage  and  subversive  activities 
to  the  FBI.  With  the  above  in  mind  the  following  sug- 
gestions are  being  made: 

1.  The  FBI  is  as  near  to  you  as  your  telephone.  The 
first  page  of  every  telephone  book  in  the  country  lists 
the  nearest  office  of  the  FBI.  You  can  communicate  with 
the  FBI  by  telephone,  letter  or  call  at  our  nearest  office. 

2.  IF  YOU  have  any  information  on  sabotage,  espion- 
age, or  subversive  activities,  contact  the  FBI.  Furnish  all 
the  facts  in  your  possession.  Many  times  a  small  bit  of 
information  has  helped  complete  the  data  we  are  seeking. 

3.  FACTS  are  what  the  FBI  is  interested  in  receiving; 
we  are  not  interested  in  what  a  person  THINKS  but 
what  he  DOES  to  undermine  our  internal  security. 
AVOID  reporting  malicious  gossip  or  idle  rumors. 

4.  DO  NOT  circulate  rumors  about  subversive  activi- 
ties, or  draw  conclusions  from  information  you  furnish 
the  FBI.  The  data  you  possess  might  be  incomplete  or 
only  partially  accurate.  By  drawing  conclusions  based 
on  insufficient  evidence  grave  injustices  might  result  to 
innocent  persons. 

5.  ONCE  you  have  reported  your  information  to  the 
FBI  do  not  endeavor  to  make  private  investigations. 


This  can  best  be  done  by  trained  investigators  who  have 
access  to  data  acquired  over  the  years  on  individuals 
engaged  in  subversive  activities.  Investigations  involv- 
ing internal  security  require  care  and  painstaking  effort. 
Hysteria,  witch-hunts  and  vigilantes  weaken  internal 
security.  We  all  can  contribute  to  our  internal  security 
by  protecting  the  innocent  as  well  as  by  identifying  the 
enemies  within  our  midst.  In  cases  involving  espionage 
it  is  more  important  to  identify  spies,  their  contacts, 
sources  of  information,  and  methods  of  communications 
than  to  make  immediate  arrests. 

6.  BE  ALERT.  The  greatest  defenders  against  sabo- 
tage are  the  loyal  American  workmen  who  are  produc- 
ing the  materials  and  weapons  for  our  defense.  They 
can  be  the  "watch  dogs"  of  defense  in  every  walk  of  life. 

7.  THE  FORCES  which  are  most  anxious  to  weaken 
our  internal  security  are  not  always  easy  to  identify. 
Communists  have  been  trained  in  deceit  and  secretly 
work  toward  the  day  when  they  hope  to  replace  our 
American  way  of  life  with  a  Communist  dictatorship. 
They  utilize  cleverly  camouflaged  movements,  such  as 
some  peace  groups  and  civil  rights  organizations,  to 
achieve  their  sinister  purposes.  While  they  as  individuals 
are  difficult  to  identify,  the  Communist  Party  line  is 
clear.  Its  first  concern  is  the  advancement  of  Soviet  Rus- 
sia and  the  godless  Communist  cause.  It  is  important  to 
learn  to  know  the  enemies  of  the  American  way  of  life.

National  Real  Estate  and  Building  Jour- 
nal cites  Doclger  as  the  largest  single  bu\ei 
of  lumber  on  the  West  Coast-  a  record  ht 
established  when  he  contracted  for  84  mil- 
lion board  feet  of  rough  lumber  for  the 
Westlake  homes. 

"This  combination  of  quantity  buying  anc 
finishing  in  his  own  mill  contributed  a  sav 
ing  of  $10  per  thousand  feet  toward  low- 
cost,  high-value  homes,"  the  magazine  re 
ported. 

Chamber  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fo> 
this  week  pointed  to  the  Doclger  develop- 
ment as  significant  in  the  southward  ex- 
pansion of  San  Francisco's  population. 

"Additional  housing  facilities  for  tht 
city's  ever-expanding  population  are  vitallj 
important  and  necessary,"  he  said.

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San  Francisco  Business  Activity  Continues  Steady  Rise 


Monf/ily  Report  by  the  Research   Department 

Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter  of  1951  operated  at  a 
new  high  level  with  our  Index  averaging 
19.2'f  above  the  similar  period  last  year. 
All  evidence  points  to  continued  activity 
at  unprecedented  heights  for  some  time, 
due  to  increased  demands  on  production 
resources  to  meet  defense  needs. 

San  Francisco  first -quarter  financial 
transactions,  retail  trade,  employment, 
freight,  air  and  waterborne  traffic  soared. 
Industrial  production  evidenced  by  con- 
sumption of  electrical  energy,  gas  and 
water  was  far  abo\'e  last  jear. 
CONSTRUCTION  AND  REAL  ESTATE 

Total  construction  value  during  the  first 
quarter  in  San  Francisco  amounted  to  $16 
million  and  nearly  equalled  that  of  the 
first  quarter  of  last  year  as  the  gains  in 
non-residential  construction  offset  the  de- 
clines in  residential  value.  First-quarter 
number  of  real  estate  deeds  recorded  re- 
flected the  trend  in  number  of  building 
permits  as  did  the  number  of  mortgages 
and  deeds  of  trust ;  but  the  mortgage  dollar 
amount  was  up  19%  or  nearly  $7  million 
over  the  same  period  last  year. 


FINANCE 

San  Francisco  bank  debits  broke  into  a 
new  all-time  high  in  March  and  carried  the 
first  quarter  total  to  $8.8  billion  or  $1.7 
billion  above  last  year.  Postal  receipts 
amounted  to  $7.2  million  and  were  up  $2.1 
million  for  the  quarter.  First  quarter  Stock 
Exchange  transactions  of  5.6  million  shares 
with  market  value  of  $72  million  soared 
51%  in  number  of  shares  and  22%  in  mar- 
ket value  over  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

Industry  Expansion 
Sets  New  Records 


Continuing  its  record  pace,  indus- 
trial growth  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region  more  than  trebled  February's 
record  to  reaclt  a  total  investment  of 
over  13  million  dollars  for  the  single 
month  of  March,  according  to  a  sur- 
vey just  completed  by  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department. 

FurthTmorc,  according  to  the  report,  a 
total  of  .$30,333,700  for  the  first  calendar 
quarter  of  1951  is  almost  a  three-fold  in- 
crease over  the  $10,783,470  reported  for 
the  12-county  area  for  the  first  quarter  of 
1950. 

Twelve  new  plants  representing  $6,510,000 
and  45  expansions  of  existing  facilities 
costing  $6,591,300  contributed  to  the  total 
of  $13,100,300  in  Bay  Region  development 
for  March. 

In  .San  Francisco,  four  new  plant's  and 
seven  expansions  shared  $229,000  of  this 
investment.

MANUFACTURING 

Bay  Area  manufacturing  industry  em- 
ployment for  the  first  two  months  aver- 
aged 173,000  persons  or  16%  above  similar 
period  last  year  and  weekly  earnings  aver- 
aged $70.58,  a  gain  of  11%. 

UTILITIES 

In  the  utilities  field,  San  Francisco  first- 
quarter  sales  of  electrical  energy  were  up 
6%;  industrial  and  commercial  gas  sales 
14%;  and  industrial  and  commercial  water 
consumption  3.6%. 

TRANSPORTATION 

In  the  transportation  field,  first-quarter 
freight  car  movements  in  San  Francisco 
were  up  25%;  San  Francisco  Airport  plane 
traffic  rose  16%;  passenger  traffic  40%; 
air  mail  poundage  80% ;  air  express  pound- 
age 26%;  air  freight  poundage  43%.  There 
were  1,062  ship  arrivals  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  in  the  first  three  months  or  18% 
more  than  a  year  ago.  San  Francisco  Port 
handled  1,713,431  revenue  tons  during  the 
first  quarter,  an  increase  of  15%.  Receipts 
of  fruit  and  vegetable  carlots  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  up  4.5%;  butter  receipts  were 
up  32%,  and  receipts  of  eggs  240^.  'Vehicle 
crossings  over  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Bridge  for  the  first  quarter  were  up  nearly 
9%,  and  over  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
near  16%. 

MARCH   ACTIVITY 

During  the  month  of  March,  our  Busi- 
ness Activity  Index  attained  a  new  all-time 
March  high  of  310.2  and  was  18.7%.  above 
last  March.  Construction  permits  of  817 
valued  at  $6,943,202  were  19%  fewer  in 
number  but  20%  greater  in  amount  than 
last   year.  Total   number  of  dwelling  unit 


starts  were  off  47  %>  but  the  value  of  new 
non-residential  permits  was  up  66%.  March 
retail  department  store  sales  were  10.7% 
above  last  March;  bank  debits  23.3";  J; 
postal  receipts  17.8%;  shares  traded  on  the 
San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  rose  9.8%^ ; 
employment  placements  of  3,422  were 
double  last  March;  freight  car  movements 
were  up  25.77r;  planes  in  and  out  at  San 
Francisco  Airport  numbered  8,402  and  rose 
31%;  passengers  on  and  oft  numbered 
120,566,  a  gain  of  48%,;  air  mail  poundage 
off  and  on  87%;  air  freight  poundage 
37.87f>.  Revenue  tons  handled  by  San  Fran- 
cisco Port  of  629,415  were  31%  above  last 
March.  There  were  363  cargo  vessel  arri- 
vals in  March  or  19":^  above  a  year  ago. 
March  electrical  energy  sales  rose  9%;  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  gas  sales  11%; 
commercial  and  industrial  water  consump- 
tion 4%.  Fruit  and  vegetable  receipts  in 
March  were  up  9^;.  Bay  Bridge  traffic  rose 
9%  over  last  March,  and  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  traffic  rose  21%. 

COST  OF  LIVING 

The  City  Worker  Family's  Budget — esti- 
mated cost  for  4-porson  family,  based  on 
annual  requirements  as  of  October  19.50.  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  for  San 
Francisco  amounted  to  $3808  compared  to 
$3926  for  Washington,  D.  C;  $3649  for  New

York;  $3745  for  Chicago;  $3875  for  Hous 
ton;  $3808  for  Seattle;  and  $3789  for  Lo: 
Angeles. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  has  de- 
veloped a  new  Consumer's  Price  Index  for 
Moderate  Income  Families  for  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  new  series  index  for  March  15, 
1951,  reached  an  all-time  high  of  188.7 
compared  to  the  old  series  index  of  189.7 
for  the  same  month  (1935-1939=100  for 
both  series).  On  the  basis  of  the  new  series, 
all  items  have  risen  9.1%  since  March  1950 
but  on  the  basis  of  the  old  series,  the  in- 
crease would  be  10.1%.  The  difference  be 
tween  the  series  is  due  principally  to  the 
different  weights  assigned  to  the  several 
items  comprising  the  Indexes.  The  follow 
ing  table  shows  the  indexes  in  the  Old  and 
New  Series  with  percent  changes  for  each. 
Commencing  with  our  current  "Survey' 
the  statistical  tabulation  will  show  only 
the  New  Series.

Chamber  Survey  Shows  Small  Shops 
Not  Operating  At  Full   Capacity 


Small  manufacturers  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Re- 
gion are  operating  at  roughly  50  per  cent  of  their  produc- 
tion capacity  because  of  a  "twilight  zone  of  civilian  defense 
production  confusion"  now  existing,  it  was  revealed  this 
weel^  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  alarming  situation  of  partial  idleness  in  over  3,000 
shops  throughout  the  area  came  to  light  as  a  result  of  a 
survey  completed  by  the  Chamber's  In- 
dustrial Department  to  bolster  its  earlier 
declaration  that  the  region's  small  manu- 
facturer was  suffering  from  material  short- 
ages and  "uncertainties"  in  the  defense 
contracts  picture. 

This  week's  survey,  according  to  L.  M. 
Holland,  Manager  of  the  organization's 
Industrial  Department,  showed  not  only  an 
average  50  per  cent  "idleness"  among  all 
small  shops,  but  "much  more  than  50  per 
cent"  in  small  specialty  metal  shops,  which 
he  said  face  complete  shutdown  unless  re- 
lief is  obtained  in  the  form  of  subcontract- 
ing for  defense  purposes. 

On  the  other  hand,  he  pointed  out,  there 
are  "healthy"  metal  plants  with  employ- 
ment above  25,  engaged  in  iron  and  steel 
canting;  brass,  bronze  and  aluminum  work; 
die  casting,  and  machine  shop  operations, 
which  are  operating  at  up  to  100  per  cent 
capacity.

The  effective  date  of  CPR  22  is  May  28, 
1951.  Manufacturers  alTected  by  the  Regu- 
lation must  notify  the  Office  of  Price 
Stabilization  by  registered  mail  as  to  pro- 
posed ceiling  prices  higher  than  those  in 
the  General  Ceiling  Price  Regulation,  and 
must  wait  15  days  after  OPS  receives  noti- 
fication before  .selling  at  the  new  figures. 
NPA  Reg.  5— APPEALS,  date  April  25,   1951. 

Regulation  5  specifies  the  "Appeals"  pro- 
cedure of  the  National  Production  Author- 
ity and  the  operations  of  the  NPA  Appeals 
Board.  The  Board  is  established  as  an  im- 
partial body  consisting  of  three  officials  of 
the  NPA.  It  acts  as  the  final  agency  au- 
thority in  considering  appeals  as  outlined 
in  the  Regulation.  A  copy  of  the  text  of 
this  order  is  available  for  reference  at  the 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department.

Association,  with  a  membership  of  about 
350  of  the  leading  metal  shops  in  the  area, 
reports  member  shops  are  running  about 
90  per  cent  capacity  primarily  on  civilian 
defense  production.  Further  raw  material 
cutbacks  would  immediately  reflect  consid- 
erable open  shop  capacity.  Association 
members  arc  all  anxious,  he  said,  to  obtain 
defense  work  to  cushion  possible  civilian 
production  curtailments. 

The  Association  explained  that  larger, 
more  diversified  metal  shops  arc  t)ettcr 
able  to  cope  with  shortages  than  smaller, 
specialized  shops,  since  they  arc  often  able 
to  concentrate  on  items  requiring  less  criti- 
cal materials. 

According  to  the  California  Manufac- 
turers Association,  manufacturers  employ- 
ing 100  or  more  arc  enjoying  nearly  full 
capacity  production.  Holland  said.  Those 
in  the  category  of  75  to  100  employees  are 
15  per  cent  idle.

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Penalty  Trucking  Rates 
Claimed  Unfair  By  Chamber 

The  Chamber  has  filed  a  brief  of  excep- 
tions to  a  report  contained  in  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  California  Case 
4808,  which  would  unfairl>-  penalize  ship- 
pers in  the  matter  of  trucking  rates  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  the  Mexican 
border. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Department,  advised 
the  PUC  of  the  Chamber's  exceptions  to 
proposals  by  the  Commission's  engineering 
staff,  originally  made  in  1948,  to  add  one 
and  one-half  "penalty  miles"  to  the  rate- 
making  mileage  from  San  Francisco  south- 
ward. 

Penalty  miles  are  made  and  charged  to 
a  shipper  on  the  basis  of  time-consuming 
or  hazardous  lengths  of  highway.  In  this 
case  it  is  claimed  by  the  Commission  that 
congestion  between  10th  and  Market 
Streets  in  San  Francisco  and  the  north  end 
of  the  Ba.N'shore  Freeway  is  the  reason  for 
the  penalty  miles  request. 

Rohde  pointed  out,  in  making  the  excep- 
tions, that  the  record  was  "stale,"  and  that 
no  credit  was  given  for  the  following 
recent  improvements: 

(1)  Newly  constructed  lengths  of  the 
Freeway  already  open  and  those  about  to 
be  opened; 

(2)  Widening  from  four  to  six  lanes  on 
the  Bayshore  Highway  from  the  city  limits 
to  the  beginning  of  the  Freeway  in  South 
San  Francisco; 

(3)  New  Third  Street  bridge  and  the 
improvement  of  Third  Street,  obviating 
much  of  the  congestion  present  on  the  Bay- 
shore  Boulevard  when  the  Commission 
made  its  original  study.

Chamber  Urges  Improvement  Of  Gate  Bridge  Approach 
With  Five  Million  Dollar  Appropriation  From  State 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  urged  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District  to  take  advantage  of  a 
$5,000,000  state  loan  aheady  authorized  to  improve  the  Waldo  Approach  and 
Tunnel  in  Marin  County. 

D.  P.  Street,  manager  of  the  Chamber's  Civic  Development  Department, 
informed  the  bridge  directors  of  the  Chamber's  view  when  he  appeared  be- 
fore them  last  Friday  afternoon. 

"The  improvements  of  the  road,"  Street 
said,  "will  make  for  safer  and  faster  traf- 
fic movement.  Expenditure  of  the  funds 
now  will  save  the  District  money  in  the 
long  run." 

In  its  action,  the  Chamber  concurred 
with  State  Senator  John  F.  McCarthy  (Re- 
publican— Marin  County),  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Board  of  Supervisors  and  a  majority 
of  the  counties  in  the  bridge  district. 

The  requested  improvements  would  add 
one  lane  to  each  side  of  the  existing  high- 
way and  convert  the  road  to  six  lanes  with 
divided  construction.  Three  of  the  lanes 
would  be  diverted  through  a  new  tunnel  to 
be  constructed  at  Waldo  Point. 

Charles  H.  Purcell,  director  of  Califor- 
nia's Department  of  Public  Works,  has  also 
taken  the  stand  that  the  improvements 
should  be  made  because  of  increased  traffic 
over  the  bridge  which  spans  the  Golden 
Gate. 

He  has  said  that  the  state  loan  of 
$5,000,000— authorized  in  1945— would  be 
matched  with  state  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$1,500,000.

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Businessmen  Urged  To 
Study  Commercial  Code 

Members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  all  other  California  busi- 
nessmen are  urged  to  studj-  a  proposed 
Uniform  Commercial  Code  for  California 
as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors 
on  recommendation  of  its  Legislative  Com- 
mittee. 

The  proposed  "Code"  has  been  introduced 
at  the  current  session  of  the  Legislature 
as  A.B.  588  and  covers  tne  entire  field  of 
commercial  law.  The  bill  relates  to  com- 
mercial transactions  and  personal  property, 
including  fixtures  and  contracts  and  other 
documents  concerning  them  —  including 
sales,  commercial  paper,  foreign  remit- 
tances, letters  of  credit,  bank  deposits  and 
collections,  investment  securities,  bills  of 
lading,  warehouse  receipts  and  various 
types  of  financing  security. 

According  to  the  Legislative  Committee, 
"It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  proponents 
of  the  bill  to  press  for  enactment  at  this 
session  of  the  Legislature  but  to  encourage 
its  study  by  the  business  community  gen- 
erally, prior  to  final  enactment. 

"The  proposed  Uniform  Commercial  Code 
is  the  work  of  draftsmen  selected  by  the 
American  Law  Institute  and  the  National

S.  F.  Per  Capita  Income 
Highest  In  California 

Personal  net  income  of  San  Franciscans 
amounted  to  $832,532,314  in  1949,  rating 
the  highest  per  capita  ($1094)  of  any 
County  in  the  State  and  1.6  times  the  Cali- 
fornia per  capita  income,  according  to  a 
report  this  week  by  the  Chamber's  Re- 
search Department. 

The  study,  based  on  the  State  Franchise 
Tax  Board  1950  Annual  Report,  just  re- 
leased, reveals  also  that  although  San 
Francisco  tax  assessments  are  less  than 
1/lOOth  of  the  personal  net  income,  the 
San  Francisco  per  capita  tax  assessed 
amounted  to  $10.76 — likewise  the  highest 
in  the  State  and  two  times  the  State  per 
capita  tax  assessed. 

(The  State  Personal  Income  Tax  is  one 
of  the  lesser  taxes,  as  California's  princi- 
pal income  is  derived  from  the  State  Sales 
and  Use  Taxes,  and  other  sources.) 

NET  INCOME  HIGHER  THAN  '48 

The  study  further  disclosed  that  the 
156,253  tax  returns  filed  from  San  Fran- 
cisco were  62,502  more  than  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  Net  Income  was  up  $209,- 
365,779  or  33.6%  during  the  same  period. 

The  net  income  gains  over  the  previous 
year  were  reported  in  only  four  groups  out 
of  nine  groups  studied.  The  incomes  re- 
ported by  the  "Under  $5,000  group"  (ac- 
counting for  8.7%  of  the  total  income) 
were  up  137.4%;  the  "Optional  group"  (ac- 
counting for  27.5%  of  the  total)  up  124.3%  ; 
the  "$5,000-$9.999  group"  (29.2%  of  the 
total)  a  gain  of  17.1%;  and  the  income 
from  the  "Non-taxable  group"  came 
through  with  a  296.1%  gain.

(12.2%  of  total)— 15.7%)  loss;  "$50,000- 
.$99,999"  .(3.3%  of  total  income)— 23.8% 
loss;  "$100,000-$299,000"  (2.5%  of  total)— 
14.7%  loss;  and  "$300,000  and  Over"  (0.3% 
of  total)— 69.2%  loss. 

Two  groups,  the  "$10,000-$14,999  and  the 
"$15,000-$49.999"  (whose  incomes  as  a 
group  were  26.8%  and  15.7%.  below  the 
preceding  year)  nevertheless  paid  higher 
taxes  of  17.37c   and  15.0%   respectively. 

The  three  groups  with  incomes  under 
$10.000— the  "Optional."  "Under  $5,000" 
and  "$5,000-$9.999"  also  reported  larger 
proportional  gains  in  taxes  than  in  incomes. 

The  total  State  tax  assessed  on  personal 
income  in  San  Francisco  amounted  to 
$8,183,000  which  by  itself  is  a  sizeable 
amount — but,  in  relation  to  total  net  in- 
come, amounts  to  less  than  1,'lOOth  of  the 
amounts  reported  by  San  Franciscans.

APPLICATIONS    FOR    EMERGENCY    LOANS 

The  Deputy  Administrator  of  the  DPA 
cautioned  last  week  that  many  applications 
for  emergency  loans  for  working  capital 
purposes  are  being  improperly  filed.  The 
following  procedure  for  such  applications 
should  be  followed: 

1.  Defense  prime  contractors  or  subcon- 
tractors needing  working  capital  loans 
should  seek  financial  assistance  from  pri- 
vate lending  institutions. 

2.  If  those  institutions  are  unable  to  ex- 
tend the  required  capital  without  a  Federal 
guarantee,  the  contractor  may  then  have 
the  lending  institution  apply  for  the  guar- 
antee through  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
in  his  district. 

The  Defense  Production  Act  of  1950  au- 
thorizes direct  government  loans  only  when 
financial  assistance  is  not  otherwise  avail- 
able on  reasonable  terms.

manding the  famous  First  Marine  Division  in  Korea.  His  terse 
summation  of  the  battle  situation  was  uttered  after  he  had 
directed  the  breakout  and  subsequent  70-mile  march  to  the 
seaport  of  Hungnam  when  the  First  Marine  Division  was  sur- 
rounded and  vastly  outnumbered  at  the  Chosen  Reservoir. 
Military  leaders  have  already  termed  the  strategic  move  one 
that  will  be  written  large  in  textbooks  for  future  generations 
of  the  "Valiant  Corps." 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  General 
Smith  is  a  veteran  of  more  than  33  years  of  Marine  Corps 
service,  having  first  reported  for  active  duty  in  San  Francisco 


as  a  second  lieutenant  on  May  14,  1917.  Since  then,  his  duty 
stations  have  taken  him  to  Washington,  Paris,  the  Pacific — 
virtually  all  parts  of  the  world.  During  World  War  II,  he 
commanded  the  Fifth  Regiment  on  Cape  Gloucester  in  March, 
1944,  and  participated  in  the  Pelelin  campaign  as  assistant  divi- 
sion commander.  For  the  joint  Army-Marine  Corps  Okinawa 
operation  in  1945,  he  served  as  deputy  chief  of  staff  with  the 
Tenth  Army.  While  in  Korea,  he  was  awarded  the  Silver  Star 
for  leading  the  leathernecks  in  their  historic  landing  on  Inchon 
and  spearheading  the  initial  assault  on  Seoul.  Just  prior  to  his 
departure  for  home.  General  Smith  was  awarded  the  Korean 
Order  of  Military  Merit  with  silver  star  by  the  Republic  of 
Korea.  The  General's  medals  and  decorations  also  include  the 
Bronze  Star,  Distinguished  Service  Cross,  Legion  of  Merit,  Air 
Medal  and  many  others.

Heavy  Production   A  Year 
Away,  CMP  Expert  Says 

It  will  be  about  a  year  before  industry 
gets  into  heavy  defense  production,  accord- 
ing to  Courtney  Johnston,  leader  of  a 
three-man  National  Production  Authority 
team  in  San  Francisco  last  Tuesday  to 
explain  the  Controlled  Materials  Plan  to 
Northern  California  and  Nevada  business- 
men. 

"Right  now,"  he  said,  "industry  is  in  the 
tool-up  stage." 

Arranged  by  the  office  of  John  J.  Judge, 
San  Francisco  regional  director  of  the 
NPA,  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce, in  cooperation  with  the  Chamber, 
the  meet  drew  1,600  businessmen  to  the 
Commerce  High  School  auditorium  here. 
Johnson,  recently  appointed  director  of 
the  NPA  Motor  Vehicle  Division,  feels  that 
"Controlled  Materials  Plan"  is  actually  a 
misnomer.  In  his  opinion,  "Controlling" 
Materials  Plan  would  be  a  more  accurate 
description. 

He  said  that  steel,  copper  and  aluminum 
are  being  used  as  a  measuring  device,  and 
because  they  are  so  widely  used  they  be- 
come the  simplest  instruments  for  pro- 
gramming and  controUing  the  use  of  other 
scarce  materials. 

Johnson  explained  that  because  of  the 
control  of  the  three  metals,  a  large  meas- 
ure of  the  country's  economy  will  be  "di- 
rectly or  indirectly  under  CMP  control."

eminent  legal  professors,  lawyers  and 
judges.

The  proposed  code 
would  repeal  all  prior  inconsistent  legisla- 
tion, including,  for  example,  the  Uniform 
Sales  Act,  Negotiable  Instruments  Law, 
Uniform  Trust  Receipts  Act,  etc.,  in  all  of 
the  48  states. 

"The  bill  is  obviously  of  tremendous  im- 
portance to  the  business  community.  It 
should  be  carefully  studied  by  individual 
businessmen  and  perhaps  by  some  organ- 
ized study  group."

—  Second  Century  of  Progress  — 

Group  Seeks  To  Salvage 
Scrap  Metal  For  Defense 

GroundvvorK  for  an  energetic  campaign 
to  discover  and  flush  out  dormant  steel 
scrap  in  the  interests  of  the  defense  and 
essential  civilian  programs  was  laid  last 
week  at  a  meeting  of  top-ranking  steel 
producers  and  distributors. 

O.  L.  Pringlo,  vice  president  of  Columbia 
Steel  Company  and  chairman  of  the  Scrap 
Mobilization  Committee  of  San  Francisco, 
explained  the  program  will  be  executed  in 
cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  under  plans  mapped  by 
the  National  Production  Authority  on  a 
nationwide  basis. 

The  plan  calls  for  cooperation  by  North- 
ern California  industrialists  in  generating 
steel  scrap  from  their  various  plants  and 
operations.  Dormant  scrap  was  described 
as  obsolete  machinery,  tools,  jigs,  dies,  fix- 
tures and  other  equipment  for  which  there 
is  no  immediate  use  except  as  raw  mate- 
rials for  steel  mills  and  foundries. 

"Unless  dormant  scrap  is  returned 
through  normal  channels  to  the  steel  mills," 
Pringle  said,  "we  will  be  faced  with  cur- 
tailment of  open  hearth  operations  at  one 
of  the  most  critical  times." 


Predict  S.  F.  Market  Will 
Jump  To  Fourth  In  Nation 

The  San  Francisco  metropolitan  market 
is  scheduled  to  make  a  significant  advance 
to  fourth  place  among  the  nation's  20  lead- 
ing market  contenders  by  1960  —  outdis- 
tancing Philadelphia,  Detroit  and  Boston 
areas  during  the  current  decade — if  the 
projections  completed  recently  by  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System  and  reported  in  the 
May  7  issue  of  "Broadcasting"  are  realized, 
according  to  the  Chamber's  Research  De- 
partment. 

The  market  study  is  basically  tied  in  to 
population  within  the  metropolitan  areas 
and  the  other  market  factors  within  the 
television  range,  such  as  families,  retail 
sales,  etc.  The  ten  leading  markets,  ac- 
cording to  CBS.  with  the  projected  1960 
rank  and  the  1950  rank,  are  as  follows:

Special  Census  Areas  Set  Up 
For  Retail  Trade  Appraisals 

Twenty-eight  Census  Retail  Trade  Areas  covering  the 
entire  city  of  San  Francisco  have  been  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  according  to  Ray  S.  McConnell, 
chairman  of  the  San  Francisco  Census  'Tract  Committee 
which  has  been  coordinated  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  Useful  to  business  and  city  officials  in 
appraising  the  distribution  of  intra-city  trade  resources, 

they  were  designed  and  recommended  by 

local    interests    represented   on   the   Com- 
mittee. 

According  to  an  announcement  this  week, 
these  28  Census  Retail  Trade  Areas  will 
be  perpetuated  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus and  accorded  precedence  in  the  tabula- 
tion and  presentation  of  retail  sales  and 
related  information  heretofore  available 
only  on  a  city-wide  basis.  (For  the  pres- 
ent, such  information  is  available  from 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  only  on  a  reim- 
bursable basis.) 

The  Tract  committee,  according  to  its 
chairman,  recognized  the  importance  of 
establishing  the  Census  Retail  Trade  Areas 
so  that  any  firm,  individual  or  agency  desir- 
ing intra-city  information  of  this  character 
would  be  in  a  better  position  to  negotiate 
directly  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for 
special  studies  on  an  individual  reimburs- 
able basis. 

"Any  individual,  firm  or  agency  that  may 
have  a  special  need  for  the  1948  Census  of 
Business  data  by  Census  Retail  Trade 
Areas  should  act  immediately  to  obtain 
the  special  tabulations  based  on  the  28 
Census  Retail  Trade  Areas,"  said  McCon-

TREND 

A  cross-section  view  of  business  activity 
in  San  Francisco,  based  on  quantities  as 
well  as  values,  reveals  substantial  gains 
over  a  broad  front  during  April  and  the 
first  four-month  period  compared  to  simi- 
lar periods  last  year.  April  business  activ- 
ity, with  an  Index  at  277.4— a  new  all-time 
high  for  April — was  IS-SCr  above  April  of 
last  year,  and  the  four-month  average  of 
286.3  was  19';'r  above  a  year  ago. 
CONSTRUCTION  AND  REAL  ESTATE 

San  Francisco  building  permits  value  in 
April,  boosted  principally  by  non-residen- 
tial, carried  the  total  to  $5,662,389  or  5.6% 
above  a  year  ago;  but  the  number  of  per- 
mits—712— was  off  16.67f.  April  permits 
provided  for  187  dwelling  units,  25  fewer 
than  March  and  104  under  last  April. 
Dwelling  units  in  April  included  137  single- 
family  units;  18  two-family  and  42  multi- 
family  units.  Non-residential  permits 
amounting  to  $3,184,523  represented  a  gain 
of  97.9'! .  Additions,  alterations  and  repairs 
amounting  to  $950,546  were  off  19.29J.  The 
four-months  cumulative  of  2,901  permits 
amounting  to  $21,642,619  were  7.6%  fewer 
in  number,  but  practically  identical  in 
amount,  compared  to  a  year  ago.  The  four- 
months  cumulative  residential  permits 
value  dropped  43.8%  but  the  non-residen- 
tial value  represented  a  gain  of  82.4%; 
and  additions,  alterations  and  repairs,  a 
48.4%  gain. 

There  were  1,819  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded during  April.  Mortgages  and  deeds 
of  trust  numbered  1.483  and  amounted  to 
$16,176,092.  bringing  the  four-months  cumu- 
lative to  7,171  deeds  recorded  and  5.832 
mortgages  amounting  to  $56,877,504. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Employment  in  San  Francisco  in  April 
in  all  major  industry  groups  was  well  above 
the  same  period  a  year  ago  and  higher  than 
any  April  since  World  War  II.  with  the 
major  gains  in  government  and  manufac- 
turing fields,  according  to  the  C.S.E.S.  Up 
to  the  present  time  there  has  been  little 
activity  in  private  shipyards  but  the  de- 
mand has  been  brisk  for  workers  in  Gov- 
ernment shipyards  engaged  in  ship  repair 
work.  The  usual  seasonal  rise  and  increased 
defense  spending  locally  should  result  in 
total  employment  well  above  the  present 
level,  according  to  C.S.E.S.  The  local  labor 
supply  is  reported  adequate  for  any  reason- 
able demands  with  exception  in  the  highly 
skilled  craftsman  and  proficient  typists  and 
stenographer  fields.  April  placements  re- 
ported by  the  San  Francisco  C.S.E.S.  offices 
amounted  to  3,112  persons,  of  which  non- 
manufacturing  accounted  for  1.863;  con- 
tract construction  for  311;  all  manufactur- 
ing for  787;  and  government  n.e.c.  for  331. 

In  the  San  Francisco  Bay  labor  market 
(6  counties),  the  estimated  persons  em- 
ployed in  April  amounted  985600;  job  op- 
portunities were  6%  greater  than  in  the 
previous  month;  and  during  the  next  four 
months  employment  is  expected  to  rise  still 


higher  with  the  major  portion  of  gains  in 

food  processing. 

TRADE 

Retail  department  store  sales  during 
April,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
Area,  were  off  3%  but  sales  for  the  four- 
months  cumulative  were  up  13'"^,  according 
to  the  San  Franci-sco  Federal  Reserve 
Bank.  Sales  in  the  Central  Valley  were  off 
5%  in  April  but  up  147r  for  the  cumulative 
period;  in  the  State  off  i':'r  for  April  but 
up  IS'f  for  the  four  months;  and  the 
Twelfth  District  sales  were  off  2%  but  sales 
for  the  four  months  were  up  14%. 

San  Francisco  independent  retail  store 
sales  for  the  first  three  months  were  up 
11%,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus latest  release,  with  the  food  group  sales 
up  1%;  eating  and  drinking  places,  8' J: 
department  stores,  19% ;  apparel,  15%  ; 
furniture  -  household  -  radio,  26%^;  lumber- 
building  hardware,  43%;  automotive  sup- 
plies, 3% ;  drug  stores,  15% ;  and  jewelry 
stores,  31%. 

Pacific  Coast  wholesaler  sales  during  the 
first  three  months  led  all  geographic  divi- 
sions with  a  gain  of  42%  over  a  .year  ago 
compared  to  35%  in  the  nation.  New  Eng- 
land and  the  East  North  Central  followed 
the  Pacific  reporting  gains  of  39%  ;  Middle 
Atlantic  group  37% ;  and  the  Mountain 
States  fourth  with  36%.  On  the  Pacific 
Coast,  automotive  supply  sales  were  up 
52%;  electrical  57%;  furniture  54%;  hard- 
ware 79%;  industrial  supplies  103%;  jew- 
elry 76%;  lumber  57%^.;  machinery  eqU'p- 
ment  and  supplies  102%;  plumbing  and 
heating  96%;  drugs  30%;  dry  goods  30%; 
groceries  15%;  meats  35%;  paper  products 
36%r;  and  tobacco  products  10%. 
FINANCE 

San  Francisco  April  bank  debits  amount- 
ing to  $2,833,801,000  wore  nearly  $600  mil- 
lion or  26.5%  above  April  last  year.  Bank 
clearings  rose  33.2%r ;  postal  receipts  16  8'^ ; 
shares  traded  on  the  San  Francisco  Stock 
Exchange  in  April  numbered  2.186  445  with 
market  value  of  $17,886,242;  although  the 
number  was  up  59.2%r  above  a  year  a.go.  the 
market  value  was  off  17.3%.  There  were 
nine  commercial  failures  in  April  with  lia- 
bilities of  $105,850  and  assets  of  $30,817. 
During  the  first  four  months  there  were  34 
commercial  failures  compared  to  54  a  year 
ago,  according  to  Dun  &  Bradstreet,  Inc. 
MANUFACTURING 

Latest  reports  on  the  manufacturing  in- 
dustry reveal  174,000  wage  and  salary 
workers  employed  in  March  compared  to 
151,000  a  year  ago.  Average  weekly  earn- 
ings amounted  to  $70.96  compared  to  $65.0) 
a  year  ago  and  average  hours  worked  per 
week  amounted  to  39.1  compared  to  38.7 
last  year. 

Non-manufacturing  industries'  average 
vveekl.v  earnings  in  March  compared  to  a 
year  ago  in  the  retail  trade  field  amounted 
to  $53.73  compared  to  $50.76:  in  the  whole- 
sale field  $71.62  compared  to  $66.56;  hotels 
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$42.50   compared   to   $40.68;    and   laundry, 
cleaning   and   dyeing   $47.32   compared   to 
$47.07. 
TRANSPORTATION 

April  shipments  b.v  I'ail,  air  and  water 
were  considerably  higher  than  last  April. 
The  four-month  cumulative  totals  were 
likewise  above  last  year.  Freight  car  move- 
ments were  up  28'^;  ;  San  Francisco  Airport 
plane  traffic  23.4% ;  passenger  arrivals 
32.3%;  air  mail  handled  70.3%r;  air  express 
15.6%;  air  freight  11.8%.  San  Francisco 
waterfront  during  April  handled  597,863 
revenue  tons — 33.3%r  above  last  April;  the 
coastwise  movements  were  up  42%  and 
foreign  89.4%  while  intercoastal  was  off 
7.8%.  April  ship  arrivals  in  San  Francisco 
Bay  numbered  373 — 22.3%)  above  last  year. 
INTER-CITY  TRAFFIC 

April  Bay  Bridge  \ehicular  crossings 
amounted  to  2,409,440,  an  increase  of  2.6%. 
Golden  Gate  vehicular  crossings  amounted 
to  822,206,  a  gain  of  5.6%  over  last  April. 
Reports  from  the  Northern  California  Bor- 
der Stations  indicate  that  during  April

Capital  invested  in  manufacturing 
plants  and  equipment  throughout  the 
12-countv  San  Francisco  Bay  Region 
for  the  month  of  April  reached  a  total 
of  $8,666,500  of  which  $368,000  was 
invested  in  eight  separate  develop- 
ments in  San  Francisco,  according  to 
the  latest  survey  by  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department. 

Total  Northern  California  industrial  de- 
velopments—  including  the  eight  in  San 
Francisco,  32  in  the  other  11  Bay  Area 
counties,  and  six  outside  the  12-county 
region— reached  an  investment  value  of 
$12,524,500. 

The  following  significant  projects,  in- 
eluded  in  April's  totals,  indicate  the  volume 
and  diversity  of  Bay  Region  industrial  de- 
velopment. 

Western  Frontier  Engineering  and  Dry 
Dock  Company  has  leased  the  building  at 
1100  Battery  Street,  San  Francisco,  from 
the  Navy.

In  a  reiteration  of  the  Chamber's  posi- 
tion on  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterway  legis- 
lation still  before  Congress,  Walter  A. 
Rohde,  Transportation  Department  Man- 
ager, has  written  to  the  entire  California 
Congressional  delegation  asking  that  they 
act  in  the  negative  on  the  several  joint 
resolutions   concerned   with    the   matter. 

Acting  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Shippers  and  Carriers  Traffic  Committees 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Chamber's 
Board,  Rohde  said;

In  an  effort  to  help  dispel  confusion  regarding  the  Fair  Trade  Practices 
Act,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  this  week  arranged  for  a 
soecial  meeting  to  be  held  on  Thursday,  June  14,  to  clarify  questions  of  price- 
fixing  and  price-cutting  in  the  minds  of  local  businessmen. 

Spearheaded  by  the  Chamber's  Retail  Merchants  Association,  plans  call  for 
the  meeting  to  be  held  at  3  p.m.  in  the  auditorium  of  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
Company.  245  Market  Street,  with  Stanley  A.   Weigel  of  the   law  firm  of 

Landels  and  Weigel  as  principal  speaker. 
Mr.  Weigel,  author  of  "The  Fair  Trade 
Acts"  published  in  1938  and  reprinted  in 
1939,  is  one  of  the  attorneys  who  took  the 
matter  of  constitutionality  of  the  non- 
signer  clause  of  the  Fair  Trade  Act  before 
the  California  Supreme  Court  and  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court.  Since  1933 
Mr.  Weigel  has  specialized  in  fair  trade 
work  and  is  Western  Counsel  for  a  large 
number  of  national  manufacturers. 

The  attorney  will  deliver  a  30-minute 
lalk  on  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  decision, 
May  17,  that  retailers  are  not  bound  to 
price-fixing  agreements  they  have  not  signed 
and  on  general  aspects  of  the  fair  trades 
[jroblem.  He  will  then  conduct  a  question- 
and-answer  period,  during  which  these 
questions  are  expected  to  be  answered: 

Is  the  non-signer  clause  really  invali- 
dated by  the  Supreme  Court  decision? 
What  can  be  done  to  change  the  effect  of 
the  decision?  If  the  decision  stands,  is  Cali- 
fornia's Fair  Trade  Act  unenforceable? 
Are  California  retailers  headed  for  con- 
tinued price  wars?  What  can  a  trademark 
owner  do  in  the  present  legal  status?  Can 
a   trademark    owner    prevent    his    product

He  was  re-elected  president  of 
the  Center  in  May,  1948  and  since  October,  1945  has  also  been 
chairman  of  the  board. 

Under  President  Roosevelt's  administration  he  served  as  Co- 
ordinator of  Inter-American  Affairs.  From  December,  1944  to 
August,  1945  he  was  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  in  charge  of 
relations  with  the  American  Republics. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  is  president  of  International  Basic  Economy 


Corporation  and  the  American  International  Association  for 
Economic  and  Social  Development — two  corporations  estab- 
lished for  the  purpose  of  helping  to  raise  standards  of  living 
in  under-developed  areas  of  the  world.  He  is  also  president 
of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York,  and  a  trustee 
of  Dartmouth  College  and  the  Committee  for  Economic  De- 
velopment. 

In  November,  1950,  President  Truman  appointed  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller chairman  of  the  International  Development  Advisory 
Board,  charged  with  the  task  of  recommending  general  policy 
toward  under-developed  areas.  In  March,  1951,  the  Board 
published  its  report  to  the  President,  "Partners  In  Progress," 
defining  the  requirements  for  private  capital  and  public  funds 
in  expanding  world  economy.

.San  Franciscans  wrote  to  the  Chamber,

S.  F.  Population  Study 
Shows  Important  Changes 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Research  Department  this  week  re- 
ported the  following  characteristics  of  the 
city's  1950  population,  based  on  a  study  of 
data  just  released  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
the  Census: 

Out  of  775,400  people  in  San  Francisco. 
645,000  are  14  years  old  or  over.  There  are 
166.400  single  persons,  or  26  per  cent  of 
total  population.  14  years  and  over;  379,500 
married  persons  or  59  per  cent;  and  99,000 
widowed  or  divorced,  or  15  per  cent. 

The  number  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age  in  San  Francisco  has  been  doubled 
since  1940  and  amounts  to  61.000  compared 
to  30,333  ten  years  earlier.  Children  five  to 
14  years  totaled  77,500  in  1950  compared 
to  61,080  in  1940. 

San  Francisco  is  reported  having  257,800 
liouscholds  with  an  average  of  2.7  persons 
per  household  compared  to  2.9  persons  in 
the  Metropolitan  area. 

Of  the  people  14  years  old  and  over  living 
in  San  Francisco  in  April,  1950,  57  per  cent 
were  in  the  "civilian  labor  force"  and 
337,200  were  actually  employed.  (The  total 
civilian  emplo.yment  figure  was  over  100,00'J 
greater  due  to  those  working  here  but  not 
living  here.) 

In  May,  1951,  the  total  civilian  persons 
cmplo.Ned  in  San  Francisco,  estimated  by 
the  State  Department  of  Employment,  was 
468,900.  This  is  132,000  more  than  the  num- 
ber of  employed  persons  living  in  San 
Francisco  in  April,  1950,  as  reported  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  according  to  Ralpli 
Koeber,  Research  Department  Manager. 


Report  Issued  On  1951  World  Trade  Week  and  Fair 


In  the  last  official  act  of  the  1951  San 
Francisco  World  Trade  Week  Committee, 
the  group  last  week  issued  a  comprehensive 
report  describing  the  broad  activities  of 
the  Week  and  the  Fair's  operations. 

Held  at  the  Palace  Hotel  from  May  23 
to  27,  the  World  Trade  Fair  was  the  most 
successful  ever  staged  here,  according  to 
the  report.  Total  attendance  was  approxi- 
mately 50,000  persons — double  that  of  last 
year — with  1,500  buyers  included  in  the 
total  figure. 

Fifty  exhibitors  participated  in  the  Fair 
— 48  of  them,  paying  exhibitors  and  two. 
complimentary — the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  the  Fair's  sponsors, 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  World  Trade  Association. 

The  governments  of  15  countries  ofBciallj' 
participated  in  the  Fair.  In  addition,  the 
products  of  more  than  20  countries  were 
displayed  by  American  importers.  There 
was  a  total  of  72  display  booths,  covering 
approximately  15,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space   in   the   hotel's   Concert  Room,   Gold

Competitive  Pricing  Bill     .  ^^ 
Favored   By   Chamber        Nb 


California's  legislators  in  Washington 
were  informed  recently  that  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  through  action 
of  its  Board  of  Directors  favors  the  enact- 
ment of  Senate  Bill  719. 

The  bill  would  legalize  delivered  pricing 
and  freight  absorption  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  competition. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Department,  informed 
the  legislators  that  the  organization's  views 
had  not  changed  since  a  similar  bill  was 
passed  by  both  houses  in  the  preceding 
Congress  but  vetoed  by  the  President. 

"Where  it  is  necessary,"  Rohde  said,  "for 
Calfornia  producers  to  sell  at  delivered 
prices,  or  to  absorb  the  difference  in  freight

Specialist  Discusses  Fair  Trade  Act  Questions 


In  recent  action,  your  Cliamher  of  Com- 
merce,   through   its   Board  of  Directors... 

•  IIPHELD  SOUND  TRANSPORTATION 
DEVELOPMENT  —  by  opposing  proposed 
legislation  which  would  require  railroads  to 
install,  within  specified  times,  radio,  induct- 
ive, or  other  wayside  and  train  communica- 
tions systems. 

The  Chamber  is  in  favor  of  all  communi- 
cation installations  which  would  promote 
safety,  but  believes  that  the  railroads  are 
installing  these  protective  devices  and  com- 
munications systems  as  fast  as  their  finan- 
cial resources  permit. 

•  FOUGHT  DISCRIMINATORY  TAXA- 
TION —  by  opposing  a  proposed  three  per 
cent  ta.x  which  would  be  levied  on  all  tran- 
sient hotel  occupants  and  apartment  dwell- 
ers who  spend  less  than  90  days  in  San 
Francisco. 

In  the  Chamber's  view  such  tax  proceeds 
which  would  be  used  for  the  improvement 
of  the  auditorium  and  the  advertising  of 
San  Francisco,  would  work  as  detrimental 
advertising  for  the  city;  further,  the  tax 
would  discriminate  against  hotels  and 
apartments. 

•  CHALLENGED  INWISE  GOVERN- 
MENTAL PRACTICES  — by  opposing  a 
proposed  charter  amendment  recommend- 
ing emergency  additions  for  city  employees. 

The  view  was  voiced  because  the  emer- 
gency salary  additions  would  be  entirely 
independent  of  salary  standardization  and 
deductions  would  not  be  made  for  retire- 
ment purposes. 

•  CHAMPIONED  SOUND  EDUCA- 
TIONAL SYSTEMS  — by  opposing  a  pro- 
posed charter  amendment  providing  for  an 
elective  school  board. 

It  was  claimed  that  the  present  system 
of  selecting  the  city's  school  board  was  a 
sound  one,  and  that  if  the  elective  school 
hoard  proposal  was  put  into  effect,  politics 
would  come  into  play.

Congressmen  Will  Support 
Stand    On    Tidelands   issue 


Senators  Richard  Nixon  and  William  F. 
Knowland  and  California  Representatives 
have  assured  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
that  they  will  cooperate  with  this  organiza- 
tion in  its  effort  to  confirm  titles  of  the 
states  to  lands  "beneath  navigable  waters 
within  state  boundaries  and  to  the  natural 
resources  therein." 

The  legislative  support  came  as  a  result 
of  an  action  by  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors supporting  bills  H.R.  266  and  -S.  940. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Department,  informed 
the  California  delegation  of  the  Board's 
action  and  said  in  part,  "Involved  particu- 
larly are  San  Francisco's  entire  developed 
waterfront  valued  at  over  100  million  dol- 
lars, plus  properties  of  much  greater  value 
lying  landward  of  the  waterfront  and  even 
some  residential  districts,  all  of  which  are 
located  on  reclaimed  land." 


The  non-signer  clause  of  the  Fair-Trade 
Act  has  been  neither  stricken  down  nor 
held  to  be  unconstitutional  by  the  recent 
Supreme  Court  decision  concerning  such 
state  legislation. 

This  was  one  of  many  concrete  points  of 
information  gained  by  more  than  125  re- 
tailers, wholesalers,  distributors  and  other 
businessmen  who  attended  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  meeting  on  Fair  Trade  Acts 
held  in  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany's auditorium  at  245  Market  Street, 
last  Thursday. 

Stanley  A.  Weigel  of  the  law  firm  of 
Landels  and  Weigel,  author  of  the  book, 
"The  Fair  Trade  Act,"  and  a  specialist  in 
fair  trade  work  for  a  number  of  >ears, 
addressed  the  group  on  the  California  law's 
history  and  its  relation  to  the  Supreme 
Court"  ruling  of  May,  1951. 

"It  is  important  to  note,  in  considering 
this  epochal  decision,"  Mr.  Weigel  said, 
"that  neither  the  non-signer  clau.se  of  the 
California  Fair  Trade  Act  nor  that  of  any 
other  state  Fair  Trade  Act  was  stricken 
down  nor  held  to  be  unconstitutional.  It 
was  held,  however,  by  the  majority  of  the 
Court,  that  the  Miller-Tydings  amendment 
did  not  go  far  enough  to  remove  enforce- 
ment of  non-signer  rights  granted  by  the 
state  laws  from  the  ban  of  the  Sherman 
Act  in  transactions  in  interstate  commerce. 


"It  is  perhaps  an  understatement  to  sug- 
gest," he  continued,  "that  the  decision  has 
opened  as  many  questions  as  it  settled." 

In  Weigol's  opinion,  the  California  Fair 
Trade  Act  and  similar  acts  in  44  other 
states  are  just  as  good  as  they  ever  v\erc. 
He  feels  that  the  perplexing  questions  come, 
and  will  come  in  court  actions  in  the  en- 
suing months,  in  determining  just  where 
interstate  commerce  leaves  off  and  local 
or  intrastate  commerce  begins. 

"I  think  it  reasonably  safe  to  state  thai 
those  manufacturers  who  warehouse  tlieii 
products  within  a  Fair  Trade  state  and  lill 
orders  for  retailers  within  that  state  ex- 
clusively from  the  stocks  maintained  tlKie, 
will  be  able  successfully  to  protect  their 
trademarks  in  proper  cases  under  the  non- 
signer  clause." 

Mr.  Weigel  also  stated  that,  "The  Fair 
Trade  Act  is  not  a  code  of  fair  competition. 
It  is  not  in  any  way  a  government  regula- 
tion of  lousiness.  In  the  truest  sense,  it  is 
not  and  has  never  been  an  act  fixing  prices 
on  commodities.  It  it  were  to  be  given  a 
really  descriptive  title,  the  Fair  Trade  Act 
would  be  called  the  Trademark  Protection 
Law." 

Ray  S.  MeConnell,  president  of  the 
Chamber's  Retail  Merchants  Association, 
presided  at  the  June  14  meeting.

Rohde  Represents  Chamber 
At  Transportation  Meet 


Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Tran.sportation  Department,  repre- 
sented the  Chamber  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Transportation  Advisory 
Board  last  week  in  San  Diego.

Rohde  also  reported  on  the  freight  car 
situation  in  San  Francisco  in  his  position 
as  a  member  of  the  local  Car  Efficiency 
Committee.

CRITERIA   FOR   PROCESSING 
M-4  APPLICATIONS 

The  National  Production  Authorit>',  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce,  recently  made 
public  its  criteria  for  processing  applica- 
tions for  NPA  construction  authorization 
under  Order  M-4,  along  with  a  complete 
set  of  interpretations  and  definitions  on  the 
basic  construction  order  as  amended  to 
date. 

The  criteria  and  the  interpretations  and 
definitions  have  been  included  in  a  set  of 
operating  instructions  issued  to  all  NPA 
field  offices  and  supersede  all  instructions 
previously  issued  relative  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  construction  order. 

The  NPA  statement  reiterates  and  am- 
plifies its  previously  stated  policy  that 
authorization  for  construction  generally 
may  be  granted  only  when  it  can  be  estab- 
lished that  it:  (1)  furthers  the  defcn.se 
effort;  (2)  is  essential  to  public  health, 
welfare  or  safety;  (3)  will  alleviate  or  pre- 
vent hardship  to  a  particular  community, 
and  (4)  where  relatively  small  amounts  of 
critical  materials  are  invohed  and  mate- 
rials are  on  hand  or  readily  available 
locally. 

Reference  copies  of  the  criteria  are  avail- 
able at  the  Industrial  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  NECESSITY 

The  Defense  Production  Administration 
recently  announced  that  application  for 
certificates  of  necessity  for  certain  types  of 
industrial  expansion  filed  after  June  15  will 
not  be  considered  by  the  NPA,  except  in 
urgent  cases,  until  after  the  present  back- 
log has  been  processed.  As  of  May  25,  1570 
applications  totaling  $5,992,007,000  have 
been  approved.  Ninety-nine  of  these  cer- 
tificates totaling  $129,094,000,  have  been 
awarded  in  California.

CONSTRUCTION    AND    REAL   ESTATE 

May  building  permits  amounted  to  746 
\alued  at  $6,550,874  and  was  off  nearly  a 
fifth  in  number  from  last  year  but  up  48'; 
in  value.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the  value 
was  attributable  to  non-residential  con- 
struction which  was  more  than  five  times 
that  of  a  year  ago  but  non-residential  was 
off  about  one-half.  During  May,  permits 
were  issued  for  154  dwelling  units  of  which 
125  were  single  family  units;  two  2-family 
units  and  27  multi-family.  The  non-residen- 
tial permits  numbering  30  amounted  to 
$4,495,991.  Alterations  and  repairs  amounted 
to  $803,583.  Permits  for  the  five  months 
cumulative  period  numbered  3.674  and 
amounted  to  $28,233,493  and  were  off  10.8'  h 
but  the  \alue  was  up  S^r  over  the  same 
period  a  year  ago.  Residential  construction 
amounting  to  $8,487,593  was  off  45^;.  Non- 
residential amounting  to  $12,348,434  was  up 
137.6';'c.  Additions,  alterations  and  repairs 
amounting  to  $7,397,466  were  up  34^; .  Dur- 
ing the  first  five  months  residential  per- 
mits provided  for  959  dwelling  units  as 
against  1,449  during  the  same  period  a 
year  ago. 

There  were  1,759  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded during  May.  or  3.69c  fewer  than 
Ma.\'  of  last  year.  Mortgages  and  deeds  of 
trust  numbered  1,449  and  amounted  to 
$11,650,256  and  were  off  16';  in  number 
and  22.6';  in  amount.  The  five  months' 
cumulative  deeds  recorded  were  off  2.9'  r 
but  the  amount  of  mortgages  and  deeds 
of  trust  were  up  17.6';f .

jewelry  stores  12':'r. 

Pacific  Coast  wholesaler  sales  during  the 
first  4  months  continued  to  lead  all  geo- 
graphic divisions  of  the  nation  with  a  gain 
of  37%  over  last  year:  the  East  North 
Central  group  was  second  with  35%:  New 
England  followed  with  34';  and  the  Moun- 
tain States  with  33'r;  Middle  Atlantic  32';  : 
South  Atlantic  29%;  West  North  Central 
27%;  East  South  Central  24%  and  West 
South  Central  22%,  with  the  Nation  as  a 
whole  showing  a  31%  increase.

of  $2,182,766  were  off  3.9';  and  shares 
traded  on  the  San  Francisco  stock  exchange 
dropped  10.59*  with  the  market  value  off 
12.6%. 

The  five  months  cumulative  of  bank 
debits  were  up  24'; ;  bank  clearings  34.9'; ; 
postal  receipts  24.5%  and  shares  traded  on 
the  stock  exchange  were  up  41.4'/r  and  the 
market  value  6.3%. 

There  were  15  commercial  failures  re- 
ported in  May  with  assets  of  $166,792  and 
liabiUties  of  $670,918,  bringing  the  5  months 
cumulative  to  49  failures  against  68  a  year 
ago.  according  to  Dun  &  Bradstreet.

Latest  reports  on  the  manufacturing  in- 
dustry in  the  San  Francisco  Baj'  metropoli- 
tan area  reveal  172,400  wage  and  salar.s 
workers  employed  in  April,  or  12.7%  above 
last  >ear.  The  average  for  the  first  4 
months  was  9.6';  abo\e  last  >ear.  The 
average  weekly  earnings  in  the  manufac- 
turing industries  amounted  to  $72.01  in 
April  compared  to  $64.55  a  year  ago;  an 
increase  of  11.6';.  In  the  non-manufactur- 
ing industries  in  the  Metropolitan  Area, 
the  average  weekly  earnings  in  the  whole- 
sale trade  in  April  amounted  to  $73.02; 
retail  trade  $55.97;  wholesale  trade  $43.59: 
and  laundry,   cleaning   and   dyeing   $48.23. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Ma\  placements  in  San  Francisco  re- 
ported by  the  C.S.E.S.  office  amounting  to 
3.266  were  up  74.8';  compared  to  last  Ma.w 
bringing  the  cumulative  placements  to 
16.622,  or  93.1';  above  last  year.  In  May. 
the  commercial  placements  accounted  for 
8.50  and  all  others  of  2,416.  The  commercial 
placements  were  up  only  69'r,  but  industr\ 
and  all  others  were  up  126.5%. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  amounting  to 
17,846  were  up  14.5% :  with  the  5  months 
cumulative  up  23.2%.  The  San  Francisco 
waterfront  during  May  handled  597,989 
re\  enue  tons  of  cargo,  of  which  10.650  were 
coastwise:  59.861  intercoastal  and  280,558 
foreign.  The  balance  was  intra-port  move- 
ment. 

Only  the  coastwise  and  foreign  shipments 
were  above  last  year.  Total  shipments 
during  the  first  5  months  amounting  to 
2,909,283  revenue  tons  were  7.1%  above  the

Ma>-  Ba>-  Bridge  vehicular  crossings  of 
2,533,930  were  2.59;'  abo\e  last  May  and 
carried  the  five  months'  cumulative  to 
12,076,674  or  6.2';  above  the  same  period 
last  year.  Golden  Gate  vehicular  crossings 
in  May  amounted  to  905,719,  or  10.5''<!

Chamber  Opposes  Action 
Threatening  Private  Trade 


A  recent  announcement  by  the  Economic 
Cooperation  Administration  that  the  United 
States  Government  will  buy  and  ship 
$1.5,000,000  worth  of  goods  to  the  Philip- 
pines caused  great  concern  here  last  week, 
resulting  in  a  series  of  telegrams  being 
sent  to  government  officials  in  Washington 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  E.xport  Managers  Association 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  ECA  announcement  on  Philippine 
procurements  calls  for  purchase  through

trade  development  work  by  its  Inter-City 
Committee. 

Named  "The  Great  Golden  Fleet  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,"  the 
flotilla  of  yachts  will  be  used  to  take 
Chamber  members  on  trade  trips  to  nearb.v 
areas  that  can  be  reached  by  water,  to  give 
business  groups  from  other  cities  and  visit- 
ing dignitaries  a  means  of  seeing  the  Bay 
and  waterfront  facilities,  and  to  allow  for 
participation  in  community  events  such  as 
Harbor  Day.

possibilities  for  the  'Great  Golden  Fleet,'  " 
said  Mr.  Lowrey  yesterday. 

"Entirely  aside  from  the  uniqueness  of 
being — to  our  knowledge — the  first  chamber 
of  commerce  in  the  world  to  adopt  an  offi- 
cial 'fleet,'  the  practical  usefulness  of  the 
yachts  is  limitless." 

"Commodore"  London  said,  "We're  really 
.going  places — and  we're  starting  this  sum- 
mer! There  is  a  great  deal  of  good  we  can 
do  with  our  fleet  to  enhance  San  Fran- 
cisco's prestige  and  further  focus  the  atten- 
tion of  other  areas  on  our  business  and 
trading  facilities." 

All  of  the  yachts  in  the  fleet  are  owned 
by  Chamber  members,  and  range  in  size 
from  35  to  75  feet  long.  Each  owner  will 
be  commissioned  a  "Captain"  in  tlie  fleet 
and.  while  in  command  of  his  own  ship,  will 
bo  under  the  general  direction  of  Mr.  Lon- 
don during  official  activities. 

The  "captains,"  to  be  named  shortly,  will 
be  presented  with  certificates  citing  their 
rank  in  the  "Great  Golden  Fleet."  First 
man  to  be  so  appointed  is  Prentiss  A.  Rowe. 
president.  A.  I.  Hall  &  Son.  Inc.,  owner  of 
the  yacht  on  which  Mr.  London  was  "com- 
missioned" this  week. 

One  of  the  most  important  uses  to  which 
the  fleet  will  be  put  this  summer  will  be 
in  connection  with  the  entertainment  of 
more  than  150  visiting  businessmen  ex- 
pected here  in  September  for  "Sacramento 
Valley  Days  in  San  Francisco." 

By  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  expected  the 
Chamber's  fleet  will  number  close  to  25 
yachts,  according  to  Mr.  London. 


Chamber  Urges  Extension 
Of  Priority  Ratings 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  gone  on  record  as  favoring  an 
extension  of  the  procedure  for  granting 
priorities  on  goods  and  equipment  for  ex- 
port shipments. 

Alan  J.  Lowrey,  Chamber  President, 
wrote  to  Charles  E.  Wilson.  Defense  Mo- 
bilizer,  last  Friday,  June  29,  urging  such 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Office  of  Defense 
Mobilization. 

Lowrey 's  letter  said,  in  part,  "We  (the 
Chamber)  have  been  particularly  concerned 
with  the  problem  of  assuring  an  adequate 
flow  of  goods  and  equipment  to  our  o\er- 
scas  allies  because  the  initial  effort  in  this 
direction  has  been  restricted  to  Controlled 
Materials  Plan  items  —  steel,  copper  and 
aluminum.  Priorities  are  granted  for  export 
shipments  of  these  products  only. 

"We  believe  that  this  procedure  should 
be  expanded,  since  it  is  our  local  experience 
that  export  licenses  not  accompanied  by 
Defense  Order  ratings  are  ineffective  and 
shippers  have  considerable  difficulty  secur- 
ing supplies  ot  many  non-CMP  goods." 

The  action  taken  by  the  Chamber  was 
the  result  of  a  careful  study  of  a  polic.\ 
statement  issued  by  Wilson  on  May  29. 
according  to  Lowrey. 

The  request  from  the  Chamber  men- 
tioned Wilson's  view  that  the  essential  flow 
of  supplies  to  the  free  nations  was  of 
importance.  The  letter  asked  that  such  a 
policy  be  made  more  effective  from  the 
administrative  point  of  view  by  granting 
authority  to  the  Office  of  International 
Trade  to  issue  priorities  when  export  li- 
censes are  validated  for  materials  not  now 
covered  by  the  Controlled  Materials  Plan 
to  assure  their  movement  to  the  free  world. 

—  Second  Century  of  Progress  — 

Use  Of  Addresses  Urged 
On   Business  Stationary 

A  recent  article  in  BAY  REGION  BUSI- 
NESS drawing  attention  to  the  failure  of 
some  San  Francisco  business  firms  to  in- 
clude their  addresses  on  invoices  and  let- 
terheads has  resulted  in  a  survey  of  100 
local  firm  letterheads  and  200  local  firm 
invoices  by  the  Chamber's  Distributors 
Section. 

The  survey  reveals  that  of  the  letter- 
heads checked,  17  per  cent  did  not  include 
street  addresses,  and  7  per  cent  had  no 
telephone  number  listed. 

A  check  of  the  invoices  showed  12  per 
cent  with  no  street  addresses,  and  30  per 
cent  lacking  telephone  numbers. 

After  a  review  of  the  survey,  H.  R.  Cuy- 
ler.  Section  Chairman,  said,  "No  matter 
how  you  approach  the  subject,  letterheads 
and  invoices  without  street  addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  add  up  to  poor  business 
and  cause  unnecessary  inconveniences  to 
customers. 

"We  are  sure  that  the  lack  of  an  address 
or  telephone  number  on  a  firm's  stationery 
is  merely  an  oversight — but  is  certainly 
one  that  should  be  corrected  in  the  interest 
of  good  business  relations." 

Mr.  Cuyler  reiterated  the  Chamber's 
early  suggestion  that  firms  review  letter- 
heads and  invoices  to  make  certain  that 
they  are  not  a  cause  of  "lost  business  or  ill 
feeling  on  the  part  of  customers."

Expect  Heavy  Attendance 
At  Western  Summer  Mart 

Buyer  attendance  at  San  Francisco's 
Western  Summer  Market,  July  16-20,  will 
be  heavy,  according  to  Frank  K.  Runyan, 
Western  Merchandise   Mart   president. 

Reason  for  the  high  attendance  at  the 
showing,  Runyan  said,  "is  because  mer- 
chants are  keenly  interested  in  re-evaluat- 
ing their  inventories,  in  learning  how  to 
reduce  excess  stocks  of  slow-moving  goods 
and  in  acquiring  faster  selling  merchandise 
which  may  conceivably  be  in  short  suppl.x 
in  the  future." 

Another  opinion  expressed  by  the  Mart 
executive  was  that  with  recent  surveys 
pegging  personal  income  and  potential  buy- 
ing power  at  an  all-time  high,  successful 
and  alert  dealers  and  buyers  will  be  com- 
ing to  the  Summer  Market  here,  "open  to 
bu>"  new  merchandise  that  will  sell. 

"The  dealers,"  he  said,  "will  secure  at 
first  hand  the  new  promotional  ideas  and 
selling  techniques  through  which  the  tempo 
of  business  may  be  accelerated."

government  trading  and  eliminating  of  pri- 
vate channels." 

Eichholz  declared  that  the  explanation 
offered  by  ECA  for  the  movement  of  goods 
through  government  channels  —  clearly 
against  the  intent  of  Congress  in  establish- 
ing our  foreign  aid  program— is  that  the 
funds  were  made  available  on  April  27 
from  European  aid  appropriations  and  had 
a  "terminal  obligation"  date  of  June  30, 
1951.  If  they  were  not  committed  or  spent 
by  that  date,  they  would  no  longer  be  avail- 
able for  their  assistance  purpose.  With  the 
little  time  available,  ECA  said  it  was  neces- 
sary to  use  Government  channels  to  pro- 
cure the  goods. 

"We  take  exception  to  this  type  of  tliink- 
ing  tiiat  money  has  to  be  spent,"  Eichholz 
said. 

A  portion  of  a  telegram  sent  to  the  same 
Washington  officials  by  Gordon  Graham, 
President  of  the  Export  Managers  group, 
.said,  "We  feel  private  channels  can  supply 
needed  items  just  as  promptly  as  contem- 
plated in  the  government  program.  An- 
nounced procurement  plan  directly  con- 
trary to  oft  repeated  policy  of  Congress  to 
handle  ECA  aid  through  private  channels, 
and  we  strongly  object  to  any  further  ex- 
pansion of  government  procurement  which 
has  already  assumed  unreasonable  propor- 
tions in  procurement  for  other  Southeast 
Asia  countries." 

Both  the  Chamber  and  Export  Managers 
have  sent  copies  of  their  telegrams  to 
chambers  of  commerce,  trade  groups  and 
other  interested  parties  throughout  the 
United  States. 

It  was  noted  in  the  Chamber's  covering 
letter  that  the  Philippine  Undersecretary 
of  Foreign  Affairs,  Felino  Neri,  said  in  San 
Francisco  this  week: 

"The  Philippines'  foreign  currency  re- 
serves have  doubled  this  year  from  $200,- 
000  000  to  over  $400,000,000,  indicating  an 
improving  financial  and  commercial  posi- 
tion."

"We  are  indeed  pleased  to  learn  ih 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  appropn.iii  il 
moneys  to  provide  one  additional  ward  Im 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  at  San  Fi;in- 
cisco  Hospital.  In  view  of  the  critical  ii.ail 
for  such  treatment,  we  feel  that  this  .•iclinii 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

"However,  at  the  time  that  our  itioin 
mendatlon  on  this  matter  was  sent  tci  tin- 
Board  of  Supervisors,  it  was  understiMid 
that  the  appropriation  in  the  budget  of  thr 
Department  of  Public  Health  would  proxiilc 
for  the  opening  of  two  additional  wards  lor 
tubercular  patients. 

"It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  when  Ihr- 
budget  is  considered  next  .year,  provisimi  , 
will  be  made,  should  the  need  prevail,  lor 
additional  beds  for  the  treatment  of  tiihcr- 
culosis."

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Favorable  Action  Reported 
On  Legislative  Measures 

Of  21  State  legislative  bills  consid- 
ered by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  to  be  of  prime  import- 
ance at  the  1951  Legislature  just  con- 
cluded, all  were  acted  on  in  accord- 
ance with  the  expressed  desire  of  the 
Board,  according  to  a  report  made 
today  by  tlie  Chamber's  Legislative 
Representative,  Public  Affairs  De- 
partment Manager  John  P.  Gilchrist. 

Of  major  importance  in  the  21  separate 
bills  —  all  reported  on  individually  in  a 
written  summary  by  Gilchrist  to  the  Board 
— were  the  following: 

AB-233,  S.  484 — Appropriation  of  $65,000 
for  support  of  the  Grand  National  Junior 
Livestock  Exposition  (passed);  AB-1883 
(Aviation  Gas  Tax) — Making  available  ap- 
proximately $12,500  for  development  of  San 
Francisco's  International  Airport  (passed); 
AB-3121 — Appropriating  $30,000  for  promo- 
tion and  development  of  San  Francisco's 
World  Trade  Center  Authority  (passed); 
SB-549— Creation  of  a  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission (passed). 

Gilchrist  reported  a  total  of  5303  bills 
were  introduced  at  the  session,  of  which 
1,902  were  passed.  Of  these,  135  were  of 
interest  to  the  Chamber  and  111  had  been 
acted  on  by  the  Board  of  Directors  through 
expression  of  approval  or  disapproval. 

These  Board  expressions  formed  the  basis 
of  Gilchrist's  activities  in  Sacramento, 
which  took  120  days  during  the  legislative 
session. 

Gilchrist  reported  that  effective  repre- 
sentation of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  in 
Sacramento  was  enhanced  by  the  creation 
in  March  of  this  year  of  the  Chamber's 
Legislative  Committee  which,  under  chair- 
manship of  Board  Director  Thomas  Coak- 
ley,  enabled  him  to  "assume  a  prompt 
position  in  behalf  of  the  Chamber.

Revision   In   Rates  Won 
For  Eastbound  Carloads 


A  revision  in  tariffs  on  eastbound  car- 
load traffic  which  will  enable  Pacific  Coast 
shippers  to  sell  to  better  advantage  in  the 
region  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  has 
been  effected  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  in  cooperation  with  other 
West  Coast  organizations,  it  was  reported 
this  week  by  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Department  Manager, 
said  the  transcontinental  railroads  will  pub- 
lish, September  1,  a  provision  under  which 
certain  restrictions  will  be  removed  from 
the  "stop-in-transit"  (to  partly  unload) 
privilege  for  all  carloads  with  final  destina- 
tion generally  west  of  Chicago  and  the 
Mississippi  River. 

There  will  be  an  accompanying  "relaxa- 
tion" of  restrictions  when  final  destination 
is  in  the  East,  Rohde  also  announced. 

The  Transportation  Department  earlier 
this  year  participated  in  discussions  with 
freight  traffic  officials  of  the  railroads,  urg- 
ing removal  of  the  restrictions,  which  the 
Chamber  considered  unfair  to  local  shippers.

Chamber  Produces  New 
Descriptive  Map  Of  City 

A  colorful  new  map  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, defining  at  a  glance  the  city's 
shopping,  commercial  and  industrial 
districts,  has  been  produced  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  cooperation  with  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Earmarked  chiefly  for  use  by  tourists  and 
new  settlers  in  the  Bay  Region,  the  map 
unfolds  to  approximately  16  by  19  inches 
and  shows  in  detail  San  Francisco's  streets 
and  avenues,  main  arterials,  highways, 
parks,  squares,  playgrounds,  U.S.  reserva- 
tions and  public  places. 

Through  use  of  a  light  gold  color  overlay 
on  the  blue  basic  map,  a  reader  may  get  an 
instant  impression  of  the  city's  commercial 
and  industrial  districts.  The  latter,  accord- 
ing to  the  Chamber's  Research  Department 
Manager,  Ralph  Koeber,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  project,  is  sub-divided  into  "light 
industrial"  and  "heavy  industrial"  sections. 

This  feature,  he  said,  combined  with 
other  valuable  indications  such  as  main 
arterials  and  highways,  will  be  of  impor- 
tant use  to  industrial  prospects. 

Other  unique  features  of  the  map  include 
the  Bayshore  Freeway  location  (right  up 
to  the  Bay  Bridge  entrance);  identification 
of  each  of  San  Francisco's  12  major  resi- 
dential districts;  and  locations  of  31  shop- 
ping centers  outside  the  central  commercial 
area. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  map  appear 
descriptions  of  96  different  points  of  inter- 
est in  San  Francisco;  a  smaller  map  of 
Northern  California  showing  scenic  attrac- 
tions within  easy  driving  distance  of  San 
Francisco;  an  enlarged  map  of  the  business 
district;  atid  a  map  and  uesciipiiuii  of  the 
entire  San  Francisco  Bay  Region. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  useful  maps  of

He  said  his 
company  is  now  one  of  the  largest  funeral 
directors  in  Northern  California,  with 
establishments  in  .San  Francisco  and  Bur- 
lingame. 


Guam  Governor  Tells  Of  Business  Opportunities 


Guam  offers  the  best  commercial  oppor- 
tunity that  American  businessmen  inter- 
ested in  the  Orient  and  the  Pacific  have 
had  in  a  hundred  years,  according  to  Carl- 
ton Skinner,  governor  of  the  island. 

The  "dot  on  the  Pacific"  was  changed  by 
war  from  a  quiet  agricultural  community 
into  a  bustling  industrial  frontier  which 
may  be  looked  on  as  the  "Hong  Kong  of 
the  future,"  said  the  governor  in  an  ad- 
dress last  Thursday  before  the  World  Trade 
Association  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

Predicting  that  within  a  few  years,  Guam 
will  be  the  far  eastern  headquarters  of  a 
substantial  number  of  American  corpora- 
tions, Mr.  Skinner  cited  the  following  rea- 
sons for  business  to  go  to  the  island  instead 
of  to  one  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  Orient: 

Guam  is  a  safe  place  for  money,  person- 
nel, records  and  plant  investment;  man- 
agers and  their  staffs  are  safely  under  the 
American  flag — they  cannot  be  taken  hos. 
tage  and  then  have  to  be  ransomed;  com- 
pany money  is  in  an  American  bank  and  its 
property  is  protected  by  United  States  law 
as  enforced  and  interpreted  in  a  United 
States  Court;  plant  investments  can  be 
made  and  protected  on  normal  American 
expectations  of  value,  depreciation  and 
operating  life;  all  of  the  important  centers 
of  the  Far  East  are  within  a  day's  air  time 
of  Guam. 

"We  still  want  to  do  business  with  the 
other  countries  of  the  Far  East,"  Skinner 
said.  "They  want  our  products  and  we  want 
theirs. 

"But,  recognizing  that  their  interest  is  in 
their  own  nationals  and  their  own  economy, 
we   must  parallel   them  and  think   in   the 


interest  of  our  own  citizens  and  our  own 
investments. 

". . .  The  only  intelligent  program  is  to 
headquarter  our  Far  Eastern  conimiicial 
activities  in  the  only  American  tirritury  in 
the  Far  East.  As  prudent  husinessnu'ii,  we 
thus  continue  our  activities  with  a  mini- 
mum of  risk." 

A  further  important  reason  for  using  the 
island  as  a  base  of  Far  Eastern  business 
operations,  Mr.  Skinner  said,  is  its  status 
as  the  only  free  port  under  the  American 
flag.  No  customs  duty  is  assessed  on  any 
product  or  raw  material  entering  Guam,  he 
said. 

Describing  the  commercialization  of  the 
island,  the  governor  declared: 

"The  people  of  Guam  want  to  create  an 
economy  which  will  make  their  island  self- 
sustaining.  We  know  that  the  large  military 
and  naval  activity  which  now  brings  custo- 
■ers  and  business  to  Guam  should  and  will 
eventually  level  off.  We  want  to  start  on 
the  creation  of  an  alternative  economy. 

"The  government  of  Guam  intends  to 
support  and  encourage  such  a  development. 
The  businessmen  now  on  Guam  believe  in 
it.  They  can  pro\ide  most  of  the  essential 
local  services  which  any  new  business  needs 
to  operate  in  a  new  location. 

The  governor  said  Guam  now  enjoys  close 
to  full  employment,  limited  commercial  fa- 
cilities, a  $120,000,000  harbor— "finest  in 
the  Pacific  Area" — and  a  population  of 
60,000. 

Governor  Skinner  is  a  native  Californian 
and  a  newspaperman  who  served  with  the 
United  Press  and  Wall  Street  Journal  be- 
fore entering  government  service.  He  later 
was  with  the  Departments  of  Labor  and 
Interior,   and   the  Maritime  Commission.

Bay  Area   Homebuilding 
Exceeds  National  Average 

Homebuilders  in  the  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land Metropolitan  Area  started  2,770  new 
permanent  non-farm  dwelling  units  during 
April — a  10  per  cent  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious month — according  to  Max  D.  Kossoris. 
Director  of  the  Western  Region  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Labor's  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  This  was  in  contrast  to  the  na- 
tional picture,  where  a  contra-seasonal  de- 
cline of  five  per  cent  was  reported  during 
the  same  period. 

April  was  the  third  consecutive  month  to 
show  an  increase  and  brought  the  total  for 
the  first  four  months  of  the  year  to  9,300 
units  started,  more  than  500  units  above 
the  total  for  the  same  period  in  the  record 
year  of  1950.  Thus  far  in  1951,  each  month 
has  exceeded  the  total  for  the  similar 
month  in  the  previous  year,  but  it  is  not 
expected  that  this  pace  can  be  maintained 
for  long,  according  to  Kossoris.  May  starts, 
for  example,  are  expected  to  show  a  10  per 
cent  drop  below  April. 

Although  the  total  number  of  units  au- 
thorized in  the  six  counties  during  April 
was  about  the  same  as  for  March,  increases 
were  reported  in  some  counties  and  declines 
in  others.  San  Mateo  County  led  the  other 
five  counties  with  a  664-unit  total,  a  20 
per  cent  increase  over  March.

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Cab  Firm  Completes  Fourth 
Month  Of  Red  Cross  Aid 

Yellow  Cab  Company  of  San  Francisco 
loda.\'  completed  its  fourth  month  of  pro- 
siding  free  transportation  for  blood  donors 
to  Irwin  Memorial  Blood  Bank — at  an  aver- 
age of  8-10  donors  per  day. 

Instituted  on  March  12  of  this  year,  the 
special  service  is  provided  by  the  taxicab 
firm  as  its  contribution  to  the  continuing 
effort  to  supply  fighting  men  in  Korea  with 
whole  blood,  according  to  John  W.  Pettit, 
assistant  to  the  president. 

Free  rides  in  Yellow  Cabs  from  donor's 
homes  to  the  Blood  Bank  and  back  arc 
provided  on  request  by  donors  througli 
the  Bank  or  the  Red  Cross.  The  service  is 
provided  "without  restriction"  within  San 
Francisco  city  limits,  between  9  a.m.  and 
7  p.m.  on  week  days. 

"Cooperation  of  this  sort  is  invaluable  in 
helping  to  meet  the  exacting  blood  quotas 
for  overseas  use,"  said  Sydney  G.  Walton, 
chairman.  Armed  Forces  Blood  Procure- 
ment Committee,  San  Francisco  Chapter. 
American  Red  Cross,  this  week. 

"Even  if  the  Korean  conflict  were  to  come 
to  a  definite  end  tomorrow,"  he  continued, 
"we  would  need  hundreds  of  additional 
donors  just  to  meet  the  backlog  of  require- 
ments by  American  boys  who  have  already 
become  casualties." 

Yellow  Cab's  transportation  help  in  the 
Red  Cross  field  is  "one  of  many  examples  of 
community  responsibility  and  service"  exer- 
cised by  the  firm,  according  to  Chamber 
General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox.  He  pointed  out 
that  Yellow  employs  approximately  1300 
drivers  in  San  Francisco  today,  "all  of 
whom  are  trained  to  exercise  personal  serv- 
ice and  courtesy." 

The  firm  operates  503  seven-passenger 
sedans  which,  in  a  year's  time,  take  about 
ten  million  "trips"  totaling  approximately 
30  million  miles,  according  to  Pettit.

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Chamber  Active  In  Study 
Of  City  Traffic  Problems 

San  Francisco  has  taken  a  pill  for 
one  of  her  worst  headaches,  and  the 
Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway 
Committee  —  one  of  three  agencies 
working  on  the  case — this  week  pre- 
dicted eventual  recovery. 

The  optimistic  diagnosis  had  to  do  with 
the   city's   traffic    ills   and  efforts   by    the 
Chamber,  the   Down  Town 
Association  and  the  Central 
Council   of   Civic  Clubs   to 
cure  them. 

Since  early  this  year  the 
three  organizations,  deter- 
mined to  reap  joint  results 
for  the  betterment  of  local 
traffic  conditions,  have  been 
meeting  with  various  city 
agencies,  seeking  solutions.

San   Francisco's  Foreign  Trade  Zone 
Receives   High   Praise   From   Shippers 

San  Francisco's  Foreign  Trade  Zone  at  Pier  45  received  a  resounding  vote 
of  approval  this  week  by  50  local  and  national  users  of  the  unique  facility 
who  responded  to  a  request  for  frank  opinions  concerning  its  services  and 
operation. 

Questionnaires  sent  to  approximately  200  users  of  the  Zone  all  over  the 
nation  have  brought,  so  far,  a  25  per  cent  return — 50  responses — and  of  those 
responding,  not  one  expressed  disapproval  with  any  feature  of  the  Zone's 

facilities  or  operation,  ac- 
cording to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  two  questions  that 
received  unqualified  "yes" 
answers  (except  for  six  who 
failed  to  answer  one  way  or 
the  other)  were: 

"Are  present  facilities  of 
the  Zone  adequate  for  your 
needs?" 

"Are  present  services  and 
operation  of  the  Zone  ade- 
quate for  your  needs?" 

Many  of  the  50  Zone  users 
commented  "freely  and  fa- 
vorably," according  to  the 
Chamber's  World  Trade 
Department,  which  cooper- 
ated with  the  Board  of 
State  Harbor  Commission- 
ers in  making  the  survey. 
Typical  of  the  responses, 
according  to  Alvin  C.  Eich- 
holz.  Department  Manager, 
was  this  comment  from  a 
large  importer  of  European 

goods : 

"Operation  and  services  (at  the  Zone) 
are  adequate  and  exceptionally  satisfactory. 
Cooperation  is  of  the  highest,  and  the 
friendly  help  of  all  concerned  has  been 
greatly  appreciated."

Chamber's  New  .Map  of  Citv 
Malces  Hit  in  All  Quarters 


Old-timers  are  re-discovering  their  city 
and  newcomers  are  striding  confidently 
through  San  Francisco's  streets  and  by- 
ways this  week  as  a  result  of  the  Chamber's 
newest   piece   of   literature   titled,   simply: 

"A  Map  Of  San  Francisco." 

Produced  and  publicized  by  the  Chamber 
last  week  as  a  service  particularly  to  tour- 
ists and  new  settlers,  the  striking  blue  and 
gold  folder  (which  in  addition  to  a  map  is  a 
highly  descriptive  piece  about  the  city  and 
the  area)  received  its  first  reaction  from 
San  Francisco's  four  daily  newspapers:

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Chamber  Urges  Removal 
Of  Car  Tracks  On  Van  Ness 

street  car  tracks  are  no  good  without 
power  lines  and,  tiius  siiorn  of  tiieir  use- 
fulness, are  only  hazardous  and  discourag- 
ing to  the  smooth  flow  of  traffic. 

This  declaration  formed  the  basis  for  a 
request  made  this  week  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  that  all  remaining  tracks  on 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  11th  Street  and  Potrero 
Avenue  be  "immediately  removed." 

Belford  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Traffic  and  Highway  Committee,  said 
the  request  was  made  as  a  result  of  action 
by  the  organization's  board  of  directors  in 
which  it  was  pointed  out  that  "funds  are 
available  for  the  removal  of  these  street  car 
tracks  and  should  be  used  now." 

"With  the  rising  cost  of  such  work,  any 
delay  means  that  the  available  funds  may 
not  be  sufficient,"  Mr.  Brown  declared, 
adding: 

"The  removal  of  tracks  on  Van  Ness.  11th, 
and  Potrero,  would  have  the  advantage  of 
permitting  a  smoother  flow  of  traffic.  Driv- 
ing on  street  car  tracks,  which  is  always 
hazardous,  particularly  in  wet  weather, 
would  be  eliminated." 

Brown  pointed  out  that  power  lines  and 
stanchions  for  the  wires  have  long  since 
been  removed  and  that  the  cross-over  at 
Market  Street  has  been  re-paved  and  "is- 
lands" have  been  installed. 

He  said  the  cost  of  re-installing  street 
car  service  on  the  streets  in  question  would 
be  prohibitive  and  that  therefore  "the  job 
of  removal  should  be  completed."

Highly  Praised  By  Users

serves"  and  "Increase  the  space  of  the 
Zone's  corral  for  livestock."  Twelve  per 
cent  of  the  respondents  said  that  with  these 
and  other  additions  (un-named)  they  would 
use  the  Zone  even  more  than  they  do  now. 

Forty  per  cent  said  they  anticipated  in- 
creasing their  use  of  the  Zone  in  any  event, 
and  22  per  cent  said  they  contemplated 
using  the  Zone  for  the  beneiit  of  gaining 
export  status  for  merchandise,  exhibiting 
imported  goods  before  payment  of  duty,  and 
tor  manufacture — as  permitted  by  a  recent 
amendment  to  the  Foreign  Trade  Zone  Act. 

First  of  its  kind  to  be  made  by  any  of 
the  three  Pacific  Coast  foreign  trade  zones, 
the  survey,  according  to  James  Campbell, 
superintendent  of  the  Zone,  was  made  in 
conjunction  with  its  "third  birthday"  last 
month. 

"We  wanted  to  find  out  exactly  what  our 
users  thought  of  us  and  then  make  any 
improvements  possible  which  might  be 
brousht  to  lisht,"  Campbell  said.  He  added 
that  the  survey  "proved  our  foreign  trade 
zone  is  successfully  fulfilling  its  part  in 
increasing  commerce  through  the  Port  of 
San  Francisco." 

Established  June  10,  1948,  the  Zone  is  one 
of  six  so-called  "free  ports"  throughout  the 
United  .States,  allowing  foreign  traders  to 
bring  in  goods;  exhibit,  manufacture,  proc- 
ess or  manipulate  them,  and  prepare  them 
for  trans-shipment  or  for  eventual  importa- 
tion— free  of  all  customs  formalities.

The  report  lists  in  detail  this  area's 
exports  and  imports  by  commodity,  by  trade 
route  and  by  country.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  reports  published  for  any 
American  port  area  and  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 


'Australia    Is    Worth    Wa 
Rapidly  And  Trade  Poss 


tching;    It's    Developing 
ibilities   Are   Improving' 


Pacific  Coast  businessmen  should  keep 
their  eyes  on  Australia,  a  continent  "where 
we  have  the  advantage  of  doing  business 
with  people  who  look,  act  and  think  as  we 
do,  who  feel  very  friendly  toward  us,  who 
admire  our  ways  of  getting  things  done,  and 
who  feel  particularly  close  to  the  people  of 
the  Pacific  Coast." 

This  advice  was  given  last  week  by 
Thomas  B.  Coughran,  vice  president  of  the 
Bank  of  America,  N.  T.  &  S.  A.,  to  a  Fair- 
mont Hotel  luncheon  audience  of  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Association. 

Coughran,  who  is  manager  of  the  Bank's 
International  Banking  department,  recently 
returned  from  a  business  trip  to  the  sub- 
continent, impressed  with  its  extensive  land 
and  natural  resources  and  a  population  of 
only  eight  million  people.  "As  soon  as  the 
major  problems  of  labor  scarcity  and  dollar 
scarcity  can  be  solved,"  he  said,  "I  don't 
see  how  it  can  miss  a  great  period  of 
development." 

A  significant  change  in  the  way  Australia 
and  the  United  States  viewed  each  other 
occurred  during  World  War  II,  Coughran 
reported.  To  Americans,  the  little-known 
continent  10,000  miles  to  the  southwest  be- 
came a  vital  base  in  the  Pacific  campaign 
and  was  familiar  to  perhaps  two  million  of 
our  servicemen  there.  Australia,  in  turn, 
formerly    looked    to    Great    Britain   for   a 


certain  amount  of  protection,  as  a  market 
for  most  of  its  surplus  agricultural  prod- 
ucts and  as  principal  supplier  for  most  of 
Australia's  manufactured  goods.  But  the 
facts  of  war  changed  this  relationship, 
Coughran  said,  and  Australians  realized 
they  must  develop  their  own  economy. 

"I  see  in  Australia  a  land  of  real  potential 
opportunity,"  Coughran  said.  "It  is  the  only 
remaining  land  mass  of  the  world  where 
there  is  room  for  a  large  additional  popula- 
tion, which  has  a  form  of  government  just 
as  democratic  as  ours,  and  whose  people 
have  the  same  heritage  and  speak  the  same 
language  as  we  do. 

"It  is  a  country  where  the  level  of  hon- 
esty is  very  high,  business  ethics  are  on  a 
high  plane,  and  where  an  American  not 
only  feels  very  much  at  home  but  is  also 
assured  of  the  same  protection  he  receives 
in  this  country." 

A  liberal  and  intelligent  policy  is  main- 
tained by  the  Australian  government  toward 
the  remittance  abroad  of  earnings  and  the 
return  of  capital,  and  the  climate  for  Amer- 
ican investment  is  "excellent,"  according  to 
Coughran. 

Trade  possibilities  are  also  improving,  he 
said,  with  the  heavy  traditional  shipments 
of  Australian  wool  to  this  market  supple- 
mented by  such  exports  as  crayfish  tails 
which  are  finding  a  good  market  here. 


BAY  REGION  BUSINESS 
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Chamber  Aids  In  Plans  For 
Fine  Arts   Building 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  is  currently 
spearheading  an  effort  to  insure  the  perma- 
nence of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  building 
here. 

Recently  the  Chamber's  Civic  Develop- 
ment Committee,  headed  by  J.  W.  Mailliard, 
III  and  staffed  by  D.  P.  Street,  mailed 
copies  of  a  radio  script — which  discussed 
restoration  of  the  world-famed  structure — 
to  leading  San  Francisco  officials  and  citi- 
zens asking  for  their  ideas  on  the  subject. 

The  script,  aired  by  Jim  Grady  on  the 
KCBS  program  "This  Is  San  Francisco," 
detailed  a  plan  brought  forward  by  Bernard 
Maybeck.  the  building's  designer,  for  its 
rehabilitation. 

There  was  interested  response  to  the 
Chamber's  news  of  the  project  and  William 
G.  Merchant,  architect  and  Chamber  Di- 
rector, informed  the  Civic  De\elopment 
Committee  that  he  is  aisu  working  on  plans 
for  the  building's  rehabilitation  which 
should  be  crystallized  in  approximately  four 
months. 

According  to  Street,  it  is  anticipated  that 
Merchant  and  Maybeck  will  advise  the 
Chamber  of  further  cooperation  needed  in 
order  to  "save  the  San  Francisco  tradition." 
Maybeck  and  Merchant  were  formerly  as- 
sociated in  an  architectural  tirm.

Home  Goods  Show  Opens; 
Experts  Predict  Big  Morket 

Major  home  goods  spokesmen  from  many 
parts  of  the  nation  expressed  unanimous 
optimism  for  the  market  ahead  as  the 
Western  Summer  Home  Goods  Market 
opened  in  San  Francisco's  Merchandise 
Mart,  Monday,  amid  heavy  attendance  and 
good  buying. 

George  A.  L'Amoreaux,  Mart  sales  man- 
ager, said  the  market  "opened  much  better 
than  expected"  and  predicted  that  before 
the  week  is  over,  approximately  10,000 
retail  store  owners  and  buyers  from  the 
Western  States  will  attend. 

"It  will  not  be  a  record-breaker — but  a 
good,  substantial  market,"   he  added. 

At  a  Tuesday  meeting  held  in  the  Mart, 
representatives  of  many  large  manufac- 
turers of  electric  appliances,  sewing  ma- 
chines, mattresses,  rugs,  cloth  and  furniture 
all  predicted  healthy  third  and  fourth- 
quarter  buying  throughout   the  nation.

Shortage  of  manpower  is  the  chief  ob- 
stacle  to  strict   traffic  law   enforcement. 

Although  the  public  has  now  fully  ac- 
cepted the  "tow-away"  plan,  it  will  not  be 
extended,  at  present,  to  any  more  streets. 

Many  private  cars  operating  under  com- 
mercial licenses  are  responsible  for  the 
illegal  parking  problem;  the  possibility  of 
revoking  some  of  these  licenses  will  be 
studied. 

Other  subjects  discussed  were  possible 
increase  in  fines  for  double  parking,  pro- 
hibiting left-hand  turns  in  a  wider  area, 
and  more  "no  parking"  streets. 

"Little  by  little,"  said  Brown  this  week, 
"we're  rooting  out  the  answers.  Before  long 
we  hope  to  have  them  all — and  then  back 
up  our  research  by  action!" 


A  thorough  study  of  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  acquisition  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  Angel 
Island  as  a  public  recreational  and  histori- 
cal park  is  being  made  by  the  Chamber's 
Civic  Development  Committee. 

The  project  recently  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Chamber  by  the  Angel 
Island  Foundation,  a  non-profit  organiza- 
tion of  Bay  Area  civic  leaders  engaged  in 
raising  funds  for  the  preservation  of  the 
island. 

At  a  meeting  last  week  of  the  Chamber's 
Civic  Development  Committee,  chair- 
manned  by  Vice  President  J.  W.  Mailliard, 
III,  details  of  the  project  were  presented 
by  Jack  F.  Landis,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Foundation.  Thomas  A.  Brooks,  Chief 
Administrative  Officer,  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  v.'as  a  special  guest. 

Landis  explained  that  Angel  Island  was 
a  military  reservation  until  1945,  at  which 
time  Marin  County  and  the  State  Park 
Commission  considered  taking  it  over  but 
finally  gave  up  the  idea.  In  order  to  fore- 
stall possible  improper  development  through 
private  acquisition  of  the  island,  Landis 
said  his  organization  was  formed  to  main- 
tain the  island  "until  the  proper  agency  is 
found." 

In  the  meantime,  the  State  Park  Com- 
mission, Landis  .said,  has  agreed  to  buy  the 
island  from  the  Federal  government  and 
turn  it  over  for  administration  as  a  local 
political  subdivision.  The  Foundation  has 
presented  this  possibility  before  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Chamber  is  now  waiting  for  specific 
facts  and  figures  regarding  maintenance  in 
order  to  give  the  subject  further  considera- 
tion.

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Golden  Gate  Foreign  Trade 
Jump  Shown  By  New  Report 

San  Francisco's  postwar  expansion 
of  foreign  trade  reached  a  new  three- 
year  high  with  a  total  of  $575,618,000 
worth  of  goods  coming  and  going 
through  the  Golden  Gate  during  19j0, 
according  to  a  report  just  released  by 
the  Board  of  State  Haibor  Commis- 
sioners. 

Pegging  the  \  alue  of  total  exports 
through  the  San  Francisco  Customs  Dis- 
trict last  year  at  $270,840,000  and  imports 
at  $304,778,000,  the  report  spotlighted  what 
was  referred  to  b\'  Port  and  San  Francisco 
Chamber  officials  today  as  "a  constantly 
expanding  and  extremely  healthy  condition 
of  San  Francisco's  foreign  trade."  Total 
imports  and  exports  were  the  highest  since 
the  $611,900,000  value  for  the  "boom  year" 
of  1947. 

Exports  climbed  more  than  eight  million 
dollars  higher  than  the  $262,596,000  export 
figure  for  1948 — considered  the  "nearest- 
to-normal"  postwar  year.  They  dropped, 
however,  from  $311,470,000  in  1949,  due  to 
this  country's  loss  of  trade  with  China. 

Total  value  of  imports  last  year  was 
greater  than  any  postwar  year  and  rose 
$92,163,000  above  imports  for  1948.  This, 
according  to  Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  Manager 
of  the  Chamber's  World  Trade  Department, 
was  due  to  "our  own  industrial  and  militar\ 
mobilization  requirements  which  have  re- 
sulted in  our  increasing  dependence  on 
other  nations  for  raw  materials,  and  to 
higher  prices."

industrial  Expansion  Six  Month  Report 
Reveals  Continued  Rise  For  Bay  Region 

Industrial  expansion  in  the  Bay  Region  continued  at  its  unprecedented 
postwar  rate  to  bring  the  six-month  total  through  June,  1951,  to  a  $64,973,804 
capital  investment  in  the  12-county  area.  This  total  investment  in  plant  and 
equipment  exceeds  by  27  per  cent  the  previous  semi-annual  high  of  $51,0.'n,700 
reported  in  1947.  June  figures,  as  released  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, indicate  24  projects  announced  or  started  for  the  Bay  Region  to  total 

$5,612,261.  Seven  of  these  developments 
were  new  and  17  were  expansions  of  exist- 
ing industries.  Invcsiment  in  San  Francisco 
with  two  expansions  and  four  new  plants 
was  $193,000. 

Total  industrial  development  througli 
June  is  shown  in  the  following  tabulations 
comparing  the  six-month  totals  for  1951 
with  those  of  19.50.

■We  in  California,  with  the  completion  of  the  basic  features  of  the 
Central  Valley  Project,  are  about  to  see  the  fulfillment  of  a  dream. 
This  great  project,  authorized  by  the  voters  of  California  at  an  elec- 
tion in  19_<^.  has  hten  constructed  by  the  Federal  Government  at  a 
lost  of  S-Jiio. Olio. 0(10.  It  will  provide  flood  control  for  the  Sacramento 
\'alle\  area,  power  and  water  for  Northern  California  communities 
and  supplemental  water  for  a  million  acres  of  fertile  lands  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley.  It  involves  the  longest  mass  movement  of  water  ever 
achieved  by  man. 

Everyone  familiar  with  California's  growth  during  its  first  century 
of  statehood  knows  of  its  complete  dependence  upon  water.  Its  agri- 
cultural growth  began  with  the  development  of  small  irrigation  dis- 
tricts and  conimunitv  projects.  Its  industrial  growth  began  v»ith  the 
development  of  hydro-electric  power.  W'ilh  each  succeeding  decade 
larger  and  larger  projects  have  heen  required,  lintil  today  we  have 
reached  a  point  where  there  is  little  remaining  water  capable  of  devel- 
opment except  through  the  construction  of  tremendous  multiple-pur- 
pose projects.

It  gives  us  new  hope  as  we  enter  our  second 
century  of  statehood — a  century  in  which  we  know  that  our  continued 
growth  will  require  the  conservation  of  every  drop  of  water  th.it  f.ilK 
in  our  State  for  every  useful  purpose  that  water  can  serse.  \\  ith  lhe^e 
thoughts  in  mind,  I,  Earl  Warren,  Governor  of  Calitnriii.i,  hcrch\ 
proclaim  August  1st  to  lOth.

calendar  quarter. 

This  action  is  necessary  because  issuance 
of  CMP  Reg.  6,  June  21.  covering  construc- 
tion, has  not  given  affected  prime  con- 
tractors sufficient  time  to  Me  applications 
for  allotments  for  controlled  materials.

Acknowledgment  of  the  organization's 
and  committee's  productive  endeavors  came 
in  the  form  of  editorial  comment  by  Ex- 
port Trade  and  Shipper  magazine  in  its 
issue  of  July  16.  The  weekly  publication 
with  a  circulation  of  5,000  finds  its  principal 
readership  among  export  executives.

The  hum  of  activity  at  Bethlehem  Pacific's  San  Francisco  Shipyards  will 
soon  rise  to  a  din,  according  to  telephone  call  received  late  last  week  by 
Chamber  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox  from  Congressman  John  F.  Shelley.

Chamber  Wants  Opinions  of 
Local  Manufacturers 

Local  contractors  and  manufacturers 
were  asked  this  week  to  join  with  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  in  an  analysis  of  state 
purchasing  practices. 

The  purchasing  practices  in  question  are 
those   which    deal    with    State    and   other 


Maritime  Administration  had  awarded  a 
contract  to  Belhleheni  for  the  building  of 
five  Mariner  class  dry  cargo  ships  at  a  cost 
of  between  $45,000,000  and  $50,000,000. 

The  Chamber  official  was  among  the  first 
in  San  Francisco  to  hear  "the  good  news" 
because  of  continuing  efforts  by  the  or- 
ganization to  see  that  local  shipbuilding 
firms  were  represented  when  contracts 
were  awarded  by  the  Maritime  Administra- 
tion, and  thus  assure  residents  and  business 
houses  of  the  area  additional  sources  of 
income. 

When  advised  of  the  contract.  Fox  said, 
"This  award  reflects  recognition  of  the 
efficiency  of  San  Francisco's  shipbuilding 
facilities  and  assures  not  only  their  con- 
tinued operation  but  also  substantial  em- 
ployment which  redounds  to  the  benefit  of 
the  entire  community. 

"Selection  of  privately  owned  facilities  on 
the  coast  to  build  these  five  ships  is  par- 
ticularly gratifying  and  I  know  that  the 
entire  community  is  appreciative  of  the 
constant  efforts  of  Congressmen  Shelley 
and  Havenner  in  behalf  of  shipbuilding  in 
this  area." 

It  is  reported  that  the  building  of  the 
Mariner  ships  will  provide  approximately 
three  years  work  for  between  2,500  and 
3,000  men.

TREND 

San  Francisco  business  activity  during 
the  first  half  of  1951  scored  a  17%  gain 
over  the  similar  period  last  year.  Korean 
war  developments  and  the  mounting  defense 
activities  and  other  major  new  projects 
carried  the  San  Francisco  Metropolitan 
Area's  employment  in  June  to  a  new  high 
of  989,800  compared  to  985,500  in  May  and 
906,800  in  May  last  year.  Across-the-board 
comparisons  with  a  year  ago  (May  to  May) 
in  the  major  industry  groups  reveal  em- 
ployment gains  in  manufacturing  of  28,600; 
Government  19,000:  Service  8,200:  Trans- 
portation,  communications  and  public  utili- 
ties 6,600;  Retail  trade  4,900;  Construction 
3,900;  and  Finance,  insurance  and  real 
estate  3,000. 
CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

Despite  Federal  restrictions,  the  total 
value  of  construction  in  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing the  first  six  months  amounted  to  531,- 
580,497  and  was  only  0.5':r  below  corre- 
sponding period  last  year.  New  residential 
construction  amounting  to  $10,008,659  was 
off  49' 'c  but  provided  for  1,133  dwelling 
units,  of  which  848  were  single-family;  80 
two-family;  and  225  multi-family  units. 
New  non-residential  construction  amount- 
ing to  $12,871,534  accounted  for  the  greatest 
portion  of  the  6  months  total  and  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  $7,200,000  compared 
to  similar  period  last  year.  Additions,  alter- 
ations and  repairs  amounting  to  $8,700,304 
were  up  35</r  but  the  major  portion  of  this 
was  in  the  non-residential  field,  which  ac- 
counted for  $6,137,446. 

During  the  first  6  months  10,525  deeds 
were  recorded  in  San  Francisco  compared 
to  11,182  in  corresponding  period  last  year. 
Mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  recorded  dur- 
ing the  first  6  months  numbering  8,698  and 
amounting  to  $86,252,331  represented  a 
drop  of  5.2%  in  number  but  an  increase  of 
19.3%  in  amount. 
FINANCE 

Financial  transactions  in  San  Francisco 
during  the  first  6  months  amounting  to 
$17,644,401,000,  were  23%  above  the  same 
period  last  year.  In  California,  the  city  of 
Ventura  showed  the  greatest  gain  during 
the  first  6  months  over  the  same  period  last 
year,  amounting  to  50% ;  Fresno  followed 
with  34%  ;  San  Diego  was  next  with  33% ; 
and  Oal<land  fourth  with  29%.  Los  Ange- 
les showed  increase  of  24%;  Seattle  27%; 
Salt  Lake  City  24%;  Reno  24%;  and  all 
cities  reported  in  the  Twelfth  District 
showed  a  gain  of  24%  over  like  period  last 
year. 
TRADE 

Retail  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco,  reported  by  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  San  Francisco,  during  the  first  6 
months  were  up  10%  ;  with  apparel  sales 
up  6% :  in  Northern  California  sales  were 
up  10%  and  7%  respectively;  in  Southern 
California  9%,  and  7% ;  sales  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  were  up  13%.  and  9%;  Seattle 
16%  and  11%^;  and  in  the  Twelfth  District 
10'^;  and  7%  respectively. 

San  Francisco  independent  retail  store 
sales  for  the  first  5  months  were  up  7%, 
according  to  the  sample  survey  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census.   Food  store  sales  were 


off  1%;  eating  and  drinking  places  6%; 
department  store  sales  11%;  apparel  group 
6%;  furniture-household-radio  19%;  lum- 
ber-building-hardware 35%;  automotive 
group  2%;  drug  stores  14%;  and  jewelry 
21%. 

Pacific  Coast  Wholesaler  sales  during  the 
first  5  months  continued  as  in  the  past  to 
lead  all  geographic  divisions  in  the  nation 
with  a  gain  of  32%  over  similar  period  last 
year;  the  East  North  Central  followed  with 
a  gain  of  30%  ;  New  England  29%  ;  Moun- 
tain States  28%  ;  compared  to  27";^  increase 
in  the  nation  as  a  whole. 

EMPLOYMENT 

June  employment  in  San  Francisco  made 
a  slight  gain  over  May,  which  was  22,900 
above  May  last  year.  Expanded  employ- 
ment is  anticipated  in  many  of  the  major 
industry  groups  during  the  next  60  days 
and  relatively  large  gains  anticipated  by 
August,  especially  in  restaurants  and  gen- 
eral merchandise,  according  to  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Employment  Service.  Unem- 
ployment in  San  Francisco  was  estimated 
by  the  C.S.E.S.  at  16,800  in  June.  Off  shore 
employment  opportunities  are  reported  as 
follows:  Professional,  clerical  and  chemical 
workers  are  needed  in  Arabia  and  Guam. 
Alaska  is  now  reported  with  surplus  work- 
ers and  available  housing  is  practically 
non-existent. 

During  June  the  C.S.E.S.  reported  3,254 
placements,  of  which  1,397  were  in  clerical 
and  sales  fields;  553  in  service:  327  in  semi- 
skilled; 217  in  skilled;  117  in  professional; 
and  843  in  unskilled  placements.  At  the 
end  of  June  the  San  Francisco  offices  of 
the  C.S.E.S.  reported  15,561  applications  for 
work  on  file  with  women  accounting  for 
36%. 
MANUFACTURING 

Capital  investments  in  industrial  expan- 
sions in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  (12 
counties)  during  first  half  of  1951  amounted 
to  $64,973,804  or  102%(.  above  the  first  half 
of  19.50.  Latest  reports  on  manufacturing  in 
tiie  San  Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  (6 
counties)  give  173,400  wage  and  salary 
workers  employed  in  May  or  20.1%  more 
than  in  May  a  year  ago  and  the  average 
for  the  first  5  months  was  9.9%'  above  like 
period  a  year  ago.  Average  weekly  earn- 
ings amounted  to  $72.15  compared  to  $64.89 
last  May.  In  the  non-manufacturing  indus- 
tries in  the  Metropolitan  Area,  average 
weekly  earnings  in  the  wholesale  trade 
amounted  to  $71.77;  retail  trade  $56.30; 
hotels  $42.57;  and  laundry,  cleaning  and 
dyeing  $49.67. 
TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  during  the  first 
half  of  1951  numbered  101,519,  up  19.1% 
above  corresponding  period  last  year.  The 
Port  of  San  Francisco  during  like  period 
handled  3,466,275  revenue  tons  or  an  in- 
crease of  17.7%.  Coastwise  movements 
amounted  to  65,956  revenue  tons;  inter- 
coastal  to  326,340  revenue  tons;  foreign  to 
1,721.882  revenue  tons;  and  the  balance  in 
inland  waterways.  Increase  in  foreign  re\'e- 
nue  tons  for  the  6  months  was  44.2%  and 
coastwise  4.4%;  while  intercoastal  was  off

Private  Channels  To   Be 
Used   For  Philippine  Aid 

Economic  Cooperation  Administration  aid 
to  the  Philippines  will  move  through  private 
trade  channels  for  the  most  part,  and  not 
by  government  procurement  as  was  origi- 
nally interpreted  from  an  ECA  announce- 
ment last  month,  a  top  ECA  official 
returning  from  the  Philippines  has  told  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber. 

Arrangements  should  be  completed 
shortly  to  handle  the  major  portion  of 
ECA-financed  shipments  to  the  island  re- 
public through  regular  commercial  channels. 
William  Stanley  Allen,  Jr.,  chief  of  ECA's 
Philippine  branch,  advised  members  of  the 
Chamber's  World  Trade  Association  here  at 
a  special  meeting.  The  group  was  called 
together  to  consider  further  action  by  the 
Chamber  and  the  Export  Managers  Associ- 
ation following  recent  protests  by  the  or- 
ganizations to  Congressmen  and  Washing- 
ton officials  over  a  June  announcement  by 
ECA  that  extensive  procurement  through 
the  government  would  be  utilized  to  ship 
$15  million  in  supplies  to  the  islands  as  part 
of  the  fiscal  year  1951  aid  program. 

The  Chamber  and  Association  pointed  out 
in  their  objections  that  private  trading 
facilities  were  completely  adequate  to 
handle  shipments  to  the  PhiUppines,  that 
commercial  procurement  could  do  a  better 
and  more  efficient  job  than  government 
buying,  and  that  a  "dangerous  precedent" 
would  be  established  for  other  United 
States'  aid  programs  for  Southeast  Asia  if 
the  government  continued  to  avoid  accepted 
ways  of  doing  business.

New  Group  Will  Fight  For 
Excess   Profits  Tax  Relief 

Excess  Profits  Tax  relief  for  young  and 
growing  corporations  is  the  objective  of 
the  Young  American  Business  Conference 
which  has  organized  a  group  in  Northern 
California  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Rob- 
ert L.  Chambers,  president  of  a  local  manu- 
facturing organization. 

The  YABC  is  a  nation-wide  group  banded 
together  to  secure  modification  of  the  pro- 
posed tax  law.

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Ships  Warrants  Bills 
Opposed  As  'Drastic' 

Opposition  to  two  national  bills  dealing 
with  ship  warrants,  on  the  grounds  that 
they  are  too  drastic,  has  been  expressed 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, it  was  reported  this  week  by  Walter 
A.  Rohde,  Transportation  Department 
Manager. 

The  bills,  S.  1221  and  H.R.  3437,  arc 
claimed  by  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  by  Rohde  to  be  "far  more 
drastic"  than  the  Ships  Warrants  Act  which 
was  in  effect  during  World  War  II  and 
would  give  the  President  "practically  auto- 
cratic powers"  over  American  shipping. 

They  would  deny  the  use  of  any  dock 
facilities  to  vessels  not  holding  warrants, 
and  the  President  could  name  any  officer  or 
agency  to  administrate.  The  bills  further 
would  permit  the  President  or  his  appointee 
to  exercise  control  over  rates  and  charges. 
The  bills  carry  no  termination  dates,  and 
they  are  all-inclusive,  covering  all  classes 
of  shipping  whether  in  foreign,  coastwise 
or  public  carriage. 

These  other  objectionable  features  were 
pointed  out  in  letters  sent  by  Rohde  to  the 
Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce  Commit-

Lowrey,  the  governing  body  of  the  Cham- 
ber has  lent  its  full  support  to  a  contem- 
plated program  of  the  Red  Cross  wherein 
direct  mail  requests  will  be  sent  to  com- 
merical  and  industrial  organizations  in  the 
city  asking  for  a  pre-determined  and  con- 
tinuing number  of  employee  blood  donors 
each  week. 

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber,"  Mr.  Low- 
rey said,  "will  use  all  available  means  to 
publicize  the  program.  We  fully  appreciate 
the  need  for  whole  blood  for  our  men  in 
Korea,  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  building 
up  a  stockpile  of  plasma  for  civilian  defense 
needs." 

John  P.  Gilchrist,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Public  Affairs  Department,  reports 
that  a  letter  received  by  the  Chamber  from 
the  Red  Cross  states: 

"We  are  able  to  supply  less  than  60  per 
cent  of  the  blood  requested  (for  Korea). 
The  response  of  individuals  rises  and  falls 
with  the  headlines.  There  must  be  a  steady 
supply  of  blood  to  save  the  servicemen  who 
lie  wounded  in  hospitals,  even  when  casual- 
ties are  not  high  in  the  field." 


Chamber  Study  Points  Up   Importance   Of  S, 


The  San  Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  ac- 
counts for  more  than  half  of  the  malt  brew- 
ing indust2-y  in  the  entire  state,  according 
to  a  study  of  the  1951  Brewers'  Almanac 
completed  this  week  by  the  Chamber's  Re- 
search Department. 

Of  a  California  total  of  $48,400,000  for 
1947  ("value  added  by  manufacturer"  in 
the  brewing  industry)  this  area  accounted 
for  $25,600,000,  it  was  reported  by  Ralph 
Koeber,  Research  Department  Manager. 

"Concentrated  in  San  Francisco  alone," 
the  report  states,  "are  several  of  the  West's 
largest  brewing  industries  including  Acme, 
Anchor,  Lucky  Lager,  Rainier,  Regal  Pale 
and  the  San  Francisco  Brewing  Company — 
the  latter  having  recently  completed  a  five 
million  dollar  expansion  program. 

"These  breweries  account  for  most  of  the 
brewing  industry  in  the  Bay  Area — which 
in  turn  accounts  for  the  preponderance  of 
the  output  of  the  State  of  California,"  Koe- 
ber's  report  continued. 

The  relative  significance  of  the  malt 
brewing  industry  in  California  in  1950  in 
relation  to  other  states  in  the  nation  is 
thoroughly  presented  in  the  Brewer's  Al- 
manac, according  to  Koeber,  who  has  ex- 
tracted the  following  highlights: 


Total  consumption  of  malt  beverage  dur- 
ing 1950  in  California  ranked  fifth  among 
the  States  and  amounted  to  5,241,420  bar- 
rels (31  gallons  per  barrel).  New  York 
was  first  with  11,064,380  barrels;  Pennsyl- 
vania followed  with  7,693,618  barrels;  Illi- 
nois with  6,034,659  barrels;  and  Ohio  fourth 
with  5,437.946  barrels. 

California's  per  capita  consumption, 
however,  tied  Texas  for  23rd  place,  with 
15.3  gallons — compared  to  the  10-year  aver- 
age of  15.9  gallons,  and  the  U.  S.  average 
consumption  of  17  gallons  in  1950  and  16.9 
gallons  for  the  10-year  average. 

A  study  of  the  long-range  picture  reveals 
that  California  production  of  malt  bever- 
ages in  1950  amounted  to  4,458,781  barrels, 
or  an  increase  of  74 'f  over  1940  production 
but  despite  this  growth  production  has  not 
kept  up  with  consumption  since  1941.  Be- 
tween 1934  and  1940,  production  led  con- 
.sumption  except  during  the  years  1936  and 
1939.  The  State  of  Wisconsin  led  all  states 
in  production  in  1950,  amounting  to  12,649,- 
071  tjarrels.  California  was  eighth  in  pro- 
duction rank. 

According  to  the  Almanac,  taxes  on  a 
barrel  of  draught  beer  ranked  from  as  high 
as  $10.00  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  a  low

of  62c  in  California  and  Wyoming — both 
sharing  the  distinction  of  having  the  lowest 
tax. 

Tax  collections  in  California  and  the 
United  States  during  the  calendar  year 
1950  for  various  alcoholic  beverages  indi- 
cate that  the  malt  beverages  make  a  large 
contribution  to  the  revenue  of  both  the 
states  and  the  nation.

Governor  Commends  C  of  C 
For  Rapid  Transit  Aid 

Governor  Earl  Warren  has  commended 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  for  its  aid  to 
him  concerning  the  advisability  of  passage 
of  Senate  Bill  549  creating  a  Bay  Area 
Metropolitan  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 

The  bill  was  passed  by  the  last  State 
Legislature  and  has  been  signed  by  Gov- 
ernor Warren. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  Chamber  Presi- 
dent Alan  J.  Lowrey,  the  Governor  thanked 
the  group  for  its  beneficial  views  on  the 
subject. 

The  legislation  creates  a  Rapid  Transit 
Commission  for  the  purpose  of  studying  and 
correlating  data  and  findings  on  transit 
needed.  The  Commission  will  make  en- 
gineering studies  and  estimate  costs  of  an 
"integrated"  Rapid  Transit  S.ystem  within 
the  nine  San  Francisco  Bay  Metropolitan 
Area  counties. 

On  June  7  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors had  gone  on  record  as  being  in 
support  of  the  principles  embodied  in  the 
bill. 

According  to  Chamber  General  Manager 
G.  L.  Fox,  the  group  has  been  active  in 
various  ways  in  matters  pertaining  to  Ba,\- 
Area  Rapid  Transit  for  se\eral  years.  He 
explained  that  the  Chamber  worked  witli 
City  Supervisor  Marvin  E.  Lewis  and  was 
represented  at  meetings  of  the  Citizens 
Committee  appointed  by  Mayor  Elmer  E. 
Robinson  and  headed  by  Henry  E.  North, 
former  Chamber  President. 

San  Francisco  Senator  Gerald  J.  O'Gara 
also  wrote  Mr.  Lowrey  on  the  occasion  of 
the  bill's  passage  and  said,  "The  continuing 
support  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  been  of  material  assistance 
in  the  passage  of  this  legislation  so  im- 
portant to  the  Bay  Area." 


Food  Products  Dominate  '50 
Exports  From  Local  Ports 

Vegetable  food  products  and  beverages 
continued  to  dominate  San  Francisco's  ex- 
port picture  during  1950,  it  was  revealed 
by  the  Chamber's  World  Trade  Department 
following  its  study  of  a  report  recently  re- 
leased by  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Com- 
missioners. 

Titled  "Foreign  Trade  Through  San 
Francisco  Customs  District" — the  report  is 
a  yearly  project  of  the  Board  which  is  di- 
rected by  Port  Manager  Robert  H.  Wylie. 

It  shows  that  vegetable  food  products 
and  beverages  supplied  the  largest  export 
volume  with  $73,300,000  as  compared  to 
1948  with  $63,570,000.  Total  exports  re- 
mained high  at  $270,840,000  in  spite  of  the 
loss  of  a  number  of  markets  in  the  Far 
East.  Many  of  California's  world  famous 
products  loom  large,  with  di'ied  and  evapo- 
rated fruits  totaling  $19,500,000  leading 
these  products.  Barley  and  r\e  exports  ex- 
ceeded $9,000,000  and  canned  and  preserved 
fruits  exceeded  $8,000,000.  Inedible  vege- 
table products  and  manufactures  totaled 
$11,371,000  in  1950  as  against  $14,000,000 
in  1948. 

Of  steadily  increasing  importance  are 
Bay  Area  machinery  and  vehicles  that  are 
being  exported,  while  less  than  in  1948, 
the   volume   in   1950   was   $36,882,000.     All

Russell  Smith  Reports  on  International  Chamber  Meet 


While  concerned  with  the  economic  con- 
sequences of  rearmament  and  worried 
about  large  scale  United  States  buying  of 
raw  materials  in  world  markets,  represen- 
tatives of  the  thirty  nations  meeting  at 
the  Congress  of  the  International  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  Lisbon  last  month  showed 
an  undeniable  air  of  optimism  about  world 
problems.  This  was  reported  by  Russel  G. 
Smith,  executive  vice  president  of  the  Bank 
of  America,  to  the  World  Trade  Association 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  Foreign  Credit  Chapter  of 
the  Credit  Managers'  Association  at  one  of 
the  Association's  recent  meetings. 

Attending  his  second  Congress  of  the  In- 
ternational Chamber,  Smith  reported  the 
sessions  in  Portugal  found  a  high  degree  of 
harmony  among  the  "non-official"  business- 
men delegates,  including  a  substantial  dele- 
gation from  Japan  and  a  large  group  from 
Germany,  and  the  first  Spanish  participa- 
tion in  years. 

Representing  business  and  industrial  in- 
terests and  not  their  governments,  the  dele- 
gates spent  considerable  time  discussing 
liberalization  of  exchange  controls  and  use 


of  variations  in  exchange  rates  for  domestic 
economic  stabilization  and  labor  cost  equali- 
zation, as  well  as  banking,  taxation,  trans- 
portation, world  trade  and  other  fields  of 
mutual  interest.  There  was  active  interest 
in  increased  productivit.v  as  developed  in 
the  United  States  through  reinvestment  of 
business  profits  in  expansion  and  new  de- 
velopment. Smith  reported,  and  also  the 
advantages  of  increasing  per  capita  con- 
sumption to  achieve  higher  living  standards. 
One  of  the  most  significant  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Congress,  Smith  said,  was  the 
revision  of  a  booklet  first  put  out  by  the 
International  Chamber  in  1933  providing 
standard  procedures  for  opening  docu- 
mentary letters  of  credit.  Worldwide  dis- 
tribution of  the  new  publication  should 
help  world  traders  and  other  businessmen 
avoid  misunderstandings  and  expensive  liti- 
gation. A  similar  step  was  inaugurated  by 
the  Congress  with  the  establishment  of  a 
committee  to  work  toward  a  uniform  set  of 
interpretations  of  commercial  terms  to  be 
used  by  businessmen  throughout  the  world 
— a  worthy  undertaking  which  may  take 
years,  according  to  Smith.

An  official  delegation  from  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  was  in  Tracj-  last  Saturda.\- 
to  witness  the  ceremonies  that  started  the 
flow  of  water  from  Shasta-Cascades  into 
the  Central  Valley  Project  canals  —  350 
miles  away. 

The  four-man  group  was  headed  by 
Chamber  Vice-President  W.  P.  Fuller,  III, 
and  included  Chamber  General  Manager 
G.  L.  Fox,  Frank  M.  Dana,  Bank  of  Amer- 
ica, vice-president  and  a  member  of  the 
Chamber's  Inter-City  Committee  and  Car- 
roll A.  Snyker,  the  Chamber's  Domestic 
Trade  department  manager. 

They  attended  a  special  "Dignitaries' 
Luncheon"  and  then  were  on  hand  when 
the  first  water  was  drawn  into  the  giant 
Tracy  pumping  plant  after  traveling  at  the 
rate  of  two  and  one-half  miles  an  hour 
from  the  Shasta  Dam  where  it  was  first 
released.

The  Chamber's  board  of  directors  voted 
approval  of  the  raise  in  line  with  a  recom- 
mendation of  The  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Conference  of  which  it  is  a  member. 

Chamber  Vice-President  J.  W.  Mailliard. 
Ill,  reported  to  the  board  that  it  was 
found  the  salaries  of  the  San  Francisco 
firemen  and  policemen  are  now  below 
those  of  several  cities  in  the  United  States 
of  comparable  size  if  working  hours  and 
cost  of  living  are  taken  into  consideration. 

"The  $20  a  month  increase,"  Mailliard 
said,  "will  bring  salaries  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco departments  above  95  per  cent  of  the 
cities  of  comparable  size  in  the  country."

Medicinal 
and  pharmaceutical  preparations  showed  a 
gain  of  2.50  per  cent.

"Fundamental  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  economy  and  in  the  econ- 
omy of  the  world  since  the  antitrust  laws  were  enacted  in  1890,  making  a 
specific  review  vital  today,"  G.  L.  Fox,  San  Francisco  Chamber  General  Man- 

ager    quoted,    in    letters    which    conveyed 

copies  of  a  bill  introduced  in  the  United 
State  Senate  July  31  by  The  Honorable 
Wayne  Morse  of  Oregon. 

The  quote  was  from  a  statement  made 
1:].\'  Senator  Morse  and  The  Honorable  J.  K. 
Javits  of  New  York  in  introducing  the  bills. 
Representative  Javits  introduced  the  legis- 
lation in  the  Hou.se  of  Representatives. 

Both  bills,  S.  1944  and  H.R.  5015,  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  a  "Commission  on 
Revision  of  the  Antitrust  Laws  of  the 
United  States,"  basing  the  necessity  on 
tliese  declarations:

Highlights  Of  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Presented  In  1951  'Economic  Survey' 


Resources  of  the  city,  the  Bay  Area  and 
Western  markets  are  fully  covered  in  this 
year's  annual  "Economic  Survey."  A  project 
of  the  Chamber's  Research  Department 
headed  by  Ralph  B.  Koeber,  the  36-page 
booklet — fully  titled,  "San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  Area  .  .  An  Economic  Survey  and 
Yearly  Review" — has  just  been  completed 
for  those  in  need  of  an  up-to-date  cross- 
section  of  local  and  regional  developments. 
The  1951  economic  bird's-eye  view  of  the 
area  is  presented  in  five  major  categoi'ies — 
Bay  Area  Highlights  and  Situation;  Life 
in  the  Bay  Area;  Business  and  Industry 
Trends;  and  Markets  and  Resource  Ap- 
praisal— California  Trade  Areas. 

A  few  of  the  salient  findings  reported  in 
this  edition  reveal  that  San  Francisco  with 


775,357  residents  is  eleventh  in  size  among 
the  20  ranking  cities  in  the  nation — and 
was  fifth  in  numerical  growth,  acquiring 
140,821  new  residents  between  the  1940  and 
1950  census  periods.  San  Francisco  was  first 
in  1950  in  Net  Effective  Buying  Income  Per 
Capita  and  Per  Family. 

Tangible  property  sold  at  retail  through 
some  24,201  outlets  in  San  Francisco 
amounted  to  $1,351,651,000— which  did  not 
include  sales  of  food  for  off-premise  con- 
.sumption  or  gasoline  sales.  (If  they  were 
added,  the  total  sales  would  be  boosted  well 
above  the  $1.5  billion  mark.) 

Developments  in  the  Bay  Area  appraised 
in  1950  against  1940  reveal  gains  as  fol- 
lows: Residents- 54.6',;-  (947,000  numeri. 
call.v);  Manufacturing  Employment — 60%; 
Civilian  Employment— 64.57p;  Retail  Trade 


—234.3%;  Wholesale  Trade— 215.1%;  Fi- 
nancial Transactions — 225.4%;  Bank  Debits 
--199.4%:   Net  Buying  Income— 191.1%. 

The  appraisal  also  revealed  that  the  Bay 
Area  (nine  Bay  Counties)  contain  25.3%r  of 
the  State  population,  28.1%  of  insured 
workers,  30.8'r  of  personal  income  on  re- 
turns. 39.2%  of  wholesale  sales,  and  39.6% 
of  bank  debits  of  the  State  total. 

The  Review  also  shows  that  the  Pacific 
Coast  with  14,486.527  residents  contains 
9.61';r  of  the  nation's  population  but  ac- 
counted for  24.98'r  of  the  national  popula- 
tion increa.se  between  1940  and  1950. 

It  reveals  that  the  11  western  states  have 
19,561,525  residents  or  12.98%  of  the  na- 
tion's population,  and  accounted  for  29.84% 
of  the  nation's  population  increase  for  the 
10-year  period.

From  time  to  time,  in  casual  "thumb  through"  sessions  with  your  favorite 
magazines,  you  have  undoubtedly  noticed  photographs  of  San  Francisco.  It's 
not  "happenstance"  that  local  scenes  appear  in  regional,  national  and  inter- 
national magazines,  month  in  and  month  out.  It  is  to  a  great  extent  the  result 
of  a  service  provided  publications  and  other  media  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  Chamber  believes  the  logic  behind  the  service  is  sound.  The  publicizmg 

of  San  Francisco  increases  the  desire  for 
products  manufactured  here,  helps  continue 
the  influx  of  new  industrial  operations  and 
increases  the  tourist  dollar. 

In  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year, 
the  Chamber  distributed  344  photographs 
of  local  scenes:  an  average  of  49  a  month. 
Last  year's  total  was  662. 

The  publications  which  make  use  of  the 
service  range  from  small  house  organs  with 
a  circulation  of  500,  to  wire  services  which, 
when  all  their  member  publications  are 
taken  into  account,  have  circulation  figures 
running  into  the  millions. 

Television  audiences  across  the  country 
are  now  familiar  with  the  Civic  Center,  the 
Bridges,  Coit  Tower  and  other  .San  Fran- 
cisco scenes  —  for  this  new  industry  has 
found  a  ready  source  of  picture  material 
in  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

Aside  from  the  usual  publication  and 
television  requests,  whenever  an  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself  to  "make  San  Fran- 
cisco known,"  a  photograph  is  sped  on  its 
way,  according  to  Betty  Droit,  the  young 
lady  who  maintains  the  picture  file  in  the 
Publicity  Department. 

An  example  would  be  the  many  photo- 
graphs now  being  sent  to  foreign  publica- 
tions to  aid  their  coverage  of  the  forthcom- 
ing Japanese  Peace  Treaty  signing  here. 

Text  and  technical  book  publishers,  ency- 
clopedias and  educational  centers  are  also 
regularly  serviced  with  Chamber  photo- 
graphs. 

Although  the  basic  color  and  atmosphere 
of  the  city  remain  the  same  from  year  to 
year,  constant  improvements  are  being 
made  throughout  San  Francisco  and  in 
order  to  keep  the  Chamber's  photograph 
file  up  to  date,  a  constant  review  is  made  of 
pictures  taken  by  Chamber  member  photog-

Hand-woven  stoles,  table  mats  and  mod- 
ern abstract  design  lamps  are  some  of  the 
items  on  sale  at  the  shop.  All  of  the  prod- 
ucts on  display  were  created  by  the  physi- 
cally handicapped — disabled  veterans,  the 
blind,  and  victims  of  rheumatic  fever  and 
other  crippling  ailments. 

The  AWVS  venture  is  approved  by  the 
State's  Board  of  Rehabilitation.  Mary 
Louise  Schwabacher,  the  project's  coordina- 
tor, and  her  fellow  workers  cooperate  with 
organizations  promoting  the  welfare  of  the 
handicapped  as  well  as  with  individual 
cases.

The  1952  Grand  National  Junior  Live- 
stock Exposition  has  been  saved  for  the 
boys  and  girls  of  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America  and  4-H,  and  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  has  been  thanked  for  its  help  in 
the  campaign. 

The  annual  shows  staged  at  the  City's 
Cow  Palace  were  in  danger  of  being  dis- 
continued because  of  insufficient  funds.  As 
a  result,  bills  were  introduced  into  the 
State  legislature  to  allocate  moneys  from 
the  fair  and  exposition  fund  sufficient  to 
continue  the  Exposition. 

The  Chamber's  governing  bod.\'  approved 
the  action  and  instructed  its  legislative 
representative,  John  P.  Gilchrist,  to  make 
the  Chamber's  views  known  in  Sacramento. 

It  was  this  action  that  heliwd  put  the 
bills  through,  accor<ling  to  Porter  Sesnon, 
president  of  the  No.  1-A  District  Agricul- 
tural Association.

One-Man  Street  Cars  OK'd 


The  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  has 
approved  the  recommendation  of  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Conference  to  amend 
the  city  initiative  ordinance  which  at  pres- 
ent prohibits  one-man  operated  street  cars 
and  to  allow  their  use  where  the  Municipal 
Railwaj'  deems  it  necessary. 

The  Conference  recommendation  stated, 
"It  was  the  feeling  of  the  group  that  this 
ordinance  is  poor  legislation,  should  not  be 
on  the  books  and  an  amendment  of  it  would 
not  only  make  more  effective  the  operation 
of  street  cars  but  would  save  (the  city) 
over  .$800,000  per  year." 


Chamber  Urges  Study  Of  Fine  Arts  BIdg.  Restoration 


To  explore  further  the  feasibility  of  pre- 
serving the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Cham- 
ber has  sent  a  letter  to  the  City's  Recrea- 
tion and  Park  Commission  suggesting  the 
group  consider  "alternative  proposals"  be- 
fore taking  final  action  on  construction  of 
an  exposition  building  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

The  Commission  has  a  tentative  plan  to 
erect  an  Exposition  building  for  a  San 
Francisco  County  Fair  and  annual  flower 
show  from  funds  already  available  in  the 
County  Fair  Fund  in  the  city  treasury. 

J.  W.  Mailliard,  III,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Civic  Development  Committee, 
wrote : 

"■With  the  funds  available  in  the  County 
Fair  Fund,  possibly  augmented  by  addi- 
tional state  funds,  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts, 
which  has  architectural  significance  of 
world  renown,  could  be  rehabilitated  and 


u.scd  for  an  outstanding  annual  floral  ex- 
hibit. 

"The  balance  of  the  year,  exhibits  of 
various  types,  such  as  the  latest  industrial, 
engineering  and  scientific  developments 
could  be  shown  along  with  other  events 
which  would  be  of  great  public  interest  and 
benefit  to  San  Francisco." 

The  Chamber  has  been  studying  the  feas- 
ibilit.v  of  restoring  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts 
since  first  approached  recently  with  a  plan 
by  Bernard  Maybeck,  the  building's  original 
designer.  William  G.  Merchant,  local  archi- 
tect and  Chamber  director,  is  also  working 
"along  similar  lines." 

The  Chamber  will  continue  to  explore  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  sufficient  funds  to 
preserve  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  building 
while  the  architectural  methods  are  still 
being  finalized,  according  to  D.  P.  Street, 
the  Chamber's  Civic  Development  Depart- 
ment Manager.

"There  exists,  under  the  antitrust  stat- 
utes of  the  United  States,  conflicts  in  policy 
as  to  the  proper  standards  of  conduct  re- 
quired to  be  observed  by  American  indus- 
try; . .  ■  interpretation  and  administration  of 
the  said  laws  by  the  several  courts  and  ad- 
ministrative agencies  have  not  succeeded  in 
resolving  said  conflicts;  .  .  .  such  conflicts 
and  duplication  of  responsibility  among  en- 
forcement agencies  have  resulted  in  unnec- 
essary expense  and  burdens  on  the  Federal 
Government  and  on  business  .  . ." 
■  The  Chamber  letters  which  this  week 
conveyed  the  Senate  bill  to  chamber  execu- 
tives reiterated  this  organization's  long- 
standing advocacy  of  establishment  of  a 
commission  such  as  proposed  in  the  pending 
legislation. 

The  letters  requested  direct  action  by  the 
executives  contacted  toward  support  of  the 
biUs. 

Twelve  members  would  compose  the  com- 
mission sought  to  be  established.  Four  each 
would  be  appointed  by  the  President,  the 
President   pro   tempore   of   the  Senate  and 


tlic  Spealicr  of  llic  House  of  Itepresenta- 
lives.  Two  would  bo  members  of  the  Senate 
and  two  of  the  House. 

According  to  Senator  Morse  and  Repre- 
sentative Javits,  the  commission  would 
study,  investigate  and  hear  evidence  with 
a  view  toward  determining: 

(1)  The  effect  of  the  existing  price  sys- 
tems and  pricing  policies  of  business  and 
industry  upon  the  general  level  of  trade, 
employment,  profits,  production  and  con- 
sumption; 

12)  The  effect  and  operation  of  existing 
antitrust  statutes  as  interpreted  and  ad- 
ministered under  judicial  decisions  and 
administrative  regulations,  decisions  and 
orders,  upon  competition,  price  levels,  em- 
ployment, profits,  production  and  consump- 
tion; and 

(3)  The  extent  and  causes  of  concentra- 
tion of  economic  power  and  financial  con- 
trol and  their  effect  on  competition. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber's  interest  in 
antitrust  law  re-examination  dates  back  to 
November,  1950,  when  its  Manufacturers' 
Committee  received  approval  by  the  Cham- 


ber's Hoard  of  iJireclurs  of  a  policy  em- 
bodying a  program  to  be  undertaken  "so  as 
to  perpetuate  the  system  of  private  enter- 
prise under  which  America  has  become  the 
greatest  nation  in  the  world." 

"It  is  understood,"  the  statement  con- 
tinued, "(hat  such  a  commission  should 
represent  every  segment  of  our  citizenship, 
be  cho.sen  on  non-partisan  lines  with  full 
investigatory  powers  . . .  and  be  adequately 
financed   by   Congressional   appropriation." 

The  approved  policy  statement  obliged 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  to  "do  every- 
thing within  its  power  and  take  all  neces- 
sary steps  to  help  effectuate  the  establish- 
ment of  a  National  Commission  for  said 
purposes." 

Following  this  Board  action,  the  Chamber 
sent  copies  of  an  address  entitled,  "The 
American  Economy  and  the  Antitrust 
Laws,"  by  Philip  S.  Ehrlich,  San  Francisco 
attorney,  to  1400  chamber  executives 
throughout  the  nation,  winning  many  favor- 
able responses.  Mr.  Ehrlich  subsequently 
has  been  most  active  in  behalf  of  the  pro- 
posed legislation. 


Electronics  Pool  Acclaimed 
In  National  Publications 

National  mention  has  been  accorded  the 
activities  of  the  Chamber-sponsored  Bay 
Area  Electronics  Pool,  it  was  reported  this 
week  by  this  organization's  Industrial  De- 
partment. An  outgrowth  of  efforts  by  the 
Electronics  Section  early  this  year,  the  pool 
is  a  group  of  15  Bay  Area  manufacturers 
formed  to  promote  defense  contracts. 

BUSINESS  WEEK  last  month  carried  a 
story  about  the  pool  which  reported,  in 
part,  "Its  members  bid  individually  on  both 
prime  and  subcontracts,  but  base  their  bids 
on  a  prospectus  detailing  the  joint  re- 
sources —  plant,  equipment,  personnel  and 
special  skills — of  all  15  (electronic  firms)." 

MODERN  INDUSTRY,  also  last  month, 
ran  a  picture  supplied  by  the  Chamber  of 
the  pool's  officers — all  San  Franciscans — 
saying,  "Production  pools  of  manufacturers 
willing  to  cooperate  in  getting  and  servicing 
war  orders  are  sprouting  again  . .  ." 

WESTERN  METALS  and  other  trade 
and  general  magazines  have  thoroughly  re- 
ported this  result  of  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber enterprise  which  is  aimed  at  securing 
more  defense  business  for  small  manufac- 
turers.

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Car  Tracks  Removed  On 
Chamber  Recommendation 

Reflecting  a  Chamber  of  Commerce 
recommendation  was  the  appro\al  earl.\ 
this  weeK  of  the  removal  of  the  street  car 
tracl<s  on  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  other 
needed  improvements  of  the  thoroughfare 
by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors, 
according  to  Belford  Brown,  Chairman  of 
the  Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway  Com- 
mittee. 

Leonard  Mosias,  a  member  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Committee,  represented  the  organiza- 
tion at  this  weels's  meeting  of  the  city's 
governing  body.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
cost  of  re-installing  street  car  service  on 
Van  Ness  Avenue  would  be  prohibitive  since 
the  power  lines  and  stanchions  for  the  over- 
head wires  were  removed  some  time  ago. 

Removal  of  the  tracks  was  urged  at  this 
time  since  a  delay  might  necessitate  funds 
beyond  those  already  available  because  of 
the  rising  cost  of  such  work  and  the  safety 
factors  involved. 


Colonel  Tandy  In  Korea 
Receives  National  Mention 

Colonel  Fremont  S.  tTom)  Tandy,  former 
San  Francisco  District  Engineer,  native 
San  Franciscan  and  honorary  member  of 
the  Chamber's  Armed  Forces  Committee,  is 
now  commanding  the  32nd  Engineer  Con- 
struction Group  somewhere  in  Korea. 

Recently  Colonel  Tandy  and  his  unit  re- 
ceived national  publicity  when  TIME  maga- 
zine recorded  the  story  of  how  the  people 
of  Andong  were  without  theu-  Bridge  of 
the  Rising  Buddha.  It  had  been  destroyed 
by  Red  bombs. 

Andong's  County  Chieftain  Lee  John  Hee 
asked  West  Pointer  Tandy  if  he  and  his 
men  would  raise  a  new  bridge.  Tandy  an- 
swered, "You  supply  the  materials  and  the 
labor  and  I'll  supply  the  engineers." 

According  to  the  national  publication,  the 
new  bridge  was  built  and  Tandy  and  his 
unit  were  officially  cited  and  honored  for 
the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge  and  other 
war-damaged  structures  in  the  Andong 
area. 

For  manj-  years  the  Colonel,  while  in  San 
Francisco,  worked  with  the  Armed  Forces 
Committee  staffed  by  John  P.  Gilchrist  in 
such  projects  as  dredge  hopper  tours  of  the 
Bay  and  inspections  of  Army  and  Navy 
installations. 

In  a  letter  to  Gilchrist,  Tandy  com- 
mented: 

"There  are  good  Californians  all  over 
Korea — doing  hundreds  of  jobs  which  we 
hope  will  end  soon.  Bridges  here  are  big 
and  small,  but  none  will  ever  look  as  good 
to  us  as  seeing  the  Golden  Gate  again."

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Factory  Expansion 
Shows  Steady  Gain 

Continued  industrial  expansion  was 
in  evidence  in  the  Bay  Region  during 
July,  according  to  the  latest  survey 
by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Depart- 
ment. With  all  indications  pointing  to 
a  record  year  in  factory  development 
for  the  area,  July's  gain  was  consis- 
tent with  the  accelerated  growth  re- 
ported thus  far  in  1951. 

San  Francisco,  with  nine  projects  an- 
nounced or  begun  during  July,  enjoyed  cap- 
ital expansion  in  the  amount  of  $1,3.54,000. 
In  the  12-county  Bay  Area,  nine  new  plants 
representing  $1,321,700  and  35  plant  expan- 
sions representing  $6,851,031,  brought  a 
total  expansion  value  of  $8,172,731. 

Northern  California  plant  expansion  was 
reported  at  $15,043,057,  with  ten  new  plants 
and  45  expansions  of  existing  facilities.

Chamber  Helps  Korean 
Counterpart  Regain  Feet 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  is  helping 
to  put  the  war-devastated  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Korea  "back  into  business," 
according  to  G.  L.  Fox,  General  Manager 
of  the  San  Francisco  organization. 

All  of  the  Korean  Chamber's  printed 
materials  were  destroyed  when  its  offices 
were  burned  during  fighting  in  Seoul.  The 
Chamber  followed  the  Korean  government 
and  a  majority  of  its  members  to  Pusan, 
the  southernmost  port  of  Korea,  and  opened 
an  interim  office. 

The  Korean  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
through  its  President,  Chun  Yong  Soon, 
wrote  to  its  San  Francisco  counterpart, 
requesting  aid  in  re-establishing  printed 
documents  concerning  international  trade, 
statistics  and  other  materials  indispensable 
to  its  activity. 

The  World  Trade  Department  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  responded  with  a  seven- 
pound  package  dispatched  by  air  freight  to 
Korea  which  contained  a  variety  of  mate- 
rial including  information  concerning  San 
Francisco,  its  industry,  foreign  trade  and 
other  aspects  of  its  commercial  life  and 
activity. 

"We  will  continue  to  carry  on  our  pro- 
gram of  assistance  to  the  Korean  Cham- 
ber," Fox  said,  "in  order  that  the  organiza- 
tion can  effectively  carry  out  its  important 
role  in  re-establishing  the  commercial  com- 
munity  and   foreign   commerce   in   Korea."

Puerto  Rico  Manpower 
Offered  U.  S.  Industry 

Employers  faced  with  manpower  short- 
ages now  have  the  opportunity  of  hiring 
qualified  personnel  from  Puerto  Rico,  ac- 
cording to  the  Chamber's  World  Trade 
Department. 

In  view  of  the  national  manpower  prob- 
lem, the  Economic  Development  Adminis- 
tration— an  agency  of  the  Government  of 
Puerto  Rico — has  worked  out  a  plan  in 
cooperation  with  manpower  mobilization 
agencies  to  provide  mainland  employers 
with  "carefully  selected  groups  of  workers, 
screened  for  aptitude,  experience,  physique, 
and  health,  when  they're  needed,  and  where 
they're  needed." 

The  program  provides  that  the  govern- 
mental agency  will  enter  into  a  contract 
with  employers  who  have  obtained  a  "clear- 
ance" from  the  local  employment  service 
which  has  led  to  an  accepted  order  from  the 
Puerto  Rico  Employment  Service.

Chamber,  Senator  Collier 
Confer  On  Freeway  Problem 

In  a  further  step  toward  earl.\-  comple- 
tion of  freeways  in  this  area,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  through  its  Tri-County  Bay- 
shore  Freeway  Committee  membership  met 
last  week  with  State  Senator  Randolph 
Collier  to  become  further  advised  as  to  his 
plans  for  the  financing  of  needed  highway 
improvements. 

According  to  Committee  Chairman  Mar- 
tin J.  Dinkelspiel,  Senator  Collier  stated 
that  a  deficiency  of  approximately  S'/z  bil- 
lion dollars  exists  in  the  present  state  high- 
way construction  program. 

The  legislator  urged  the  adoption  of  a 
plan  that  would  add  one  billion  dollars  to 
present  construction  funds  through  an  in- 
crease of  one  cent  in  the  present  gas  tax. 
The  bond  issue  would  be  spent  at  the  rate 
of  100  million  dollars  a  year  over  a  period 
of  ten  years.  Collier  said,  with  a  cost  of 
"only  50  cents  a  month  for  the  average 
motorist."

Business  Conditions  During  July  Better  Tlian  Year  Ago 


Monthly  Report  by  the  Research  Department 

Jul.\'  general  business  conditions  paral- 
leled the  seasonal  trend  of  the  two  preced- 
ing years,  turning  down  from  the  level  of 
the  previous  month  but  remaining  above 
last  July.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  July 
Index  at  271.8  exceeded  last  July  by  10.8% 
and  carried  the  7  month  average  to  283. .5 
or  16.4%  above  last  year.  Most  of  the  major 
activities  in  July  were  well  above  a  year 
ago  with  the  exception  of  retail  department 
store  sales  which  fell  nearly  13%  below  the 
level  of  last  July — resulting  from  the  buying 
spree  following  the  outburst  of  war  in 
Korea. 

The  trend  in  other  major  items  in  July 
compared  to  a  year  ago  reveals  value  of 
construction  up  4.9%;  bank  debits  up  22%; 
employment  placements  up  11%;  San  Fran- 
cisco Port  revenue  tons  up  8.8%;  electrical 
energy  sales  up  O.l'*;  freight  car  move- 
ments up  0.4%  ;  Bay  Bridge  traffic  up  2.6% ; 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  traffic  up  8.3%;  and 
Tourists  and  Settlers  inquiries  received  at 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  up  27.5%.  Lia- 
bilities  of   commercial    failures   showed   a 


downv\ard  improvement  of  75%.  Reports 
for  June  compared  to  January  1951,  reveal 
average  hourly  earnings  in  all  manufactur- 
ing was  up  2.8% ;  in  wholesale  trade  up 
1.1%;  in  retail  trade  up  2.1%;  in  the  serv- 
ice field,  hotels  and  lodging  places,  no 
change;  and  in  laundry,  cleaning  and  dye- 
ing, up  4.8%.  The  Consumers  Price  Index 
rise  between  December  15,  1950,  and  June 
15.  1951,  was  up  3.8%. 

A  cross-section  survey  for  the  first  7 
months  reveals:  general  business  up  16.4%; 
retail  trade  up  5.3%  ;  bank  debits  up  22.67c ; 
employment  placements  up  70.5%;  freight 
car  movements  up  16.3% ;  San  Francisco 
Port  revenue  tons  up  16.5% ;  electrical 
energy  sales  up  15.2%;  and  tourist  and 
settler  inquiries  up  20.9%.  Liabilities  of 
commercial  failures  showed  a  downward 
improvement  of  47%. 

CONSTRUCTION    AND    REAL    ESTATE 

July  building  permits  of  585  were  valued 
at  $3.284,.562.  New  residential  permits  ac- 
counted for  62.  valued  at  $870,450  and  pro- 
vided for  113  dwelling  units.  There  were  11 
non-residential  permits  valued  at  $1,442,300 


and  511  additions,  alterations  and  repairs 
valued  at  $971,812.  Although  the  residential 
represented  a  drop  of  50%  below  a  year 
ago,  the  non-residential  was  three  times 
greater  than  last  year. 

Real  estate  deeds  recorded  in  July  num- 
bering 1,513,  were  12.6%    below  last  year; 
there  were   1.243  mortgages   and  deeds  of

Chamber's  Scrap  Drive 
Making  Good  Progress 

O.  L.  Pringle,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Scrap  Mobilization  Com- 
mittee, made  a  highly  encouraging 
report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  last 
week  regarding  progress  of  an  ener- 
getic drive  begun  this  spring  to  dis- 
cover and  flush  out  dormant  steel 
scrap  for  defense  and  essential  civil- 
ian programs. 

Mr.  Pringle,  who  is  vice  president  of 
Columbia  Steel  Company,  reporled  that 
major  steel  producing,  distributing  and 
warehouse  companies  of  San  Francisco  had 
cooperated  to  the  fullest  in  the  drive  which 
is  part  of  a  nationwide  program  considered 
vital  to  the  country's  welfare. 

He  said  that  as  a  result  of  one  meeting 
held  at  the  Chamber  May  22  with  12  lop- 
ranking  local  steel  producers,  distributors 
and  warehousemen,  individual  requests 
have  been  made  to  literally  hundreds  of 
smaller  firms  to  collect  their  dormant  scrap 
— and  that  the  effort  has  had  worthwhile 
results. 

Many  of  the  steel  companies  themselves, 
Mr.  Pringle  said,  have  discovered  and  re- 
captured dormant  scrap  in  their  own 
plants.  He  cited  his  own  organization  as 
an  example,  having  discovered  150  carloads 
of  dormant  scrap  steel  in  its  Pittsburg  and 
Torrcncc  plants. 

Samples  of  the  responses  received  were 
cited  by  Mr.  Pringle  as  follows:

Walter  Rohde  In  Salt  Lake    i 
On  ICC  Class  Rates  Case    ' 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Mana,ger  of  the  Cham-  1 
ber's  Transportation  Department,  is  in  Salt 
Lake  City  today  attending  a  prc-hearing 
conference  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  on  the  matters  of  Mountain- 
Pacific  Class  Rates  and  Transcontinental 
Class  Rates.  While  there,  he  is  scheduled  to 
lile  petitions  asking  for  the  discontinuance 
and  dismissal  of  the  proceedings. 

Both  rate  matters,  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  Dockets  30416  and  30660,  were 
instituted  on  motion  of  the  ICC  and  not  on 
complaint  or  representation  of  either  ship- 
pers or  carriers  that  the  present  class  rates 
are  unreasonable  or  discriminatory. 

Acting  as  an  official  representative  of 
the  Chamber,  Rohde  in  the  matter  of  the 
Mountain-Pacific  Class  Rales  will  bring  to 
li.ght  the  fact  the  Chamber  has  reviewed 
the  petition  and  brief  of  the  California 
Manufacturers  Association  and  subscr.bes 
to  and  endorses  the  arguments  advanced. 

He  further  will  state  that  the  present 
rates  give  proper  recognition  to  the  lower 
costs  incident  to  the  handling  of  volume 
less  than  carload  shipments. 

These  rates  are  graded  downward  for 
shipments  of  2,000  pounds  for  limited  dis- 
tances,   and    for    4,000,    10,000    and    20.000

Minimum  Wage  Issue  Important  To  San  Francisco  Manufacturers 

While  California  manufacturcr.s 
this  week  were  mobilizing  forces  to 
protect  the  minimum  wage  status  quo 
and  thus  safeguard  not  only  their 
competitive  position  with  the  rest  of 
the  nation  but  also  the  jobs  of  thou- 
sands of  women  and  minor  children. 
San  Francisco  industrialists  were 
urged  to  join  the  statewide  movement 
if  they  desire  to  continue  meeting 
competition  in  many  fields  from  other 
parts  of  the  country. 

William  H.  Smith,  Director  of  Research 
and  Analysis  of  the  San  Francisco  Em- 
ployers Council  and  Northern  California 
Representative  of  the  California  Industrial 
Welfare  Committee  which  is  opposing  a 
contemplated  increase  in  minimum  wages, 
advised  manufacturers  this  week  that  the 
issue  is  one  of  the  most  important  ever  to 
face  them. 

He  urged  full  study  of  the  import  of  a 
contemplated  state  raise  in  the  federally- 
established  minimum  wage  of  75  cents  an 
hour  by  the  California  Industrial  Welfare 
Commission,  and  recommended  that  indus- 
try file  statements  expressing  their  points 
of  view  in  regard  to  the  proposals. 

A  higher  minimum  wage,  per  se,  is  not 
opposed.  Smith  emphasized,  declaring  that 
at  the  present  time  practically  all  Cali- 
fornia industries  already  pay  wages  in  ex- 
cess of  the  minimum  and  higher  than  the 
national  average. 

The  danger,  he  said,  lies  in  the  "inevit- 
ably-resulting increases  in  the  higher  wage 
levels,  once  the  minimum  is  lifted." 

".Studies  made  by  independent  agencies 
of  increases  in  minimum  wages  occurring 
in  other  parts  of  the  country,"  Smith 
pointed  out,  "show  conclusively  that  an 
'escalator     effect'     is     inevitable,     bringing

raise  causes  similar  increases  which  would 
make  management's  costs  untenable. 

"The  added  labor  cost,"  Pruter  said, 
"woidd  place  industry  in  California  at  such 
a  competitive  disadvantage  that  whole  seg- 
ments of  manufacturing  could  be  driven 
from  the  state  with  a  consequent  reduction 
in  job  opportunities." 

Both  Smith  and  Pruter  joined  in  the 
admonition  that  many  manufacturers  are 
likely  to  overlook  the  implications  of  the 
possible  minimum  increase  if  they  fail  to 
take  stock  of  the  "all-important  principle" 
of  the  "escalator  increases"  resulting  from 
the  minimum  raise. 

"It  must  be  recognized  that  those  af- 
fected generally  produce  for  a  nation-wide 
market  and  must  at  all  times  be  prepared 
to  meet  competition  of  manufacturers  lo- 
cated in  other  states,"  it  was  declared  in  a 
recently-filed  brief  on  behalf  of  employers 
affiliated  with  the  Industrial  Welfare  Com- 
mittee. The  brief  was  prepared  by  the 
committee's  counsel,  David  Rubenstein. 

"Both  the  minimum  wage  and  the  aver- 
age in  California  today  are  well  above 
wages  established  in  most  other  states  for 
competitive  industries,"  Rubenstein  de- 
clared in  the  brief. 

"It  is  (he  position  of  the  California  In- 
dustrial Welfare  Committee  that  if  the 
i-xisting  minimum  wages,  which  must  be 
recognized  as  adequate,  are  increased,  thi' 
effect  Hill  be  to  add  disproportionately  to 
the  cost  borne  by  California  industry,  put- 
ting it  at  a  distinct  disadvantage  in  relation 
to  other  states." 

Relating  possible  minimum  wage  in. 
creases  to  inflation,  the  brief  continued: 

".Such  increases  would  be  a  direct  con- 
tribution to  an  increase  in  the  inflationary 
pressures  and  a  contravention  of  the

The  California  scales  described  by  Rohde. 
according  to  the  petition,  have  influenced 
the  establishment  by  the  railroads  and  the 
moior  carriers  of  interstate  class  rales  be- 
tween points  in  California  and  Southern 
Oregon  and  Western  Nevada  and  ha\'e 
recognized  the  inherent  economies  in  the 
handling  of  volume  shipments  in  tlic  de- 
scribed pound  classifications. 

Presently  in  effect  between  points  in 
Mountain-Pacific  Territory,  according  to 
Rohde,  there  are  rales  for  volume  ship- 
ments for  4.000.  10,000  and  20.000  pounds. 
In  the  event  the  Commission  prescribes  a 
uniform  scale  of  class  rates  similar  to  those 
set  forth  in  Appendix  18  of  the  Commis- 
sion's decision  of  July  26,  1951  (Docket 
283001  the  volume  rates  would  be  elimi- 
nated. This  would  immediately  cause  sub- 
stantial increases  in  rates  for  all  shipments 


in     the    4,000.     10.000    and    20,000    pui 
brackets. 

It  appears  that  certain  other  class  rates 
which  are  now  applicable  between  points 
in  California,  on  the  one  hand,  and  Arizona, 
New  Mexico  and  El  Paso.  Texas,  on  the 
other,  for  minimum  weights  of  .5,000  and 
10  000  pounds  would  likewise  be  eliminated, 
Rohde  ie\ ealed. 

The  Chamber  is  concerned  with  the  effect 
the  prescription  of  a  uniform  scale  of  class 
i-afes  would  ultimately  have  on  the  Cali- 
fornia intra-state  rate  scales. 

The  Appendix  18  scale,  described  in  the 
petition,  is  higher  than  the  California  scale 
for  any  quantity  shipments  for  distances 
exceeding  300  miles  and  is  substantially 
higher  than  the  California  scale  for  the 
4.000,  10,000  and  20.000  pound  brackets  for 
all  distances. 

In  the  matter  of  the  transcontinental 
rates,  Rohde  is  scheduled  to  endorse  the 
petition  and  brief  of  the  California  Manu- 
facturers Association  and  adopt  the  argu- 
ments advanced  without  amplification.

avowed   desires   of   governmental   and  eco- 
nomic leaders  to  keep  the  American  econ- 
omy on  a  sound  basis." 

Pruter  and  Smith  warned  local  indus- 
trialists that  individual  statements  dealing 
vi'iih  their  particular  businesses  should  be 
filed  in  expression  of  their  attitudes  and 
positions  with  respect  not  only  to  the  pro- 
posed changes  in  the  minimum  wage  but 
also  in  working  conditions. 

"It  is  axiomatic  that  no  single  yardstick 
can  be  applied  to  the  requirements  of  the 
various  divisions  of  industry  and  manufac- 
turing," they  said.

Chamber    Enters    Program 
For   Range  Reclamation 

Underlining  the  importance  of  Califor- 
nia's livestock  and  agricultural  industries 
to  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Region,  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  this  week  moved 
to  correlate  statewide  efforts  aimed  at 
doubling  livestock  production  through  the 
reclaiming  of  "badlands." 

Under  direction  of  its  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee headed  by  John  Lawler,  the  Cham- 
ber has  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  make 
a  thorough  study  of  possible  reclamation  of 
between  30  and  35  million  acres  of  brush 
and  partly  worn-out  grain  and  pasture 
lands  in  California. 

Information  thus  gained  will  be  corre- 
lated with  data  previously  gathered  by  the 
University  of  California  and  other  agencies 
working  independently,  and  the  Chamber 
will  help  organize  a  "united  front"  for 
range  reclamation,  according  to  the  plan 
established  at  a  Tuesday  meeting  of  the 
Agricultural  Committee. 

"Through  experimental  planting  of  nitro- 
gen-fixing grasses  and  good  management, 
we  can  double  or  even  triple  the  cattle 
capacity  of  California  lands,"  W.  H.  Ram- 
sey, president  of  C.  M.  Volkman  &  Co.  and 
(Continued  on  Page  4.

Royce  said,  "presents  a  very  real  and  com- 
plex problem.  Actually,  we  must  plan  for 
many  eventualities — actions  ranginK  all  thi- 
way  from  the  present  activity  in  Korea  to

He  then  explained  that  his  industry  is

Chamber  Approves  APL 
Passenger  Vessel  Subsidy 

A.pproval  of  a  passenger  vessel  subsidy 
for  the  American  President  Lines  is  sched- 
uled to  be  advocated  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  in  a  brief  to  the  Federal  Maritime 
Board  in  the  matter  of  FMB  Docket  No. 
S-26,  according  to  Maitland  S.  Pennington, 
Cha  rman  of  the  Chamber's  Merchant 
Marine  and  Harbor  Committee. 

"The  Chamber  is  following  its  policy  in 
.such  matters.  It  went  on  record  in  favor 
of  the  subsidy  principle  when  it  supported 
the  legislation  that  became  the  Merchant 
Marine  Act  of  1936  which  contains  compre- 
hensive pro\  isions  for  operating-differential 
subsidies  to  meet  foreign  flag  competition 
on  essential  trade  routes." 

He  further  stated  that  A.P.L.'s  service 
with  the  liners  President  Cleveland  and 
President  Wilson  are  the  last  remaining 
American  passenger  liners  between  San 
Francisco  and  the  Far  East.  San  Francisco 
as  the  home  port  for  these  vessels  realizes 
a  revenue  of  nearly  a  half  million  dollars 
each   time  one   has   a   "turn-around"   here. 

The  Federal  Maritime  Board  instituted 
this  f'loceeding  to  determine  the  extent  and 
character  of  foreign  flag  competition  with 
A.P.L.'s  passenger  service  on  Trade  Route 
No.  29,  Service  1  (California  ports — Far 
East)  and  whether  an  operating  subsidy  is 
necessary  to  meet  such  competition.

Chamber   Serves   Tourists; 
Rate  of  Inquiry  Rising 

Activities  of  the  Chamber's  Research 
Department  are  not  exclusively  "Research," 
according  to  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox 
who  this  week  pointed  to  a  rising  public 
reaction  to  this  Department's  promotion  of 
San  Francisco  as  a  visiting  center. 

"A  good  portion  of  the  thousands  of  let- 
ter inquiries  serviced  e\ery  month  by  the 
Chamber  are  'tourist  and  settler*  inquiries 
which  are  answered  by  our  Research  De- 
partment," Mr.  Fox  said. 

These  requests  for  information  on  San 
Francisco  as  a  "tourist  and  settler"  loca- 
tion during  June,  July  and  August  of  this 
year  soared  45  per  cent  above  the  number 
of  inquiries  for  these  three  months  last 
\ear.  he  said.  And  the  total  number  of 
inquiries  in  this  regard  from  January  to 
September  of  this  year  is  up  25  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  in  1950. 

Actual  visiting  and  settling  here  rises 
proportionately  to  such  inquiries,  Mr.  Fox 
added,  citing,  as  an  example  of  how  proper 
servicing  of  inquiries  "pays  off."  the  single 
case  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  H.  Waite  of  Canada 
who  spent  considerable  time  in  San  Fran- 
cisco as  a  result  of  information  provided  by 
the  Chamber.

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Chamber  Study  of  Peninsula   Population 
Shows  380,000  Gain   In  Last  Ten  Years 


More  than  380.000  new  residents  sellled 
in  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula  in  I  lie  ten 
years  ending  with  1950,  a  sain  greater  than 
that  experienced  by  34  of  the  48  slates, 
according  to  a  study  just  completed  l).\  the 
Chamber's  Research  Department. 

The  total  population  of  the  Peninsula  is 
now   1.301.700.  according  to  the  report. 

Of  this  figure.  775.400  are  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  235,700  are  in 
San  Mateo  County  and  290.500  are  in  Santa 
Clara  County. 

Increases  within  the  ten-year  period  for 
each  county  are  as  follows:  San  Francisco, 
140.800;  San  Mateo,  123,900;  Santa  Clara. 
115.600. 

The  Chamber  report,  compiled  by  Re- 
search Department  Manager  Ralph  Koebcr, 
went  on  to  list  17  cities  "stretching  south- 
ward from  San  Francisco  and  extending 
almost  in  chain-like  fashion  to  San  Jo.se  al 
the  southern  end"  with  a  total  population 
of  340.000.  To.gether  with  San  Francisco, 
these  communities  make  a  total  urban 
population  of  1.115.000.  The  remaining 
186.700  population  is  found  in  the  rural 
areas  outside  of  incorporated  cities  or 
towns,  Koeber  said. 

"Although  much  of  the  land  area  (96 
per  cent)  in  the  counties  of  San  Mateo  and 
Santa  Clara  lies  outside  of  incorporated 
cities  or  towns,  the  population  growth  both 
inside  and  outside  cities  has  kept  a  sur- 
prisingly close  relationship  with  each  other 


Urge   Return   of  Authority 
To   Director  of  Mines 

Retention  of  Dr.  James  Boyd  as  Director 
of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines  "with 
full  powers  and  authority  as  formerly 
vested  in  that  office"  was  urged  last  week 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  in  a  letter 
sent  to  Interior  Secretary  Oscar  L.  Chap- 
man, according  to  Phil  R.  Bradley.  Jr . 
Chairman   of  the   Mining   Committee. 

Bradley,  in  bringing  the  matter  before 
the  Chamber's  Board  for  approval,  revealed 
that  with  the  advent  ol  the  new  Defense 
Material  Procurement  Agency,  Dr.  Bo.\d's 
position  in  the  Defense  Minerals  Admmis- 
tration  was  deemed  unnecessary,  and  he 
was  returned  to  his  former  position  as  Di- 
rector of  the  Bureau  of  Mines.  However, 
he  was  returned  under  conditions  which 
might  effectively  deprive  him  of  his  author- 
ity.

34  977  lots,  or  52.1  per  cent  of  the  total  in 
the  entire  nine-County  Bay  Area  durinu 
this  period.

33,624  or  more  than  50  per  cent  of  thr 
Ba>'  Area  total. 

"The  Peninsula  has  experienced  one  of 
the  greatest  growth  periods  in  its  histor\ 
during  the  past  decade."  according  to  the 
report,  "but  authoritative  population  pro- 
jections for  the  coming  decade  anticipate 
only  about  one-half  the  numerical  gain  of 
that  experienced  during  the  past  decade 
or  about  190.000  new  residents.

San  Francisco  and  the  Valley  counties  to  be  represented  here  during 
"Valley  Days"  are  inseparable  neighbors,  economically  as  well  as  geograph- 
ically, Chamber  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox  pointed  out  this  week  as  local 
businessmen  prepared  to  welcome  delegates  from  almost  100  inland  communi- 
ties from  San  Joaquin  County  to  the  Oregon  border. 

San  Francisco  is  basically  interested  in  and  important  to  California  agricul-

World  Trade  and  Agricultural  Groups

tion available  on  the  international  food  picture  from  Dr.  Raymond  W.  Miller 
when  he  addresses  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  World  Trade  Association  on 
the  subject  "Calories  and  the  Community  of  Nations"  tomorrow  in  the  Fair- 
mont Hotel's  Gold  Room. 

Dr.  Miller,  consultant  for  the  Food  and  Agricultural  Organization  of  the 
United  Nations,  is  a  native  Californian  and  is  considered  by  many  to  be  one 

of  this  country's  outstanding  auttiorities  on 


Chamber  Urges  Support  of 
Customs  Simplification 

Supplementing  action  taken  in  February, 
1950  when  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Direc- 
tors recommended  approval  of  legislation 
to  simplify  and  modernize  the  administra- 
tive provisions  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930,  the 
Chamber  this  week  affirmed  its  position  in 
regard  to  new  legislation  now  being  con- 
sidered by  the  House  Wajs  and  Means 
Committee. 

The  act  before  the  present  Congress, 
known  as  the  Customs  Simplifleation  Act 
of  1951,  calls  for  elimination  of  obsolete 
sections,  clarification  of  technical  points, 
and  general  simplification  to  facilitate  the 
entry  and  clearance  of  imports  to  the 
United  States  that  are  badly  needed  at  the 
present  time  under  the  defense  mobilization 
requirements. 

The  Chamber,  however,  recommends 
elimination  of  Section  17(a).  which  forbids 
the  amendment  of  entries  covering  import 
shipments.  It  is  felt  that  importers  should 
have  this  privilege  because  documents  giv- 
ing values  and  other  information  may  not 
be  immediately  available. 

The  Chamber  also  recommends  that  Sec- 
tion 23  providing  for  the  conversion  of 
processing  taxes  to  import  duties  on  copra, 
palm  nuts  and  palm  nut  kernels  be  elimi- 
nated, or  provisions  made  for  securing  pay- 
ment of  customs  duties  by  bond.  This 
Section  is  of  paramount  importance  to  im- 
porters and  crushers  of  copra  at  this  and 
other  Pacific  Coast  ports,  for  it  contem- 
plates the  transfer  of  processing  tax  on  oil 
to  duty  on  raw  material. 

The  Chamber's  recommendations  have 
been  made  known  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  to  California's  Congressional 
representatives  and  to  other  interested 
groups.

Insurance  is  an  important  and  growing  factor  in  the  life  and 
economy  of  San  Francisco,  the  State  and  the  Nation—  even  more 
so  than  most  of  us  realize.  Giant  strides  have  been  made  in  this 
industry  since  that  day  in  history  when  the  Presbyterian  Synods 
in  New  York  and  Philadelphia  set  up  the  first  life  insurance  in 
the  United  States  in  1759  for  the  protection  of  their  ministers 
and  ministers'  families;  since  the  chartering,  in  1794,  of  the  first 
business  corporation  to  sell  life  insurance,  known  as  "Insurance 
Company  of  North  America" — which  in  five  years  issued  only  six 
policies  and  finally  discontinued  business  ten  years  later. 

Sharing  handsomely  in  the  expanding  markets  of  the  nation, 
life  insurance  business  has  grown  to  be  big — yes,  very  big  busi- 
ness. In  1950  $234,000,000,000  of  life  insurance  was  in  force  com- 
pared to  $116,000,000,000  ten  years  earlier.  The  assets  of  life 
insurance  companies  in  1950  of  $64  billion  more  than  doubled  the 
$30.8  billion  in  1940  and  their  personnel  rose  to  336.500  from 
261,200  five  years  earlier. 

Listed  among  the  ten  largest  corporations  in  the  United  States 
are  four  insurance  companies:  one  ranking  second  with  assets  of 
$10.3  billion;  one,  third  with  assets  of  $8.9  billion;  one,  fifth  with 
assets  of  $5.7  billion;  and  one,  eighth  with  assets  of  $4.9  billion.

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  life  insurance  in  force  jumped  to  $20.6 
billion  in  1950  or  $12.4  billion  above  1940;  and  in  California  to 
$15.9  billion  or  $9.7  billion  higher  in  the  brief  span  of  ten  years. 
Undoubtedly  some  of  the  growth  in  the  life  insurance  field  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  may  be  attributed  directly  to  Pacific  Coast  growth, 
as  in  a  single  decade  ending  1950,  it  accounted  for  25%  of  the 
nation's  population  increase.

Out  of  618  insurance  companies  authorized  to  transact  business 
in  California  and  scheduled  to  pay  $25,323,743  in  taxes  to  the 
State  of  California  during  1951,  439  selected  San  Francisco  for 
headquarters,  including  245  fire  and  marine;  107  life;  and  87 
casualty,  surety,  etc.  The  premiums  and  assessments  of  all  insur- 
ance groups  in  California  amounted  to  $1,144,024,547,  according 
to  the  latest  report  of  the  State  Insurance  Commissioner;  and 
nearly  two-thirds  of  this  was  handled  by  firms  with  head  offices  in 
San  Francisco.

Cummings,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Con- 
solidated Grocers  Corporation  and  presi- 
dent of  Rosenberg  Bros.  &  Co.,  Inc.,  as  he 
addressed  a  San  Francisco  Chamber  lunch- 
eon held  at  the  Commercial  Club,  on  the 
subject.  "Food  and  Living  Conditions  in 
Europe  as  Compared  with  America." 

"Our  free  enterprise  system,"  Cummings 
said,  "has  practically  no  counterpart  in 
I-;urope.  The  ordinary  European,  lacking 
the  advantages  and  opportunities  that  we 
in  America  enjo.\-,  becomes  eas>'  prey  for 
those  supporting  the  social  revolution  that 
has  been  sweeping  the  countries  of  Europe." 

Chamber  President  Alan  J.  Lowrey  pre- 
sided at  the  meeting  which  was  attended 
by  approximately  400  San   Franciscans. 


Overseas  Investments 


.An  increasing  number  of  overseas  firms 
and  foreign  governments  are  communicat- 
ing with  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  regarding  opportunities  for  the 
investment  of  American  capital  and  "know- 
how."

Colombia  —  vegetable  oil  crushing  plant. 
250  to  300  thousand  dollar  plant  and  equip- 
ment needed  to  take  advantage  of  "large 
natural  oil  palm  forests  yielding  up  to  eg'r 
of  weight  in  oil." 

Uruguay — forestation.  Owner  of  Soudan 
&  Co.,  Montevideo,  has  sent  complete  de- 
tails on  investments  in  tree  farms  for  "sur- 
prising profit  involved  for  a  minimum  of 
risk."  The  country  has  few  forests,  imports 
$10  million  of  wood  annually  but  has  avail- 
able all  requirements — land,  favorable  laws, 
etc.

Report  by  the  Kegearch  Department 


TREND 

August  general  business  activity  in  San 
Francisco,  supported  by  the  financial  and 
production  factors,  surpassed  the  previous 
month  and  also  August  last  year  but  con- 
tained some  factors  which  were  below  last 
August.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the  un- 
usual activity  in  the  trade  and  transporta- 
tion fields  following  the  outbreak  of  the 
Korean  war  a  year  ago.  However,  by  early 
September  of  this  year,  retail  department 
store  sales  had  again  moved  ahead  of  the 
same  period  last  year.  Our  business  activity 
Index  for  August  at  288.1  was  6%  above 
July  and  6.7%  above  last  August.  The  8 
months  average  Index  of  284.3  represented 
an  increase  of  15.1';;  above  a  year  ago. 
CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

San  Francisco  building  permits  issued 
during  August  numbered  616  and  amounted 
to  $2,424,869.  The  number  was  down  38.9% 
and  the  amount  84.2%-.  The  8  months  cu- 
mulative permits  of  5558  amounting  to 
$37,289,928  represented  a  marked  drop 
from  a  year  ago  with  number  of  permits 
off  17.7%.  and  the  amount  down  25%..  Pre- 
ponderance of  the  decline  occurred  in  the 
residential  field. 

San  Francisco  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
during  August  numbered  1,422  and  were 
down  26.2%  compared  to  last  August,  with 
the  8  months  cumulative  transactions  of 
13,460  down  9.3%.  There  were  1,242  mort- 
gages and  deeds  of  trust  amounting  to 
$11,095,683  and  were  off  29.7%  in  number 
and  19.8%  in  amount  compared  to  last  year. 
FINANCE 

San  Francisco  financial  transactions  in 
August,  based  on  bank  debits,  amounted  to 
$3,012,072,000  or  10.9%  above  last  August 
and  carried  the  8  months  cumulative  to 
.$23,517,381,000  or  21%  above  corresponding 
period  last  year.  Bank  clearings  of  $2,280,- 
655,000  were  up  15.1%.  Postal  receipts  of 
$2,326,848  were  24.37o  above  last  year  and 
the  8  months  cumulative  of  $17,891,017  was 
15.7%.  above  corresponding  period  last  year. 
San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  transactions 
of  958,595  shares  with  market  value  of 
$19,652,550  represented  a  gain  of  5.5%  in 
number  but  a  drop  of  10.8%i  in  market 
value.  The  8  months  transactions  were  up 
25.2%  in  number  but  off  5%  in  market 
value  compared  to  last  year. 

There  were  17  commercial  failures  re- 
ported by  Dun  &  Bradstreet  in  August 
with  liabiUties  of  $402,715  and  assets  of 
$1,687,948.  The  California  Street  Cable  R.R. 
Company  bankruptcy  case  contributed  a 
very  large  percentage  of  the  August  total. 
TRADE 

Retail  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco,  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area, 
and  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District 
in  August  were  down  4%  compared  to  the 
same  period  last  year,  according  to  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco 
but  the  8  months  cumulatives  for  the  three 
Areas  were  up  4%.  August  sales  in  North- 
ern California  were  off  4%  but  the  cumula- 
tive gained  3%.  Southern  California  sales 
were  down  5%  but  the  cumulative  rose  2%. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  for  7 
months  were  up  1%  ;  department  stores  5%  ; 
apparel  4%  ;  furniture-household-radio  6%; 


lumber-building-hardware  21%;  drug  stores 
14% ;  but  the  food  group  was  off  2%  and 
automotive  supplies  off  9%. 

Pacific  Coast  Wholesaler  sales  for  the  7 
months  cumulative,  according  to  the  Cen- 
sus Bureau's  latest  report,  were  up  19%, 
and  vied  with  the  East  North  Central  group 
for  first  place  among  the  Regional  areas. 
Sales  in  the  United  States  were  up  16%  and 
in  Mountain  States  up  16%.  Automotive 
supply  sales  were  up  33%;  electrical  group 
— full  line — up  27%.;  furniture-household- 
radio  18%.;  hardware  38%;  industrial  sup- 
plies 90%;  jewelry  26%.;  lumber-building 
materials  21%.;  machinery  equipment  71%; 
plumbing  and  heating  63%  ;  commercial  re- 
frigeration equipment  20%^;  beer  12%; 
drugs  22%;  dry  goods  7%;  fresh  fruit  and 
vegetables  2%;  groceries  6%;  leather  and 
shoe  findings  21%  ;  meat  31%;  paper  30%.; 
tobacco  T:i ;   and  wine  and  spirits  up  2%.. 

EMPLOYMENT 

More  persons  worked  in  San  Francisco 
during  August  than  in  July  and  continued 
high  level  employment  is  anticipated  dur- 
ing the  rest  of  the  year  in  the  City.  Em- 
ployment in  the  San  Francisco  Metropolitan 
Area  in  August  reached  a  new  high  of 
1,005,700  persons,  according  to  the  State 
Department  of  Employment.  Unemploy- 
ment dropped  to  28,500. 
TRANSPORTATION 

In  August  there  were  17,353  freight  car 
movements  or  5.4%.  fewer  than  a  year  ago, 
but  the  8  months  cumulative  of  134,211  car 
movements  gained  12.9%.  Reports  on  San 
Francisco  Airport  for  July  (latest  avail- 
able) compared  to  a  year  ago  reveal  planes 
traffic  in  and  out  increased  27.9%  to  9,238; 
passengers  off  and  on  numbered  130,800,  an 
increase  of  5.7%;  air  mail  loaded  increased 
70.2%;  but  air  express  dropped  40.9%  and 
air  freight  19.4%.  The  7  months  cumulative 
traffic  of  both  planes  and  passengers  were 
23%  above  last  year;  air  mail  loaded  in- 
creased 82%;  air  express  nearly  7%;  and 
air  freight  14.6%. 

The  Port  of  San  Francisco  reported 
523,057  revenue  tons  handled  in  August, 
8.1%  below  last  year.  Coastwise  shipments 
accounted  for  10,815  revenue  tons;  inter- 
coastal  59,430  and  foreign  for  244,982;  the 
balance  was  inland  waterways  movements. 
The  8  months  cumulative  shipments  of  all 
revenue  tonnage  increased  13%;  but  coast- 
wise decreased  W.87r ;  and  intercoastal 
3.5%.  Foreign  shipments  increased  32.7%. 

There  were  381  ship  arrivals  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  in  August  compared  to  410  last 
August  and  the  8  months  cumulative 
amounted  to  2,921  compared  to  2,585  last 
year. 

August  fruit  and  vegetable  receipts  in 
San  Francisco  of  2,888  carlots  or  equiva- 
lents were  practically  identical  to  last 
August.  Livestock  slaughtered  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Area  increased  6.8%.  Receipts  of 
butter  at  San  Francisco  were  down  10.8%; 
cheese  24.8%  ;  egg  receipts  were  practically 
identical  to  last  year  but  dressed  poultry 
increased  24%. 
INTER-CITY   AND   INTERSTATE   TRAFFIC 

The  Ba>'  Bridge  in  August  established  a 
new    all-time    monthly    high    of    2,678,178 


vehicle  crossings,  1.3%  above  the  former 
high  of  last  August,  and  carried  the  8 
months  cumulative  to  19,908,972  or  4.5% 
above  last  year.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle 
crossings  in  August  of  1.079,454  were 
slightly  below  the  all-time  high  of  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  9.8%-  above  last  year 
with  the  8  months  cumulative  of  7,122,327 
up  11.4%. 

Reports  from  Northern  California  border 
checking  stations  reveal  93,538  out-of-State 
automobiles  entered  during  August,  which 
accounted  for  56.7%  of  the  total  out-of- 
state  entries,  and  carried  258,027  persons 
or  54.9%  of  the  passengers  carried  by  out- 
of-state  cars;  stage  passengers  entering  the 
state  numbered  55,511  and  accounted  for 
48.2%  of  the  state  total. 

TOURISTS  AND  SETTLERS 

Tourists  and  Settlers  written  requests 
received  in  August  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  established  a  new 
all-time  high  and  nearly  doubled  August 
last  year.  The  8  months  cumulative  was 
up  25%. 
MANUFACTURING 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  (6  Counties) 
were  employing  180.300  persons  in  July, 
according  to  latest  reports  of  the  State 
Department  of  Industrial  Relations.  This 
is  7.9%  more  than  in  July  a  year  ago. 
Average  weekly  earnings  of  $72.39  were 
6.3%  above  last  year.  In  the  non-manufac- 
turing field.  Wholesale  trade  reported  aver- 
age weekly  earnings  of  $72.56;  Retail  trade 
$58.51;  Hotels  $43.63;  and  Laundry,  Clean- 
ing and  Dyeing  $.50.68. 

UTILITIES 

Sales  of  electrical  energy  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  August  were  6.9%  above  last 
August;  industrial  and  commercial  gas  sales 
were  up  3.8%^ ;  and  commercial  and  indus- 
trial water  consumption  rose  1.8';(.  Cumu- 
lative electrical  sales  for  the  8  months 
were  up  8.8%  and  commercial  and  indus- 
trial gas  sales  9.1%.

Livestock  Controls  Unfair, 
Meat  Institute  Chief  Says 

"The  present  position  of  the  American 
Meat  Institute  and  the  livestock  and  meat 
industry  on  price  controls  is  that  existing 
regulations  on  various  classes  of  meat  and 
livestock  are  impossible  of  administration, 
unfair  and  injurious  to  the  industry,  and 
harmful  to  the  nation's  meat  supply." 

This  statement  formed  the  basis  of  E.  W. 
Stephens'  remarks  when  he  addressed  the 
Chamber  Agricultural  Committee  last 
Tuesday  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel.  Stephens 
is  Western  Director  of  the  American  Meat 
Institute  and  a  member  of  the  Committee. 

"The  situation  will  get  progressively 
worse  unless  controls  are  promptly  re- 
moved," he  said.  "We  sincerely  believe  this 
would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  public  as 
well  as  the  livestock  and  meat  industry. 

"It  has  proved  that  the  OPS  controls 
have  disrupted  the  meat  supply  of  con- 
sumers, put  a  premium  on  dishonesty, 
benefitted  only  the  people  vvlio  isnore  (hem 
and  penalized  lionest  operators  who  ob- 
serve them."

Chamber  Writes  OPS  Chief 
About  Price  Regulation  61 

Ceiling  Price  Regulation  61  was  the  pro- 
vocation for  a  recent  communication  from 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  to  Washington 
officialdom. 

Following  study  of  the  regulation  and 
recommendation  by  a  specially-formed 
subcommittee  of  the  Chamber's  World 
Trade  Department,  Price  Stabilization  Di- 
rector Michael  'V.  DiSalle  was  advised  in 
a  letter  written  by  Chamber  General  Man- 
ager G.  L.  Fox  that  San  Francisco  world 
traders  felt: 

( 1 )  They  should  be  allowed  to  select 
various  representative  quarters  for  product 
lines  within  the  base  period  rather  than 
be  required  to  use  the  same  quarter  for 
all  lines; 

(2)  That  CPR  61-permitted  markups 
also  should  be  applied  to  United  States 
territories  and  possessions; 

(3)  That  recognition  of  price  differentials 
customarily  used  by  exporters  in  various 
foreign  markets  is  needed  in  the  regulation; 

(4)  That  provision  should  be  made  in 
CPR  61  for  the  increased  cost  of  doing 
business. 
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Chamber  Committee  Work 

Behind  Reduction  In 

Fire  Insurance  Rates 

San  Francisco's  new  lire  insurance  classi- 
fication which  will  ultimately  reduce  local 
insurance  rates  was  brought  about  through 
an  extended  program  of  cooperation  be- 
tween the  Chamber  through  its  Fire  Safety 
Committee  and  these  other  pei'sons  and 
groups,  according  to  W.  P.  Fuller,  III. 
Acting  Chamber  President — Mayor  Elmer 
E.  Robinson,  the  fire  insurance  industry. 
Fire  Chief  Edward  P.  Walsh  and  other 
City  Departments. 

Announced  last  week  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber,  the  new  classification  was 
reported  to  this  organization  by  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  the 
Pacific  Fire  Rating  Bureau. 

For  fire  insurance  purposes,  San  Fran- 
cisco has  advanced  from  Class  III  to  Class 
II,  according  to  the  Chamber  and  spokes- 
men for  the  tire  insurance  industry.  This 
is  the  first  time  this  classification  has  been 
attained  here.  Only  two  other  cities — 
Portland  and  Seattle — in  the  western  states 
have  this  rating. 

It  was  reported  that  "the  upgrade  in  clas- 
sification comes  as  a  result  of  a  recent 
re-survey  made  by  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters,  superseding  the  old 
Class  III  grading  made  in  1948.  Improve- 
ments made  in  local  fire  protection  and 
fire  fighting  facilities  have  brought  about 
the  new  classification.  The  improvements 
resulted  from  three  and  one-half  years  of 
organized  effort  by  the  City  administration, 
the  Fire  Department,  and  Chamber  com- 
mittee men.

Chamber  Action  Protects 
U.  S.  Marine  Insurance 

A  recent  ECA  recommendation  relating  to 
Philippine  Imports  which  was  protested  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
as  discriminatory  to  American  Marine  In- 
surance companies,  has  been  rescinded. 

"The  recommendation,  which  has  proved 
highly  alarming  to  American  marine  insur- 
ance firms,  appeared  in  the  August  30,  1951 
memorandum  of  the  Small  Business  Unit 
of  ECA  relating  to  'procurement  of  com- 
modies  for  resale  in  the  Philippines,'  "  Fox 
said.  "It  was  that  ECA-financed  shipments 
to  the  Islands  should  be  covered  by  insur- 
ance paid  for  in  pesos,  and  not  in  dollars. 

"This  recommendation  automatically 
eliminated  American  marine  insurance 
companies  from  participatinK  in  this  sub- 
stantial business,  and  it  was  clearly  con- 
trary to  the  intent  of  the  81st  Congress 
when  it  passed  Public  Law  47." 

The  recommendation  was  promptly  pro- 
tested by  the  Chamber  and  by  the  Associa- 
tion of  Marine  Underwriters  of  the  United 
States  in  letters  and  telegrams  to  the  ECA 
and  Congressmen  as  "extremely  unfair  to 
American  companies  which  for  years  have 
been  insuring  shipments  of  goods  to  the 
Philippines." 

ECA  replied  last  week  that  the  recom- 
mendation was  an  unintentional  "misstate- 
ment" and  that  the  ECA  Mission  in  Manila 
had  been  requested  by  cable  "publicly  to 
correct  the  original  statement."

RCA  Begins  New  Service 
Between  Guam  And  World 


Full  facilities  for  commercial  radio  sei'v- 
ice  of  all  types  between  Guam  and  all  parts 
of  the  world  were  put  into  operation  early 
this   week    by   RCA   Communications,    Inc. 

The  Chamber  was  advised  that  the  new 
service  makes  RCA  the  only  international 
communications  carrier  with  service  to 
Guam.  In  the  past,  cable  service  was  offered 
by  Commercial  Pacific  Cable  Company  but 
this  was  discontinued  October  10. 

Radio  -  telegraph,  radio  -  telephone  and 
radio-photo  service  are  all  available,  ac- 
cording to  the  company  which  looks  on  the 
new  facilities  as  "a  valuable  new  link"  in 
its  trans-Pacific  and  world-wide  communi- 
cations system. 


Western   Firms  To   Receive 
ECA  Data  From  S.F.  Office 


Action  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department  has  once  again 
resulted  in  a  direct  benefit  for  San  Fran- 
cisco firms. 

The  benefit  came  in  the  form  of  an  an- 
nouncement by  the  Ofiice  of  Small  Business 
of  the  Economic  Cooperation  Administra- 
tion that  firms  and  individuals  in  the  eleven 
Western  States,  presently  on  its  mailing 
list,  henceforth  would  receive  ECA  Small 
Business  information  directly  from  San 
Francisco  rather  than  from  Washington, 
D.C. 

The  Chamber's  World  Trade  Department 
had  received  numerous  complaints  from 
local  firms  declaring  that  eastern  com- 
panies were  operating  with  an  unfair  ad- 
vantage in  bidding  on  ECA  business  be- 
cause of  their  proximity  to  the  release  point 
of  information — Washington,  D.C. 

The  Chamber  Department  appointed  a 
special  committee  which  found  the  com- 
plaints from  local  firms  were  justified  and 
asked  ECA  for  local  release  and  dissemina- 
tion. 


Scores  of  new  members  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  were  "intro- 
duced" to  their  organization  at  an  orienta- 
tion meeting  held  in  the  Commercial  Club 
last  Monday  noon.

Grand  National  Economically  Important  To  S.  F.

which  operates  the  Cow  Palace  and  spon- 
sors the  Grand  National  Shows. 

"As  a  direct  result  of  this  stimulus,  every 
citizen  is  benefitted  to  a  greater  or  lesser 
degree,"  Sesnon  declared.  "Attendance  fig- 
ures during  the  14  performances  which 
stretch  toward  the  200,000  mark  draw 
heavily  upon  the  farmer  and  his  family 
living  in  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin 
valleys;  the  livestock  enthusiast  from  Oi'e- 
gon,  Washington  or  Utah,  Nevada,  Arizona 
and  Texas." 

An  estimated  30,000  to  40,000  out-of- 
town  persons  are  attracted  to  San  Fran- 
cisco each  year  by  the  Grand  National, 
he  said. 

These  people  spend  considerable  sums 
here  on  food,  drink,  other  nourishment, 
housing  and  in  retail  stores,  according  to 
Sesnon. 

"This  huge  flow  of  money  is  started 
months  before  the  first  livestock  is  vanned 
into  the  huge  Visitation  Valley  plant  in 
preparation   for   the   annual   showing,"   he 


continued.  Among  the  first  projects  that 
induce  the  flow  is  the  upkeep  and  improve- 
ment of  Cow  Palace  facilities,  which  keeps 
up  on  a  year-around  basis.  Promotional  and 
managerial  details  concerning  the  GraniJ 
National  add  their  share  to  the  new  flow 
of  money  into  San  Francisco  cash  registers. 

Livestock  arriving  here  by  railroad,  truck 
and  trailer  brings  more  money  into  the 
city's  coffers  as  hay,  grain  and  other  feeds 
are  purchased,  according  to  Sesnon.  Horse 
Show  exhibitors,  rodeo  performers  and 
other  principals  of  the  Arena  shows  and 
livestock  displays  add  their  respective 
shares  along  the  way. 

"All  of  these  activities  are  climaxed  by 
the  influx  of  people  brought  into  the  city 
to  see  the  show,"  he  continued. 

Finally,  the  beneficiaries  of  this  "finan- 
cial collossus"  are  not  just  the  merchants 
who  take  the  money  in  over  their  various 
counters,  Sesnon  pointed  out,  but  the  peo- 
ple themselves  .  .  .  "as  the  dollars  keep 
right  on  rolling." 
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Chamber  Urges  Federal  Maritime  Board 
To  Allow  Operating  Subsidy  For  APL 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  filed  a  brief  with  the  Fed- 
eral Maritime  Board  urging  that  an  adequate  operating  differential  subsidy 
be  allowed  to  American  President  Lines  to  enable  that  organization  to  main- 
tain its  passenger  liner  service  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Orient  on 
Essential  Trade  Route  No.  29. 

Although  A.P.L.  has  had  a  subsidy  contract  since  October  6,  1938,  no  subsidy 
payments  have  actually  been  made  to  the  line  since  the  outbreak  of  World 
War  II.    Since  it  did  not  operate  passenger

liners  during  the  war  and  immediately 
'  afterwards,  A.P.L.  relinquished  claim  to 
any  subsidy  prior  to  January  1,  1947. 

In  the  brief  filed  with  the  Federal  Mari- 
time Board  this  week,  Walter  A.  Rohde, 
Manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department,  cited  a  vast  amount  of  evi- 
dence showing  that  the  foreign  flag  vessel 
competition  on  the  trans-Pacific  route  since 
January  1,  1947  has  been  keen  and  has 
constantly  been  on  the  increase.  The  brief 
declared  that  new  and  faster  foreign  ves- 
sels are  constantly  being  introduced  in  this 
trade  and  that  there  is  other  potential 
foreign  competition. 

In  addition,  Rohde  showed  that  a  large 
number  of  passengers  who  ordinarily  use 
APL'S  trans-Pacific  service  are  now  trav- 
eling between  the  Far  East  and  Europe  or 
the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States  on 
foreign  vessels  operating  via  the  Suez 
Canal.  This  is  due  in  large  part  to  devalu- 
ation of  the  British  pound  and  other  foreign 
currencies.  Other  traffic  which  A.P.L.  has 
lost  to  foreign  competition  is  that  between 
Japanese  and  Chinese  homelands  and  their 
colonies  in  South  America  and  the  West 
Indies. 

The  Chamber  brief  pointed  out  that  for 
nearly  a  century  San  Francisco  has  been 
the  headquarters  and  home  port  of  Ameri- 
can President  Lines  and  its  predecessors; 
that  their  passenger  services  have  con- 
tributed very  materially  to  San  Francisco's 
industrial  and  commercial  develoijment, 
and  that  its  industries  and  merchants  have 
benefitted     from     the     purchase     of    large 


quantities    of    fuel,    provisions    and    ship's 
stores. 

Although  possible  discontinuance  of 
A.P.L.'s  liner  service  would  have  serious 
consequences  to  the  community,  Rohde 
pointed  out  that  even  broader  and  more 
far-reaching  implications  are  involved.  The 
liners  President  Cleveland  and  President 
Wilson  are  a  symbol  of  American  power 
and  prestige  to  the  people  of  the  Orient. 
Their  withdrawal  because  of  lack  of  an 
adequate  operating  subsidy  "would  be  a 
tragic  blow  to  American  prestige." 

"That  the  richest  nation  on  Earth  could 
not  or  would  not  maintain  passenger  Jiner 
service  into  Far  Eastern  ports  when  other 
less  opulent  nations  are  expanding  and 
improving  their  services,  would  be  a  con- 
fession of  weakness  to  the  free  peoples  of 
the  Far  East  and  those  of  the  Communist 
world,"  said  Rohde  in  the  brief. 

G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General  Manager, 
said  this  week  that  a  "great  deal"  is  in- 
volved in  this  matter. 

"Should  the  line  be  forced  to  abandon  its 
trans-Pacific  passenger  service,"  he  de- 
clared, "it  would  mean  that  San  Francisco 
and  the  surrounding  area  would  immedi- 
ately lose  many  millions  of  dollars  in  pur- 
chases. 

"Every  time  the  Wilson  or  Cleveland  has 
a  turn-around  here,  each  leaves  approxi- 
mately a  half  million  dollars  in  the  com- 
munity's coffers. 

"However,  as  the  brief  indicates,  it  is 
even  more  important  to  keep  the  American 
flag  flying  on  trans-Pacific  passenger 
vessels." 


Almost  five  million  self-employed  persons 
have  had  the  protection  of  Old-Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  since  January  1,  1951. 
Many  of  them  will  first  learn  of  it  when 
they  file  their  income  tax  returns  next 
March  and  find  a  section  for  reporting 
Social  Security  tax  on  net  earnings  from 
their  trade  or  business. 

Those  now  62  years  of  age  or  older  will 
be  able  to  qualify  for  retirement  payments 
for  themselves  and  their  wives  in  as  little 
as  a  year  and  a  half,  with  retirement  pay- 
ments varying  from  $23  up  to  $120  a  month. 
In  case  of  death,  survivors'  payments  range 
up  to  $150  a  month  for  families. 

Sole  owners,  partners,  independent  con- 
tractors and  practically  everyone  working 
for  him.self  (excepting  a  few  professions 
named  in  the  law)  are  covered  if  net  earn- 
ings amount  to  at  least  $400  a  year.  They 
will  pay  2'/4%  tax  on  net  earnings  up  to 
$3600  a  year.  Thus  the  cost  of  Social  Secur- 
ity protection  can  run  from  $9  to  $81  a 
year  for  a  self-employed  person.

San  Francisco  Airport  Significant  Force  In  Economy  Of  Area 


Recent  ceremonies  at  the  San  Francisco 
.Airport  which  officially  touched  off  con- 
struction of  the  new  passenger  terminal 
and  administration  building  brought  into 
focus  some  highly  impressive  facts,  accord- 
ing to  Henry  Eickhoff,  Jr.,  Chairman  of 
the  Chamber's  Aviation  Committee. 

These  facts,  he  said,  concern  the  eco- 
nomic importance  of  San  Francisco's  air- 
port to  the  area  and  point  up  once  again 
the  "vast  significance  of  the  entire  airport 
expansion  program  which  the  Chamber, 
the  city  and  other  agencies  have  backed 
so  vigorously." 

Eickhoff  revealed  that  four  of  America's 
largest  certificated  carriers,  a  feeder  serv- 
ice, four  overseas  lines  and  two  leading 
air  freight  lines,  all  render  service  to  and 
|rom  the  San  Francisco  Airport  in  all  di- 


rections. In  addition,  there  are  nine  non- 
certificated  lines  on  the  field. 

He  stated  that  5,600  persons  are  employed 
by  the  certificated  airlines  with  a  total 
payroll  of  $25,000,000. 

When  the  local  purchases  of  supplies  and 
equipment  for  the  airlines— $12,000,000 — 
are  added  to  the  payroll  figures,  the  com- 
bined outlays  for  wages,  salaries  and  sup- 
plies for  the  field's  operation  total  $37,- 
000,000.  This  figure  does  not  include  the 
City  and  Federal  Employees  at  the  airport 
or  employees  of  charter  lines,  cargo  car- 
riers and  other  public  service  operations. 

Eickhoff  also  noted  that  the  $30,000,000 
investment  in  the  San  Francisco  Airport 
by  the  people  of  San  Francisco  "is  indeed 
an  impressive  one." 


He  said  it  has  been  estimated  that  the 
1,250,000  passengers  who  pass  through  the 
airport  annually  spend  between  $20,000,000 
and  $30,000,000  in  San  Francisco  and  the 
surrounding  area. 

He  drew  attention  to  the  national  and 
international  aspects  of  the  airport  by 
citing  the  wing  markings  which  can  be 
seen  on  the  airplanes  using  the  field's 
faciities — American  Airlines;  British  Com- 
monwealth Pacif.c  Airlines;  California 
Central  Airlines;  Canadian  Pacific  Air- 
lines Limited;  Flying  Tiger  Line;  Pacific 
Southwest  Airlines;  Pan  American  World 
Airways;  Philippine  Airlines;  Slick  Air- 
ways; Southwest  Airways;  Trans  World 
Airlines;  United  Air  Lines  and  Western 
Airlines.

"The  effect  of  the  new  grading  in  terms 
of  revised  insurance  costs  is  now  under 
study  by  the  Pacific  Fire  Rating  Bureau," 
according  to  Al  W.  Gilbert,  General  Man- 
ager. He  said  that  within  a  few  weeks  or 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  paperwork  can  be 
done,  reduced  rates  will  be  in  effect  for 
dwelling  and  apartment  owners.  However, 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  put  into  effect 
reductions  on  other  types  of  property  until 
such  time  as  the  entire  city  can  be  in- 
spected by  the  Rating  Bureau.

"Deck"  Hulcy,  president  of  the  world's  largest  business 
organization  and  also  president  of  the  Lone  Star  Gas  Company, 
Dallas,  Texas,  was  moved  from  Texas  in  a  covered  wagon  to 
escape  boll  weevil  poverty  when  he  was  a  boy.  With  only 
eight  grades  of  formal  schooling  to  his  credit,  he  educated 
himself  at  night  through  a  correspondence  school  course.  Last 
year  he  received  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from 
Texas  Wesleyan  College. 

Mr.  Hulcy 's  special  Horatio  Alger  story  began  in  1892 
on  a  Texas  farm,  where  he  grew  to  eight  years  of  age  before 
his  father  gave  up  the  fight  against  the  cotton  pest  and  moved 
his  family  to  Arkansas. 

Faring  little  better  on  the  new  land,  the  family  finally 
moved  back  to  Texas — where  "Deck"  Hulcy 's  career  began,  at 


the  age  of  15,  as  a  messenger  boy  with  the  International  Great 
Northern  Railroad.  He  moved  up  rapidly  in  this  firm;  left  in 
1920  to  work  for  the  Lone  Star  Gas  Company.  By  1927  he 
was  assistant  comptroller,  and  in  1929,  assistant  to  the 
president. 

He  became  a  vice  president  in  1935,  president  in  1940. 

During  the  11  years  at  the  helm  of  Lone  Star,  the  firm 
more  than  doubled  in  size  and  now  operates  13,000  miles  of 
pipeline. 

Mr.  Hulcy,  who  is  also  president  of  the  American  Gas 
Association,  is  known  as  the  originator  of  this  group's  now 
famous  Promotion,  Advertising  and  Research  Committee. 

He  is  a  "boundless  civic  worker,"  in  his  adopted  city  of 
Dallas.

Proposition  "A"  on  the  November  6  ball"i 
which  calls  for  "cost-of-living"  salary  in 
creases  for  local  policemen  and  firenii  i 
was  opposed  this  week  by  the  Chamber  n 
Commerce  in  conjunction  with  the  foUowin 
orRanizations: 

Down    Town    Association,    Real    Estai 
Board,   Northern  California  Hotel  Associ 
at  ion.  Building  Owners  and  Managers  As- 
sociation,   and    Apartment    House    Associ- 
ation. 

In  a  joint  statement,  the  six  organiza- 
tions declared,  "salary  increases  per  se  are 
not  opposed,  but  the  cost-of-living  increase 
principle  is  unsound  and  would  lead  to 
future  complications."  They  said: 

11)  That  Proposition  "A"  does  not  con- 
form to  the  spirit  or  intent  of  the  Federal 
wage  regulations  inasmuch  as  it  calls  for 
an  increase  greater  than  is  allowed  private 
employment  by  the  Defense  Production  Act 
of  1950: 

(2)  An.\-  raise  in  salaries  for  municipal 
employees  should  be  in  terms  of  a  definite 
amount— such  as  $20  or  .$30  a  month— .-io 
the  people  would  know  exactly  what  thc\ 
are  voting  for: 

(3)  Experience  recorded  in  such  cities  as 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  with  the  "cost-of- 
living"  plans  indicates  that  the  formula 
works  while  salaries  are  going  up,  but  a 
demand  is  made  for  modification  or  aban- 
donment when  the  cost  of  living  drops. 

(4)  Passage  of  this  proposition  would 
mean  the  same  principle  could  logically  be 
demanded  by  other  municipal  employees. 
This  could  force  city  salaries  out  of  line 
with  those  paid  in  private  employment, 
with  a  cost  to  taxpayers  of  millions  of 
dollars  annually. 


'New'  Social  Security

Self-employed  businessmen  who  were 
Ijrought  under  Social  Security  by  last 
year's  change  in  the  law  will  report  their 
"net  income  from  self-employment  for  1951 
at  the  same  time  they  make  their  Federal 
income  tax  return  early  next  year.  The\ 
w^ill  enter  their  social  security  number  on 
the  tax  form  together  with  information  on 
net  earnings. 

Those  who  do  not  have  Social  Securit.\ 
cards  now  should  telephone  KLondike 
2-2350  for  an  application  form,  complete  it 
and  return  it  at  the  earliest  moment. 

Those  who  have  now,  or  have  e\er  had, 
social  security  cards  should  use  the  same 
number  now.  If  your  card  has  been  lost, 
telephone  the  same  number  mentioned 
above  and  request  a  duplicate  card  bearing 
the  same  number  that  was  on  the  lost  card. 

The  social  security  number  is  essential 
for  proper  crediting  of  self-employment  in- 
come on  which  retirement  and  survivors' 
benefits  are  based.  If  you  have  a  card — or 
as  soon  as  you  secure  it — you  may  "relax" 
until  income  tax  time.  Nothing  more  is 
needed  to  "set  up"  your  account.

Shipbuilding  Contract 

Likelihood  that  sufficient  steel  will  be 
allocated  to  the  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast 
Steel  Corporation's  San  Francisco  yard  for 
the  building  of  five  mariner-class  vessels 
climaxed  a  meeting  here  last  week  of 
Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson,  Vice  Admiral 
Edward  L.  Cochrane,  chairman  of  the  Fed- 
eral Maritime  Board;  Chamber  President 
Alan  J.  Lowrey,  and  Representative  John 
F.  Shelley. 

National  Production  Administrator 
Manly  Fleischmann  also  informed  the 
group  by  telegram  that  he  would  do  every- 
thing possible  to  channel  materials  to  the 
shipbuilding  industry  here. 


Not  Necessary  To  Approve  Proposition  A 
For  1952  Pay  Increase,  Conference  Says 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  approve  'any-port-in-a-storm'  Proposition  A  in  order 
to  give  our  policemen  and  firemen  a  deserved  pay  boost  by  July  1,  1952,"  de- 
clared J.  Arthur  Younger,  chairman  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Confer- 
ence, this  week. 

Proposition  A  on  next  Tuesday's  ballot  provides  for  policemen  and  firemen 
salary  increases  effective  July  1,  1952;  proponents  of  the  measure,  according 
to  Younger,  have  claimed  that  if  it  is  not  passed,  no  increase  would  be  pos- 
sible for  another  year.  — — 

"If  a  sound  measure  were  submitted  in 
the  spring  primary  election,"  he  said,  "an 
increased  salary  would  be  made  effective 
on  the  same  1952  date,  with  retroactive 
payment  on  approval  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature." 

By  a  "sound  measure,"  Younger  said  the 
Municipal  Conference  means  a  proposal  for 
a  "definite  amount"  of  salary  increase — 
such  as  $20  or  $30  a  month— rather  than 
the  unspecific  "cost-of-living"  plan  em- 
bodied in  Proposition  A  —  which,  he  said, 
could  logically  be  extended  to  all  municipal 
employees  and  cost  San  Francisco  tax- 
payers millions  of  dollars  annually. 

The  latest  reported  cost-if-living  index 
figure  for  San  Francisco  leaves  the  cost  of 
Proposition  A  alone  at  $1,959,330,  according 
to  Younger.  This  amounts  to  17.4  cents  in 
the  tax  rate. 

The  Municipal  Conference — composed  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber,  Down  Town 
Association,  Real  Estate  Board,  California 
Northern  Hotel  Association,  Apartment 
House  Association  and  Building  Owners  and 
Managers  Association — recommends  against 
Proposition  A  principally  on  the  grounds 
that  the  "cost-of-living"  principle  is  unsound 
and  would  lead  to  future  complications.

Area  Industrial  Expansion  $90  Million 
As  All-Time  Postwar  Record  Predicted 

Ray  W.  Turnbull,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Development 
Committee,  announced  today  that  recent  industrial  expansions  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Region  brought  the  yearly  total  (through  September)  to  over 
90  million  dollars'  investment  in  plant  and  equipment.  Of  this  figure,  over 
16  million  dollars  was  put  into  67  new  plants,  he  said,  while  the  remaining 
amount  was  devoted  to  expansion  of  existing  industrial  facilities. 
For  the  month  of  September,  one  new  plant  and  seven  expansions  were 

announced  in  San  Francisco — totalling  $2.- 
984,000.  Two  new  plants  for  $107,000  and 
13  expansions  totalling  $1,223,500  accounted 
for  the  rest  of  the  12  counties  in  the  Bay 
Region. 

Northern  California's  48  counties  with 
six  new  plants  and  22  expansions  had  a 
total  of  $25,494,500  invested  in  plant  and 
equipment,  according  to  Mr.  Turnbull. 

"Industrial  expansion  in  the  Bay  Region," 
he  said,  "appears  to  be  headed  for  an  all- 
time  high. 

"While  much  of  this  construction  may  be

September  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco continued  the  seasonal  upward  trend 
begun  in  August,  attaining  a  level  6.97n 
above  last  September.  Our  Index  of  busi- 
ness activity  for  September  amounted  to 
301.1:  the  9  months  average  of  285.9  was 
li'/c  above  last  year.  The  9  months  cumu- 
lative of  all  the  major  fields  of  activity  ex- 
cept building  and  real  estate,  were  above 
the  similar  period  last  year  with  gains  re- 
ported m  .S.F.  department  store  sales  ol 
3.9';;  bank  debits  19.3%;  postal  receipts 
20.1%;  industrial  employment  10.4%;  in- 
dustrial payrolls  9.9%i;  employment  place- 
ments 41%:  freight  car  movements  10%; 
Airport  plane  traffic  21.9%;  air  passenger 
traffic  25.6%;  air  freight  11.4%;  revenue 
tons  handled  by  the  Port  of  San  Francisco 
9%  ;  cargo  \'essels  arri\'ing  in  San  Francisco 
Bay  12.3%;  electrical  energy  sales  9.3%; 
industrial  and  commercial  gas  sales  8.8% ; 
commercial  and  industrial  water  sales 
0.4%;  Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  4%, 
and  Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle  crossings 
11%.  The  value  of  building  permits  was 
off  20.5%  and  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
11%. 

CONSTRUCTION 

Supported  by  non-residential  demands  in 
both  new  construction  and  additions,  alter- 
ations and  repairs,  .San  Francisco  .Septem- 
ber building  permits  value  was  over  three 
Jimes  the  preceding  month  and  exceeded 


the  same  month  last  year  by  more  than 
one-quarter.  There  were  618  building  per- 
mits valued  at  $7,261,7,50.  New  residential 
accounted  for  88  valued  at  .$937,800— all 
were  single-family  dwelling  units.  The  non- 
residential total  of  nearly  $6,000,000  ac- 
counted for  82%  of  the  permits  issued  dur- 
ing September.  The  9  months  cumulative 
of  6,176  permits  with  value  of  $44,551,643 
were  about  two-thirds  non-residential  and 
were  18.6%  in  number  and  20.5%  in  value 
below  last  year.  Additions,  alterations  and 
repairs  was  the  only  classification  showing 
gains  for  the  cumulative  period  and 
amounted  to  27.9%o. 

EMPLOYMENT 

San  Francisco  employment  continued  ex- 
cellent in  September  with  gains  in  all  fields 
except  the  wholesale  trade  and  finance 
groups.  Increases  in  the  durable  goods  in- 
dustry  offset  the  decline  in  food  and  ap- 
parel and  leather  products  industries,  ac- 
cording to  the  C.S.E.S.  San  Francisco 
placements  were  reported  at  3,609,  of  which 
853  were  commercial  and  2,756  industrial 
and  all  others.  Manpower  shortages  con- 
tinued in  certain  engineering  professions 
and  highly  skilled  trades  including  the  elec- 
trical field. 

.September  employment  in  the  San  Fran- 
ci.sco  Metropolitan  Area  16  (bounties)  at- 
tained the  peak  of  the  year  at  1,009,400. 
Placements  in  this  Area  amounted  to  7,900 


in  September  and  unemployment  was  esti- 
mated at  25,400  or  11%  below  August. 

MANUFACTURING 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  (6  Counties) 
in  August  gave  employment  to  191.000 
compared  to  180,300  in  July  and  182,100  in 
August  last  year.  Average  weekly  earnings 
of  $73.43  were  up  8.6%.  In  the  non-manu- 
facluring  field  average  weekly  earnings  in 
wholesale  trade  in  August  amounted  to 
$71.67;  retail  trade  $57.40;  hotels  $43.13; 
and  in  laundry,  cleaning  and  dyeing  $50.52.

Hulcy  Denounces  Socialism 

Dechard  A.  Hulcy,  president  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  this 
week  deUvered  a  spirited  denunciation  of 
socialistic  tendencies  in  government  and 
said  that  business  today  has  the  "chance  of 
the  century"  to  fill  what  he  termed  a 
"moral  vacuum."

Business  Activity  in  San  Francisco  Continues

tificates  of  Necessity  have  been  issued, 
through  August  18,  to  45  firms  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Area  amounting  to 
$116,931,000;  San  Jose,  6  firms,  amounting 
to  $9,481,000,  Bay  Region  54,  amounting  to 
$129,258,000.  The  same  report  reveals  287 
Certificates  had  been  issued  in  California 
amounting  to  $313,847,000;  in  the  three 
Pacific  Coast  States,  346  Certificates 
amounting  to  $442,078,000;  in  the  8  Moun- 
tain States,  72  amounting  to  $307,556,000, 
bringing  the  11  Western  States  total  to  418 
Certificates  amounting  to  $749,634,000  or 
8.1%  of  the  United  States  total  of  338  Cer- 
tificates of  Necessity  amounting  to  $9,- 
286,892,000. 

TRADE 

September  department  store  sales,  based 
on  the  adjusted  index  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank,  dropped  behind  in  most  areas 
of  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District 
but  the  9  month  sales  were  above  the  same 
period  last  year.  San  Francisco  sales  were 
off  6%;  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Area 
59(1 ;  Northern  California  6%;  California 
8%;  and  the  12th  Federal  Reserve  Dis- 
trict 7%;  while  the  9  months  cumulative 
in  San  Francisco,  the  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land Area,  and  Northern  California,  were 
all  up  3%  compared  to  1%  in  Southern 
California  and  the  State  of  California;  and 
up  2%  in  the  Twelfth  District. 

Wholesale  sales  on  the  Pacific  Coast  for 
the  first  8  months  were  up  13%  compared 
to  11%  in  the  United  States.  Inventories 
were  up  43%  compared  to  38%  in  the  na- 
tion. Automotive  supply  sales  were  up  25% ; 
electrical  18% ;  furniture  8% ;  hardware 
27%;  industrial  supplies  79%;  machinery 
and  equipment  6.3%;  lumber  and  building 
materials  15%;  beer  10%;  jewelry  16%; 
drugs  19%;  dry  goods  2%;  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  6%;  groceries  4%;  paper  prod- 
ucts 27%;  tobacco  6%;  and  sales  of  wines 
and  spirits  dropped  3%. 

WORLD  TRADE 

San  Francisco  Customs  District  handled 
$23,100,000  of  exports  and  imports  of  $35,- 
400,000  or  a  total  of  $58,500,000  during  July 
(latest  available).  The  San  Francisco  Cus- 
toms District  ranked  fifth  in  imports  and 
tenth  in  exports  among  Customs  Districts 
in  the  Nation. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Both  freight  car  movements  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  revenue  tons  handled  by  the 
Port  of  San   Francisco  during  September 


declined  more  than  seasonally,  compared 
to  the  preceding  month.  September  freight 
carloadings  of  14,480  were  also  11.3',;  below 
last  September  but  the  9  months  cumu- 
lative was  up  10%.  The  Port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco .-c'portou  140,-1G2  re. cr.uc  ^ona  hu.-idlcd 
in  September  compared  to  523,057  in  Au- 
gust and  548,985  last  September.  The  9 
months  cumulative  of  4,930,861  revenue 
tons  increased  9%,  due  to  export  and  im- 
port movements.  Ship  arrivals  of  392  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  marked  a  gain  of 
7.2%  and  the  9  months  total  of  3,313  was 
up  12.3%. 

INTER-CITY  AND   INTERSTATE  TRAFFIC 

September  Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings 
of  2,546.594  were  practically  the  same  as  a 
year  ago  but  below  the  August  all-time 
high.  The  9  months  total  was  up  i.V'/c. 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  of 
954,093  in  September  were  up  8.9%  and 
the  9  months  cumulative  was  up  11.3%. 

Northern  California  border  checking  sta- 
tions reported  75,031  out-of-State  automo- 
biles entered  during  September  and  ac- 
counted for  57.4%  of  the  State's  total  en- 
tries in  this  group.  They  carried  192,884 
passengers  or  56.4%  of  the  State  total. 
Stages  brought  in  46,556  passengers  or  47% 
of  the  State  total.

Tourist  and  Settlers  written  requests  re- 
ceived by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  during  the  first  9  months  were 
31.8%  above  a  year  ago. 

UTILITIES 

Electrical  energy  sales  during  September 
were  12.6%  above  last  September  and  the 
9  months  cumulative  was  up  9.3%.  Indus- 
trial and  commercial  gas  sales  in  Septem- 
ber were  up  6.4%  and  the  cumulative 
8.8%.  Commercial  and  industrial  water 
sales  in  September  were  up  3.1%  and  the 
cumulative  0.4%.

SELF-EMPLOYED  PERSONS  IN  SOCBAL  SECURITY 

Third  in  a  Series 

By  CHARLES  SHREVE,  Manager,  San  Francisco  Field  Service  Social  Security  Admin. 


If  you  work  for  yourself — in  almost  any 
kind  of  trade  or  business — you  are  now  cov- 
ered by  Federal  Social  Security.  This 
means:  Your  1951  earnings  count  toward 
Old-Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  protec- 
tion for  you  and  your  family,  (Self-employ- 
ment is  not  covered  by  social  security  if 
net  earnings  are  less  than  $400  in  a  year.) 

The  new  social  security  law  does  not 
cover  earnings  from  self-employment  as  a 
farmer,  doctor,  lawyer,  dentist,  architect, 
certified  public  accountant,  full-time  prac- 
ticing accountant,  funeral  director,  pro- 
fessional engineer  and  a  few  other  related 
lines. 


Rentals  from  real  estate,  dividends  and 
interest  from  stocks  and  bonds  and  other 
kinds  of  income  from  investments  are  not 
considered  to  be  from  a  "trade  or  business" 
and  don't  count  toward  Social  Security,  un- 
less one  is  a  "real  estate  dealer"  or  a 
"dealer  in  stocks  and  bonds." 

But  hotels,  boarding  houses,  tourist 
camps,  tourist  homes  or  apartment  houses 
furnishing  hotel  service,  will  turn  the  rental 
into  a  "trade  or  business" — and  the  net  in- 
come will  be  subject  to  Social  Security 
because  of  services  rendered.

Fourteen  hundred  pieces  of  antique  mer- 
chandise which  recently  arrived  at  San 
Francisco's  Foreign  Trade  Zone  from  Eng- 
land will  be  offered  to  wholesale  antique 
dealers  beginning  November  19,  according 
to  an  announcement  by  James  Campbell, 
zone  superintendent. 

The  antiques  were  brought  into  the  zone 
by  Felix  Greene,  local  importer,  who  is  now 
engaged  in  unpacking  and  arranging  the 
assortment  in  space  especially  provided  in 
the  zone  warehouse.  Included  in  the  items 
are  furniture,  paintings,  clocks,  silverware 
and  brassware, 

Campbell  and  Greene  believe  this  to  be 
the  first  time  a  foreign  trade  zone  in  the 
United  States  has  been  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  antiques,  and,  according  to 
Campbell,  "it  promises  to  be  an  annual 
event  at  the  San  Francisco  zone."

Thanks  From  Korea  C  of  C 


The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Korea, 
now  located  in  Pusan,  recently  thanked  the 
.San  Francisco  Chamber  for  its  aid  in  help- 
ing re-establish  itself  after  having  been 
burned  out  by  the  communist  invasion. 

The  Korean  Chamber  last  August  had 
asked  for  printed  documents  concerning 
San  Francisco's  international  trade,  sta- 
tistics and  other  materials  indispensable  to 
its  activity.  Through  its  World  Trade  De- 
partment, the  San  Francisco  Chamber  com- 
plied and  offered  any  further  cooperation 
needed. 

"Your  help,"  said  Pyeung  Whee  Song, 
chief  secretary  of  the  Korean  Chamber, 
"will  forever  remain  in  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  our  countrymen." 


Sounding  a  dotlationary  note  in  a  time  of 
rising  prices.  Pan  American  World  Airways 
plans  to  slash  air  fares  across  the  Atlantic 
by  one-third. 

Juan  T.  Trippe,  president  of  the  air  car- 
rier, announced  that  on  April  1,  Pan 
American  intends  to  launch  low-cost  tour, 
ist -class  air  service  across  the  Atlantic. 

Maximum  fare  one-way.  New  York  to 
London,  would  be  $250.  Present  one-way 
first  class  fare  is  $395,  round-trip  $711.  The 
company  hopes  to  be  able  to  reduce  the 
round-trip  faro  to  $405. 

Pan  American  also  announced  that  tour- 
ist-class service  in  the  Pacific  would  follow 
the  Atlantic  rate  reduction  with  the  new 
DC  6-B  type  Clippers  being  used  in  the 
Atlantic  service. 

According  to  the  airline,  Juan  Trippe's 
project  follows  the  traditional  American 
way. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  undertaken  by  a 
free-enterprise  competitive  company.  Sec- 
ondly, it  carries  on  the  American  principle 
of  large  volume  and  low  profit.  Third,  it  is 
aimed  at  taking  a  commodity — interna- 
tional transportation,  in  this  case — out  of 
the  luxury  class  and  bringing  it  within  the 
reach  of  "average  people." 

"It's  the  Henry  Ford  Model-T  principle," 
Trippe  said.  "But  in  this  case,  there  will  be 
nothing  'Model-T'  about  the  airplanes  used." 
DC-6-B  type  Clippers  are  the  latest  aircraft 
in  production,  he  said. 

Trippe  said  this  new  service  would  bring 
European  vacations  within  the  reach  of  the 
average  family,  of  students,  and  of  many 
other  Americans  who  have  never  had  the 
time  and  money  for  European  travel  before. 

He  pointed  out  that  every  tourist  dollar 
spent  abroad  is  the  same  as  a  Marshall 
Plan  dollar  ...  a  tourist  dollar  helps  reduce 
the  cost  of  the  Marshall  Plan  and  aid  for- 
eign countries  in  recovery. 

Trippe  predicts  that  the  one-billion  dol- 
lars left  abroad  annually  by  American 
tourists  can  be  tripled  with  low-cost  air 
transportation.

USE  OF  IMPORTED  STEEL  IN  CONSTRUCTION 

In  a  recent  announcement,  John  J.  Judge, 
Regional  Director,  National  Production  Au- 
thority, said  that  in  answer  to  numerous 
inquiries,  foreign  sources  of  steel  cannot  be 
added  to  allotments  from  domestic  produc- 
tion without  diminishing  the  amounts  ap- 
proved. The  same  applies  on  used  salvage 
steel.  The  official  ruling  as  published  b.v 
the  general  counsel  for  the  National  Pro- 
duction Authority  states: 

"Foreign  steel,  while  it  may  be  used  to 
supplement  an  allotment  under  Direction  4 
to  CMP  Regulation  1,  may  not  be  used  in 
construction  without  being  charged  against 
the  quantities  provided  for  in  authorized 
construction  schedules  or  charged  against 
the  quantities  for  which  an  individual  may 
self-authorize  for  his  construction."

3.  Review  of  applications  on  file  and  can 
vass  of  applicants  to  determine  whethtr 
construction  has  been  commenced  or  is  still 
contemplated,  and  whether  an  allocation  of 
materials  has  been  requested. 

4.  Adoption  of  a  formal  system  of  priori- 
ties for  processing  applications  based  on 
the  essentiality  of  the  product  involved. 

5.  Treatment  within  priority  groups  to 
be  based  on  the  extent  of  the  particular 
shortage  involved  and  the  degree  to  vvliicli 
already  certified  expansion  has  reduced  it.

District  Associations  Working  On  Defense  Plan 

San  Francisco's  district  merchants  associations  shortly  -wiU  announce  a 
master  plan  for  operating  under  conditions  of  emergency  in  the  event  of 
~  enemy  attack  or  other  disaster. 

Officers  of  district  associations  currently 
are  in  the  final  stage  of  formulating  such 
a  plan  under  auspices  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  in  cooperation  with  Rear  Admiral 
A.  G.  Cook  (Ret.),  director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps. 

According  to  Chamber  President  Alan  J. 
i^owrey,  district  ofhcials — all  members  of 
the  Chamber's  Retail  Merchants  Associa- 
tion— are  working  toward  a  plan  which  will 
have  among  its  goals: 

( 1 )  Reserving  of  stocks  for  customer  use 
within  each  district  so  that  each  will  tend 
to  be  self-supporting;  (2)  Organizing  so 
that  looting  of  stores  will  be  kept  at  a 
minimum;  (31  Returning  as  near  to  "norm- 
al business"  as  possible  after  the  emergency 
has  struck;  (4)  Cooperation  with  auxiliary 
police  and  other  emergency  officers  in  gen- 
eral disaster  work. 


Chamber  Urges  Adoption  Of 
Bridge  '7-Point'  Program 

Belford  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  San 
Francisco  Cham.ber  Traffic  and  Highway 
Committee,  this  week  urged  the  California 
Toll  Bridge  Authority  to  adopt  a  Seven- 
Point  Program  for  refinancing  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge. 

Brown  represented  the  Chamber  in  a  San 
Francisco  delegation  which  appeared  be- 
fore the  Authority  in  Sacramento  Tuesday. 

The  Seven-Point  Program  which  the 
Chamber  is  supporting  in  cooperation  with 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  pro- 
vides for  repaying  certain  State  Highwa\- 
and  State  General  Fund  appropriations  of 
the  past,  making  needed  improvements  on 
the  bridge,  constructing  new  approaches, 
and  completing  studies  of  possible  new 
crossings — payments  to  be  made  from  con- 
tinued tolls. 

"Adequate  highway  transportation  looms 
in  the  forefront  of  our  city's  problems," 
.said  Brown  in  urging  the  Authority  to 
adopt  the  program  which,  he  said,  is  "a 
sound  method  to  solve  our  bridge  approach 
problem."

Oral  Argument  Today  For 
Protection  Of  Air  Rates 

H.  H.  Fuller,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Shippers  Traffic  Committee,  announced  this 
week  that  a  spokesman  for  his  group  will 
participate  in  oral  argument  today  before 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  defense  of 
the  existing  airline  fare  structure  between 
all  the  major  Pacific  points  on  the  one 
hand,  and  Chicago  and  points  east  of  Chi- 
cago on  the  other. 

The  Board's  examiner  has  recommended 
that  because  of  a  dfference  of  105  miles, 
San  Francisco  fares  should  be  five  per  cent 
higher  than  those  between  Los  Angeles  and 
the  East;  and  that  fares  to  and  from  the 
intermediate  points  between  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles  and  Portland  should  be 
made  by  adding  the  local  fares  to  the  ga:e- 
way  fares. 

Exceptions  to  these  recommendations 
have  since  been  filed  by  Walter  A.  Rohde, 
Manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department,  Vv-ho  today  will  make  the  oral 
argument  before  the  Board  itself.

Social  Security  For 
Self- Employed

Basically,  the  new  Social  Securitj'  law- 
provides  that  if  you  work  for  yourself  in  a 
trade  or  business,  you  have  Social  Security 
insurance  for  yourself  and  your  family,  if 
you  earn  at  least  $400  a  year  net.  It  is,  in 
fact,  compulsory  except  for  individuals  in 
certain  professions  who  are  specifically  ex- 
cluded. You  will  pay  Social  Security  taxes 
of  21/4%  on  all  net  earnings  up  to  $3600  a 
>ear  when  you  file  your  1951  income  tax 
report  next  March.  No  Social  Security  tax 
is  paid  on  income  from  rentals,  stocks  and 
bonds  and  other  investments. 

Payments  to  you  and  your  family  range 
from  $23  to  $150  monthly,  depending  on 
\our  earnings.

Manufacturers   Complacent 

About  Foreign  Trade, 

Council  Survey  Shows 


Contrary  to  many  previous  expressions, 
the  re3ponsibility  for  increasing  Pacific 
CoBst  foreign  trade  may  .e3t  largely  with 
the  manufacturing  indust.y,  according  to 
Louis  S.  Kraemer,  execudve  secretary  of 
the  Western  Transportatxn  Council. 

Kraemer's  statement  v.as  issued  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  survey  just  processed  by  the 
Council  which  indicates  that  manufacturer.; 
apparently  find  adequate  outlets  for  their 
production  in  the  domesti:?  field  and  there- 
fore "may  lack  interest  i;i  development  of 
foreign  trade." 

Kraemer  pointed  out  that  74  per  cent  of 
the  manufacturers  responding  to  the  sur- 
vey indicated  they  do  not  design  any  items 
for  export;  that  78  per  cent  of  the  same 
manufacturers  do  not  grant  export  dis- 
counts; that  66  per  cent  export  less  than 
10  per  cent  of  their  production,  and  12  per 
cent  do  no  exporting  whatsoever.

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Residential  Building,  Mortgage  Market,  Tied  Closely  Together 


The  intricate  relationship  among  the  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  mortgage  lenders  in  San 
Francisco  Bay  Ai-ea  and  the  availability  of 
mortgage  credit  have  exercised  an  import- 
ant and  vital  influence  on  the  residential 
building  program  in  this  Area  since  the  end 
of  World  War  II. 

The  supply  of  mortgage  loan  funds  in  this 
market  is  particularly  sensitive  to  change 
in  bank  policies,  interest-rate  patterns,  and 
progressively  increasing  activity  of  insur- 
ance companies,  according  to  a  scholarly 
article  by  Dr.  Paul  F,  Wend  and  Daniel 
B.  Rathbun  of  the  University  of  California. 
The  9-page  article  appears  in  "Housing  Re- 
search," a  new  publication  of  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency,  dated  Fall, 
1951.  These  observations  and  a  few  excerpts 
from  the  article  which  follow  have  been 
arranged  by  our  Research  Department: 

Bay  Area  Growth 

"The  San  Francisco  Bay  area  is  one  of 
the  fastest-growing  metropolises  in  the 
United  States  .  .  .  The  number  of  people 
living  in  the  nine  counties  bordering  on  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  in  1950  was  greater  than 
the  total  population  of  any  one  of  the  27 
States  or  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
1950  Bay  area  population  of  2,652,000  per- 
sons was  52.9  percent  greater  than  the 
population  in  1940.  Expanded  defense  ac- 
tivity at  the  Bay  area's  many  important 
military  establishments  and  rising  employ- 
ment in  civilian  military  plants  have  com- 
bined with  record  levels  of  nonmilitary  em- 
ployment to  attract  thousands  of  new  mi- 
grants to  the  area  since  the  beginning  of 
the  Korean  War.  .  .  . 

"Approximately  24,000  dwelling  units 
were  constructed  in  the  nine-county  area 
annually  from  1946  through  1949.  During 
the  same  period  over  90,000  mortgage  loans 
were  recorded  annually.  The  record  year 
1950  witnessed  the  construction  of  over 
40,000  dwelling  units  and  the  granting  of 
over  125,000  mortgage  loans.  A  study  of 
building  permits  and  loan  commitments  has 
indicated  that  Bay  area  home  building  in 
the  first  half  of  1951  will  be  maintained  at 
the  high  1950  level  .  .  . 

Structure  and  Loan  Policies 

"Salient  features  of  the  San  Francisco 
mortgage  market: 

1.  The  dominant  position  held  by  banks. 

2.  The  increasingly  important  role  played 
by  insurance  companies. 

3.  The  relative  unimportance  of  savings 
and  loan  associations. 

4.  The  importance  of  FHA-insured  and 
\'.\-guaranteed  loans. 

Banks 

-^ix  major  branch  banks  which  operate 
!  t  rital  of  266  offices  within  the  Bay  area, 
have  consistently  recorded  over  90  percent 
of  the  total  dollar  volume  of  mortgage 
loans  recorded  by  all  banks  in  the  Bay  area, 
and  account  for  the  dominant  position  of 
banks  in  the  metropolitan  mortgage  mar- 
ket. .  .  .  Bay  area  banks  invest  between 
35  and  60  per  cent  of  savings  deposits  in 


real  estate  loans,  with  the  bulk  of  lending 
capacity  committed  to  the  latter  figure. 
Loans  are  customarily  made  for  60  percent 
of  appraised  \aluo  but  policy  with  respect 
to  the  loan-value  ratio  varies  with  the  type 
of  loans.  Banks  adjust  appraisal  policies 
from  time  to  time  to  effect  desired  changes 
in  loan  policy  .  .  .  Bay  area  banks  supply 
a  larger  percentage  of  construction  credit 
than  of  permanent  credit  .  .  .  Banks  have 
also  dominated  government-insured  and 
guaranteed  lending  in  the  Bay  area.  .  .  . 

Insurance  Companies 

"Insurance  company  role  grows  .  .  .  The 
following  factors  account  for  the  rising  im- 
portance of  insurance  companies  in  the  Bay 
area  mortgage  market  in  recent  years: 

1.  The  partial  withdrawal  of  the  leading 
bank  from  the  market  after  mid-1947  and 
the  general  decline  in  bank  mortgage  lend- 
ing in  1949  and  1950. 

2.  The  increasing  command  of  insurance 
companies  over  the  Nation's  savings. 

3.  The  effectiveness  of  the  loan  corre- 
spondent (and  broker)  method  of  acquir- 
ing loan  portfolios. 

4.  The  entry  of  insurance  companies  into 
the  construction  loan  field. 

5.  The  liberal  loan-value  ratios  and  rela- 
tively larger  terms  offered  on  permanent 
loans. 

"Insurance  companies  have  also  provided 
an  active  secondary  market  for  all  types  of 
mortgage  loans  .  .  .  Insurance  companies 
constitute  the  'competitive  fringe'  in  the 
market  and  have  clearly  served  to  improve 
the  terms  on,  and  increase  the  quantity  of, 
mortgage  credit  available  to  borrowers  in 
this  market. .  .  . 

Savings  and  Loan  Groups 

"Savings  and  loan  groups  play  lesser 
part  .  .  .  Nationally,  savings  and  loan  as- 
sociations are  the  most  important  institu- 
tional source  of  mortgage  credit;  locally, 
they  provide  only  10  percent  of  the  total 
dollar  volume  of  mortgage  loans  .  .  .  The 
principal  reason  for  the  less  important  role 
of  savings  and  loan  associations  in  the  local 
mortgage  market  can  be  found  in  the  domi- 
nance and  aggressiveness  of  the  leading 
banks  in  the  area  in  attracting  savings  de- 
posits and  securing  mortgage  loans.  .  .  . 

Individuals 

"Individuals  still  important  mortgagors. 
Nationally,  'individuals  and  other  mortga- 
gees' provide  more  than  one-third  of  total 
mortgage  credit  on  urban  residential  dwell- 
ings and  exceed  the  contribution  of  any 
single  class  of  institutional  mortgagee  .  .  . 
this  group  is  of  lesser  importance  in  the 
Bay  area  and  has  furnished  a  smaller  per- 
centage of  mortgage-loan  credit  than  banks. 

Government  Agencies 

"Government  agencies  and  the  mortgage 
market  .  .  .  The  FHA  and  VA  volume  ac- 
counts for  approximately  one-third  of  the 
total  real  estate  loans  made  in  this  area 
and  for  a  substantially  higher  percentage 
of  the  loans  on  new  construction.  It  is  un- 


doubtedly true  that  the  terms  on  which 
these  agencies  insure  or  guarantee  mort- 
gage credit,  influence  the  loan  terms  estab- 
lished by  institutional  lenders  on  conven- 
tional mortgage  loans  .  .  .  The  VA  made 
loan  commitments  on  houses  approved  for 
the  FHA  firm  commitment  and  facilitated 
the  large  volume  of  section  505  financing 
during  the  period  of  rapidly  rising  building 
costs  in  1950  by  relatively  liberal  appraisal 
policies  .  .  .  The  expiration  of  the  section 
505  loan  in  the  fall  of  1950  and  the  increase 
in  the  maximum  amount  of  the  veterans' 
guarantee  to  $7,500  marked  the  end  of  the 
FHA-VA  cooperation  through  the  combi- 
nation loan  and  raised  a  serious  question 
as  to  the  continued  participation  of  FHA  in 
tract-home  financing. 

Secondary  Market 

"An  active  private  secondary  market  has 
existed  for  mortgage  paper  in  the  Bay  area 
throughout  the  postwar  period.  Many  in- 
surance companies  have  added  to  their  di- 
rect lending  by  the  acquisition  of  large 
blocks  of  VA  and  FHA  loans.  Banks  and 
savings  and  loan  associations  have  de- 
veloped close  relationships  with  these  and 
other  lenders  outside  the  area  who  were  in 
the  market  for  mortgage  loans.  This  active 
participation  in  the  private  secondary  mar- 
ket resulted  in  an  almost  complete  neglect 
of  the  use  of  Federal  National  Mortgage 
Association's  facilities  in  this  area.  .  .  . 

Credit  Curb  Impact  Delayed 

"Government  actions  designed  to  reduce 
the  level  of  residential  building  through  the 
imposition  of  mortgage  credit  controls  were 
announced  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1950 
.  .  .  The  momentum  of  .  .  .  war-induced 
building  and  mortgage-loan  activity  was  so 
great  that  Bay  area  mortgage  lenders 
agreed  in  January  1951,  that — 'It  will  be 
another  4  to  6  months  before  the  credit 
restrictions  on  residential  construction  in- 
troduced last  October  will  begin  to  have 
their  full  restraining  effect  upon  homo 
building  and  lending  activity.'  Several  fac- 
tors have  contributed  to  the  continued  high 
rate  of  home  construction  in  the  area. 

Recent  Interviews 

"Interviews  with  builders,  lenders  and 
others  indicate  that  FHA  and  VA  appraisal 
policies  have  been  more  generous  since  the 
October  12  announcement  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  July  1  cost  freeze  .  .  .  Many 
builders  are  anticipating  relaxation  of  credit 
controls  in  the  area  due  to  defense  activi- 
ties. Over  2,000  units  of  Wherry  Act  hous- 
ing have  been  authorized  in  the  area.  Some 
portion  of  the  current  volume  of  FHA  ap- 
plications for  loan  commitments  is  based 
upon  builders'  confidence  of  likelihood  of 
enactment  of  title  IX  this  spring,  since 
builders  anticipate  that  more  generous 
terms  will  apply  to  earlier  applications  .  .  ."

Less  Work  Stoppage  Here 
Than  On  East  Coast 

The  West  Coast  maritime  industry  has 
had  only  one-sixth  the  number  of  man-day 
losses  through  strikes  and  work  stoppages 
than  has  the  East  Coast  in  the  past  two 
}  cars,  according  to  a  report  completed 
last  week  by  the  Pacific  Maritime  Asso- 
ciation. 

In  a  comprehensive  tabulation  and  analy- 
sis of  strikes,  work  stoppages  and  direct 
losses  resulting  therefrom,  the  Association's 
survey  shows  San  Francisco  and  the  West 
Coast  in  a  much  more  favorable  position 
than  is  commonly  envisioned,  according  to 
G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General  Manager.  In 
terms  of  man-day  losses  from  work  stop- 
pages (defined  as  12  men  being  involved 
for  a  single  day),  East  Coast  ports  show  a 
total  of  496.700  man-day  losses  from  1949 
through  1951  as  compared  to  only  75,150 
on  West  Coast  ports. 

On  the  East  Coast  the  total  number  of 
strikes  was  45  as  compared  to  24  on  the 
West  Coast;  37,270  men  involved  there  as 
compared  to  15,530  here. 

Favorable  results  of  the  "new  look"  on 
the  West  Coast  were  shown  in  a  compari- 
.son  of  man-days  lost  in  the  three  years 
since  1948'  -which  were  30,000  compared 
to  the  three-year  period  immediately  pre- 
ceding in  which  there  were  4,200,000. 


Chinatown,  West  Portal,

Chinatown,  West  Portal  and  Mission  Dis- 
trict last  week  were  adjudged  first,  second 
and  third  place  winners,  respectively,  in  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber's  annual  District 
Christmas  Decorations  Contest. 

Of  the  22  decorated  districts  competing, 
three  others  were  awarded  honorable  men- 
tion— the  Marina,  Clement  Street  and  Ir- 
ving Street  districts. 

Commenting  on  the  competition,  Robert 
Gros  of  P.  G.  &  E.,  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's judging  committee  which  toured  the 
city's  districts,  said: 

"Chinatown  was  the  unanimous  choice  of 
the  judges  becau.se  of  the  originality  and 
general  beauty  of  its  decorations  and  be- 
cause of  its  clever  combining  of  the  Christ- 
mas theme  with  a  symbolically  Oriental 
motif. 

"Once  again,  Chinatown  has  shown  its 
fine  community  spirit." 

Gros  said  that  all  22  districts  did  an

—  Second  Century  of  Proeress  — 

Chamber  Urges  Extension 
Of  Car  Tow- Away  Plan 

Following  presentations  by  Belford 
Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Traffic 
and  Highway  Committee  and  L.  Harold 
Anderson  of  the  Downtown  Association  be- 
fore the  Police  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
.Supervisors  last  week,  the  Committee  ap- 
proved a  proposal  to  extend  the  tow-away 
ordinance  to  Market,  Mission,  Sutter  and 
Stockton-Fourth  Streets. 

The  plan  is  scheduled  for  consideration 
Januar.y  14  by  the  entire  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

Brown  declared  the  Chamber  recognizes 
that  motor  vehicle  usage  and  resultant  de- 
mands for  parking  must  be  weighed  against 
the  need  for  efficient  transit  to  handle  peak 
loads,  but  that  the  tow-away  extension  pro- 
posal "is  a  reasonable  one  and  deserves  a 
fair  trial." 

"San  Francisco  now  requires  bold,  forth- 
right steps,  rather  than  meager  half-meas- 
ures toward  the  solution  of  its  traffic  and 
transit  problems,"  said  Brown  and  Ander- 
.son  to  Dewey  Mead,  Police  Committee 
chairman. 
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Trend 

General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  year  1951  will  exceed  any 
other  year  on  record.  The  11  months  ac- 
tivity show  substantial  growth,  with  gen- 
eral business  13.8%  above  last  year. 

Financial  transactions  for  the  11  months 
cumulative  period  were  up  18.670  and  in- 
dustial  production  up  10%.  Retail  depart- 
ment store  sales  were  up  5.3%';  electrical 
energy  sales  8.8%  and  gas  sales  8.5%); 
freight  car  movements  8.9%;  Port  of  San 
Francisco  revenue  tonnage  7.8%. ;  cargo  ship 
arrivals  11.8%;  air  transport  movements 
(10  months)  2i':c  in  planes  and  20%^  in  pas- 
sengers. Bay  Bridge  and  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  vehicle  crossings  attained  new  maxi- 
mums for  the  cumulative  period  and  ex- 
ceeded last  year  by  4.5%  and  11.2%  re- 
spectively. Tourist  trade  has  been  an  im- 
portant ifactor  in  San  Francisco  this  year 
and  inquiries  have  been  nearly  one-halt 
again  as  many  as  in  the  preceding  year. 
Out-of-State  travelers  continued  strong  into 
November.  Some  46.000  out-of-State  cars 
carrying  113,000  passengers  entered  North- 
ern California  gateways  in  November— in 
addition  there  were  some  32,800  persons 
entering  by  stages.  Fruit  and  Vegetable  re- 
ceipts in  San  Francisco  exceeded  the  previ- 
ous ^'ear  by  3%  as  did  Dairy  receipts. 
Livestock  slaughter  exceeded  that  of  sim- 
ilar period  last  year  in  all  groups  except 
calves. 

Employment 

Employment  gains  in  San  Francisco  were 
expected  to  continue  through  December 
with  the  total  for  all  industries  2.5%t>  above 
the  October  level.  Greatest  increases  were 
in  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  amounting  to 
about  11%,  with  slight  gains  in  manufactur- 
ing, transportation  and  communications 
and  also  in  the  Government  group.  At  the 
end  of  November  there  were  less  than  6,000 
compensable  unemployment  claims  in  San 
Francisco  and  some  19,000  in  the  entire  San 
Francisco  Manpower  Area  containing  over 
1,000,000  employed  persons;  and  the  con- 
tinued-claims accounted  for  only  17%  of  the 
State  total  as  compared  to  19%  for  similar 
week  a  year  ago.  Placements  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  11  months  amounted  to  37.- 
399,  up  28.5%;  commercial  accounted  for 
9.814  and  all  other  for  27,585. 

Construction  and  Real  Estate 

Residential  real  estate  total  sales  for 
1951  will  probably  exceed  $30  million  com- 
pared to  $25  million  last  year,  based  on 
reports  from  315  members  of  the  Multiple 
Listing  Service  of  San  Francisco.  About 
71';;.  of  the  sales  In  November  were  in  the 
$9000-$15,999  bracket,  13',r  under  that 
bracket  and  16%  above.  Total  real  estate 
deeds  recorded  during  the  first  11  months 
of  17.988  were  10.9%  below  last  year  and 
number  of  mortgages  11.5%. 

During  the  first  11  months  there  were 
7,436  building  permits  issued  in  San  Fran- 
cisco amounting  to  $50,802,260;  of  this  1,295 
were  new  residential  permits  amounting  to 


$14,327,609  and  provided  for  1,594  dwelling 
units.  There  were  168  new  non-residential 
permits  valued  at  $19,610,356  and  4,966  per- 
mits for  additions,  alterations  and  repairs 
amounting  to  $16,836,995.  Under  restricted 
credit  and  material  regulations,  the  total 
value  of  new  construction  dropped  25% 
during  the  first  11  months  with  residential 
off  52%  and  non-residential  20";;,  but  ad- 
ditions, alterations  and  repairs  increased 
25%  with  the  non-residential  division  up 
36.7%,. 

Trade 

San  Francisco  retail  department  store 
sales  soared  to  a  new  all-time  November 
high  and  exceeded  last  November  by  17.3%, 
carrying  the  11  months  cumulative  57r 
above  same  period  last  year.  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  reports  for  the  first  50  weeks 
of  the  calendar  year  also  showed  San  Fran- 
cisco sales  up  5%;  Oakland  2%;  Los  An- 
geles l%i;  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  Dis- 
trict 3%.  and  the  United  States  3%.. 

Pacific  Coast  Wholesaler  sales  for  the  10 
months  were  up  U"v  above  corresponding 
period  last  year — only  the  East  North  Cen- 
tral division  exceeded  the  Pacific  Coast  with 
12%  increase;  United  States  sales  were  up 
9%.  Pacific  Coast  automotive  supply  sales 
were  up  19%;  electrical  group  14 7^;  hard- 
ware 18%  ;  industrial  supplies  68''f ;  jewelry 
8%;  lumber  8%;  machinery  equipment  sup- 
plies 56%;  plumbing  and  heating  32%; 
drugs  17%;  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables  77o; 
groceries  5%;  meats  31%;  beer  1%;  wines 
and  spirits  4%;  and  tobacco  5%. 

Finance 

San  Francisco  financial  transactions, 
measured  by  bank  debits,  for  the  first  11 
months  attained  a  new  record  of  $32,837,- 
465,000  or  $5.1  billion  above  last  year.  Postal 
receipts  of  $26,075,720  were  up  .$4.3  million. 
Shares  traded  on  the  San  Francisco  Stock 
Exchange  for  the  11  months  amounted  to 
16,730,336  shares  with  market  value  of 
$214,786,336.  Share  volume  was  up  3.7 
million  but  market  value  was  down  about 
$19.3  million. 

Commercial  failures  for  the  11  months 
numbered  123  with  liabilities  of  $3,603,968 
and  assets  of  $3,166,396. 

Industry 

Industrial  production  moved  steadily  for- 
ward under  the  National  Defense  program 
and  many  sizeable  new  plants  and  expan- 
sions are  now  under  construction  in  this 
area  with  the  result  that  manufacturing 
employment  in  the  Bay  Area  at  the  end  of 
October  reached  187,100  compared  to  177.- 
000  a  year  ago.  The  10  months  average  of 
178,901  was  more  than  15,000  above  the  cor- 
responding period  a  year  ago.  Average 
weekly  earnings  for  the  10  months  of  $72.75 
were  10.2%  above  same  period  last  year. 
In  the  non-manufacturing  industries,  aver- 
age weekly  earnings  for  the  10  months  in 
the  wholesale  trade  increased  6.6%  over 
last  year;  retail  trade  5.27r;  hotels  5.3%: 
and  laundry,  cleaning  and  dyeing  5.7% 
above. 
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Transportation 

All  transportation  groups  in  San  Fran- 
cisco showed  fine  improvement  during  the 
first  11  months  with  freight  car  movements 
of  182,158  almost  15,000  above  last  year. 
San  Francisco  Airport  reported  84,961 
planes  in  and  out  or  an  increase  of  16,600: 
passengers  off  planes  605,858  or  almost 
100,000  above  a  year  ago:  air  mail  loaded 
and  unloaded  soared  to  23,031.363  lbs.  or 
10,000,000  lbs.  above  last  year;  air  freight 
of  28,909,625  lbs.  was  up  2.3  million  lbs. 

The  Port  of  San  Francisco  during  the 
first  11  months  handled  6,083,177  revenue 
tons,  an  increase  of  440,000  tons  over  same 
period  last  year.  Foreign  shipments  ac- 
counting for  2,996,035  tons  were  up  nearly 
300,000  tons  over  last  year  and  accounted 
for  the  major  Port  gain.  Intcrcoastal  move- 
ments accounting  for  571,894  tons,  a  drop  of 
60.000  tons:  Coastwise  movements  of  113,- 
750  tons  were  20,000  tons  under  same 
period  last  year.  Fruit  and  vegetable  re- 
ceipts at  San  Francisco  for  the  11  months 
amounted  to  21,300  carlots  or  equivalents, 
an  increase  of  3.3%.  Livestock  slaughtered 
totaled  1,513.654  head,  of  which  cattle 
totaled  359,388;  calves  79,147,  sheep  and 
lambs  725,977;  and  hogs  450,097  head. 

Inter-City  and  Interstate  Traffic 

San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  ve- 
hicle crossings  during  the  first  11  months 
totaled  27,686,079,  an  increase  of  4.57- ;  and 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle  crossings,  9.791,- 
521  representing  an  increase  of  11.27r. 

Tourist  and  Settler  inquiries  received  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
during  the  11  months  were  41.1%  above  a 
year  ago. 

Utilities 

The  11  months  sales  of  electrical  energy 
in  San  Francisco  increased  8.8%  and  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  gas  sales  8,5%. 
Commercial  and  industrial  water  consump- 
tion increased  0.7%  but  residential  con- 
sumption was  down  1.9%.

Consumers  Price  Index  in  San  Francisco 
average  for  the  first  three  quarters  was 
8.6'r  abo\e  same  period  last  year  with  the 
September  quarterly  Index  at  188.4  or  7.57^ 
above  same  month  last  year.

Court  Supports  Employers 
In  Wage  Data  Confidence 

"We  feci  that  the  Supreme  Court's  de- 
cision in  regard  to  the  confidentiality  of 
salary  figures  reported  by  pr;vate  firms 
will  constitute  an  outstanding  precedent  in 
the  future,  protecting  information  given  by 
private  persons  in  official  confidence."  wrote 
John  H.  Riordan  of  Knight,  Boland  and 
Riordan,  to  Chamber  General  Manager 
G.  L.  Fox  this  week. 

Riordan's  firm  represented  fifty  San 
Francisco  employers  in  a  suit  ar-ainst  the 
.Superior  Court  which  culminated  last  week 
in  a  decision  by  the  State  Supreme  Court 
that: 

".  .  .  where  information  Is  necessarily 
solicited  by  public  officers  under  a  pledge 
of  official  confidence  and  given  by  private 
employers  or  others  under  such  a  pledge, 
such  information  is  privileged  against  dis- 
closure." 

The  Chamber  had  cooperated  in  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

An  excerpt  quoted  by  Riordan  from  the 
opinion  declared  that  confidential  informa- 
tion of  nearly  200  private  employers  arc  in 
the  record,  and  that  "disclosure  would  fo- 
ment public  disturbance  and  unrest  in  in- 
dustrial employment  relations  and  would 
interfere  with  the  competitive  activities  of 
the  employers  in  private  industry." 

Participating  in  the  suit  on  the  side  of 
the  employers  was  the  legal  firm  of  Sulli- 
van,  Roche,   Johnson   and  Farrahei\ 
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The  Shasta  Water  Company,  established  in 
1889.  is  now  in  the  process  of  constructing  a  new 
$250,000  plant  at  1555  Bancroft  Ave.  in  5.  F.,  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  and  operating  before 
March  1.  Wm.  A.  Bulieic,  Jr.,  is  Shasta's  presi- 
dent and  Adrien  J.  O'Connor  is  vice  pres.  and 
gen.  mgr.  A  large  merchandising  and  advertising 
campaign  will  also  be  put  under  way  soon  .  .  .
